AN  AGREEMENT  ESTABLISHING  A K~12  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT

This  agreement  entered  into  pursuant  to  Chapter  71  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended,  WITNESSETH  that 

WHEREAS,  the  Towns  of  Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett  and 
Shutesbury  have  formed  a Regional  School  District  under  the 
provisions  of  said  Chapter  7 1,  as  amended,  known  as  Amherst- 
Pelham  Regional  School  District,  and  have  entered  into  an  Agreement 
entitled  "An  Agreement  Establishing  a Regional  School  District 
Comprising  the  Towns  of  Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett  and 
Shutesbury";  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Towns  of  Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett  and 
Shutesbury  desire  to  expand  said  Regional  School  District 
to  include  Grades  K-12; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  and  of  the  mutual 
promises  herein  contained,  the  Towns  of  Amherst,  Leverett,  Pelham 
and  Shutesbury  do  mutually  agree  that  the  agreement  establishing 
the  Amnerst-Pelham  Regional  School  District  be  hereby  amended  in 
'ts  entirety  to  read  and  provide  as  follows 

SECTION  I:  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  THE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

A Regional  School  District  is  hereby  established  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  15  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws, 
comprising  the  Towns  of  Amherst,  Leverett,  Pelham  and  Shutesbury. 
Said  Towns  are  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Participating  Towns. 

The  Regional  School  District  shall  comprise  Grades  K- 
12  and  shall  provide  such  pre-school  services  and  programs 
as  approved  by  the  Regional  School  Committee. 

The  purpose  of  the  Regional  School  District  is  to 
provide  an  equal  opportunity  for  all  children  served  by  the 
District  to  receive  a thorough  and  efficient  education. 

SECTION  II:  THE  REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
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A. 


Composition 


The  Regional  School  Committee  shall  consist  of 
thirteen  members,  7 from  the  Town  of  Amherst,  2 each 
from  the  Towns  of  Leverett,  Pelham  and  Shutesbury.  Each 
member  of  the  Committee  shall  have  one  vote. 

B.  Terms  and  Selection  of  Initial  K- 1 2 Committee  Members 

School  Committee  members  serving  on  the  7-12 
Amherst-Pelham  Regional  District  Committee  on  the  date 
of  this  Agreement  will  remain  as  school  committee 
members  for  the  duration  of  their  elected  term.  Within  10 
days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Agreement,  the  local 
school  committees  and  Select  Boards  of  Leverett  and 
Shutesbury  shall  select  the  additional  committee  member 
from  their  respective  towns  specified  in  Section  I I.A 
above,  whose  terms  shall  expire  in  1995.  The  Amherst 
School  Committee  and  Amherst  Select  Board  shall  jointly 
select  the  additional  members  specified  in  Section  I LA, 
whose  terms  shall  expire  in  1995  and  1996  respectively. 
Such  selectees  shall  take  office  on  the  tenth  day  after  such 
effective  date  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  selected 
and  qualified  under  Section  II. C below. 

C.  Terms  and  Selection 

Each  School  Committee  member  shall  serve  for  a term 
of  three  (3)  years.  Amherst  members  will  be  selected  in 
Town-wide  elections.  Leverett,  Pelham  and  Shutesbury 
members  will  be  appointed  by  their  respective  Select 
Boards  immediately  following  their  annual  Town  Meetings. 

D.  Vacancies 

When  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  Committee  with  the 
members  of  the  Towns  of  Pelham,  Leverett  or  Shutesbury, 
the  Select  Board  of  the  Town  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs 
shall  select  a replacement  to  complete  the  remainder  of 
the  term.  If  the  vacancy  occurs  with  the  members  from 
Amherst,  the  remaining  Regional  School  Committee 

members  of  Amherst  and  the  Amherst  Select  Board  shall 
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select  a replacement  to  complete  the  remainder  of  the 
term. 

E.  Organization 

At  its  first  meeting  following  approval  of  the 
agreement  and  at  its  first  meeting  following  the 
completion  of  annual  elections  in  Participating  Towns,  the 
Regional  School  Committee  shall  elect  a Chairperson,  Vice- 
Chairperson,  and  Secretary  by  majority  vote  of  members 
present. 

F.  Location  of  Regional  School  Offices 

The  Committee  shall  establish,  and  from  time  to  time  may 
relocate,  within  the  District  at  a place  of  its  own  choosing  a central 
office  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 

G.  School  Councils 

The  Regional  School  Committee  shall  encourage  the 
School  Councils  created  under  Chapter  71  of  the  Acts  of 
1993  to  advise  it  about  the  needs  of  the  schools  within  the 
Regional  School  District. 

SECTION  III:  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

A.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Regional  School  District, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  District,  shall  be  vested  in  and 
exercised  by  the  Regional  School  Committee. 

B.  The  District  shall  be  a body  politic  and  corporate  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  school  committees  by  law  and  by 
this  Agreement  and  any  amendments  thereto,  and  with  the  additional 
powers  and  duties  specified  in  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws  as 
now  and  hereafter  amended. 

C.  The  Committee  is  empowered,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraphs  D and  E below,  to  incur  debt  for  purposes  authorized  by 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  s 

D.  Within  48  hours  after  such  debt  is  authorized  by  the 
Committee,  the  Committee  shall  mail  or  deliver  to  the  Select  Board

in  each  Participating  Town  a written  notice  stating  the  amount  of 
the  debt  and  the  date  of  its  authorization,  in  addition  the  Committee 
shall  cause  the  same  information  to  be  published  within  ten  days 
after  such  authorization  as  a paid  notice  in  a newspaper  circulating 
in  the  District. 

E.  With  respect  to  the  physical  and  related  aspects  of 
constructing  any  regional  district  school  building  and  any  major 
additions  or  alterations  thereto,  the  Committee  shall  obtain  the 
advice  of  at  least  three  other  persons,  of  its  own  selection,  who  by 
training  or  experience  possess  knowledge  of  building  materials  and 
building  construction,  these  additional  consultants  to  serve  in  an 
advisory  capacity  only  and  without  pay. 

SECTION  IV:  LOCATION  AND  NAME  OF  THE  REGIONAL  DISTRICT 
SCHOOLS 

A.  Regional  District  Schools  for  secondary  level  pupils  shall  be 
located  in  Amherst.  Regional  district  schools  serving  elementary 
level  pupils  primarily  from  a participating  town  shall  be  located  in 
that  town. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  select  an  appropriate  name  or  names  for  any 
school  or  schools  in  the  Region. 

SECTION  V:  TYPE  OF  REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL 

A.  The  Regional  District  shall  comprise  the  grades  Kindergarten 
through  twelve,  inclusive,  and  shall  provide  Pre-School  services  as 
required  by  law  or  as  authorized  by  the  Regional  School  Committee. 

SECTION  VI:  APPORTIONMENT  AND  PAYMENT  OF  COSTS  INCURRED  BY 
THE  DISTRICT 

A.  For  the  purpose  of  apportioning  assessments  levied  by  the 
District  against  the  Participating  Towns,  costs  other  than  those 
transportation  costs  described  in  Section  X.A  shall  be  divided  into 
two  categories:  capital  costs  and  operating  costs. 

B.  Capital  costs  shall  include  all  expenditures  relating  to  capital 
outlay  such  as  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  or  other 
obligations  issued  by  the  District,  and  any  other  expenses  associated 
with  the  acquisition  of  real  estate,  the  construction  and 
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improvement  of  buildings,  grading,  purchase  of  eguipment,  and  other 
activities  incidental  to  placing  in  operation  the  original  school  plant 
and  any  subsequent  additions  and  improvements  thereto. 

C Operating  costs,  other  than  those  for  transportation, 

shall  include  all  other  costs  such  as  salaries,  wages,  supplies, 
texts,  repair  and  maintenance  expenditures,  interest  on  notes  issued 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  and  other  costs  incurred  on  the  day-to-day 
operation  of  the  school. 

D District  capital  costs  for  property  owned  by  the  Region 

shall  be  apportioned  as  follows:  For  schools  accommodating 
pupils  from  all  member  towns  the  apportionment  of  capital 
costs  shall  be  as  follows:  Principal  and  interest  on  bonds  or 
other  obligations  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Regional  District  School 
Committee  adopted  on  or  after  April  1,  1994,  to  finance  capital 
costs  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  Participating  Towns  on  the  basis  of 
the  equalized  valuations  of  said  towns  as  determined  and  reported 
by  the  appropriate  State  agency  or  department  and  in  effect  on  the 
date  such  bonds  or  other  obligations  are  so  authorized.  The 
proportions  shall  be  computed  to  the  nearest  tneth  of  a percentage 
point  and  the  proportions  shall  not  be  changed  during  the  period  such 
bonds  or  other  obligations  are  outstanding  except  as  provided  in 
Section  XI  and  XII  Capital  costs  incurred  for  elementary 
schools  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  Town  in  which  the 
school  is  located. 

E.  Operating  costs  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  shall  be 
apportioned  annually  prior  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  following  the 
date  of  the  annual  budget  adoption  on  the  basis  of  the  average  pupil 
membership,  as  computed  by  a five  year  moving  average  (with 
elementary  enrollments  being  phased  in  over  a period  of 
five  years)  of  which  the  most  recent  year  shall  be  the  previous 
school  year  ended  June  30,  each  Participating  Town's  share  to  bear 
the  same  relationship  to  operating  costs  as  its  moving  average 
membership  in  the  Regional  District  Schools  from  all  the 
Participating  Towns,  as  determined  by  the  Regional  District 
Committee,  provided,  that  if  the  Regional  District  Schools  shall  not 
nave  been  operated  during  the  school  year  ending  the  previous  June 
30,  the  basis  of  apportionment  shall  be  the  average  membership, 
computed  on  a five  year  moving  average,  which  each  Participating 
Town  would  have  had  in  the  Regional  District  Schools,  had  they  been 
so  operated. 
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F.  Each  Participating  Town  shall  pay  its  proportionate  share  of 
the  capital,  transportation  and  operating  costs  to  the  District 
each  year  in  equal  installments  not  later  than  the  month  of  May, 
August,  and  November,  such  payments  to  be  made  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  Law. 

G Any  school  which  is  currently  owned  by  a 
Participating  Town  shall  remain  the  property  of  that  Town. 
However,  each  property  to  be  used  for  such  purpose  shall  be 
leased  to  the  Regional  School  District  for  the  fiscal  year 
in  which  it  is  to  be  used,  by  the  Participating  Town  for  the 
sum  of  one  dollar. 

Each  lease  shall  authorize  the  District  to  insure  and 
maintain  the  school  building  and  its  premises.  In  addition, 
each  lease  shall  authorize  the  District  to  repair,  improve, 
alter,  remodel  or  modernize  any  of  the  leased  buildings, 
provided  the  cost  of  such  capital  expenditures  are  paid  for 
and  approved  by  the  Town  of  the  lessor.  Limitations 
heretofore  set  forth  shall  not  apply  in  an  emergency 
situation  that  requires  immediate  action  to  preserve  or 
protect  the  health,  safety,  or  welfare  of  the  students 
and/or  employees  occupying  a leased  facility.  A majority 
vote  of  the  Committee,  including  a two-thirds  vote  by  the 
members  from  the  Town  involved  and  a majority  of  the 
Town's  Select  Board  shall  be  required  to  establish  that  an 
emergency  exists.  Should  such  an  emergency  expenditure 
be  made,  the  Community  owning  the  building  will  be 
assessed  those  costs  in  addition  to  its  voted  assessment. 

The  unpaid  balance  on  any  outstanding  school  bonds  at 
the  time  of  leasing  Participating  Town  school  buildings 
shall  remain  the  obligation  of  that  Participating  Town. 

SECTION  VII:  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  BUDGET 

A.  Not  later  than  45  days  prior  to  the  earliest  date  on  which  the 
business  session  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  any  Participating 
Town  is  to  be  held,  but  not  later  than  March  31,  the  Committee  shall 
adopt  an  operating  and  maintenance  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year, 
itemized  as  follows: 


1.  Instruction 

2.  Instructional  Support 

3.  Operational  Support 

4.  Debt 

5.  Other  programs 

The  Committee  will  also  publish  summaries  of  the  elementary 
school  budgets  for  each  Town. 

B.  The  expenses  of  the  District,  as  set  forth  in  such  budget,  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  Participating  Towns  in  accordance  with 
Section  VI  and  shall  be  certified  prior  to  the  twenty-fourth  day 
following  the  date  of  the  budget  adoption  to  the  treasurers  of  the 
Participating  Towns,  and  the  amounts  so  certified  shall  be  paid  as 
provided  in  Section  VI. 

C.  The  Committee  shall  adopt  the  budget  by  a two  thirds  vote 
of  its  entire  membership 

D.  The  Committee  shall  consult  with  the  Select  Board  of  each 
Participating  Town  each  year  prior  to  determining  guidelines  for  the 
Superintendent  to  use  in  preparing  a budget  proposal  for  the 
following  fiscal  year. 

E.  Assessments 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  70  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended  in  1993,  each  Town's  assessment 
shall  be  calculated  as  follows: 

School  spending  for  each  Town  shall  be  its  proportionate 
share  of  the  district's  operating  costs.  From  this  amount 
shall  be  subtracted  each  Town's  share  of  Regional  School 
Aid,  as  determined  by  the  State,  and  its  proportion  of 
additional  revenues  of  the  Region  and  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Funds  applied  to  the  costs  of  operating  the 
Region.  For  each  Town  this  amount  shall  be  compared  with 
its  Minimum  Contribution  required  under  Chapter  70  and  the 
larger  amount  shall  be  its  operating  cost  assessment.  Each 
Town's  assessment  will  be  determined  by  adding  to  this 
amount  its  proportionate  share  of  transportation  costs, 
capital  expenses  and  debt.  Should  any  provision  of  this 
agreement  governing  the  apportionment  of  costs  to  the 
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Participating  Towns  be  inconsistent  with  any  provisions  of 
law,  the  applicable  statute  shall  prevail. 

F.  Surplus  funds 

If  the  amount  of  unencumbered  surplus  funds  of  the 
district  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year  exceeds  3.5  percent 
of  the  budgeted  operating  and  capital  costs  not  incurred  by 
debt  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  an  amount  at  least 
equal  to  the  amount  of  such  excess  shall  be  applied  by  the 
Committee  to  reduce  the  assessments  to  the  Participating 
Towns  for  such  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  VIII:  ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

A.  Annually  within  the  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  adoption  of  an 
annual  budget  and  after  ten  days'  published  notice  in  each 
Participating  Town,  the  Commitee  shall  hold  a public  hearing  to 
discuss  the  proposed  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  and  any  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  educational  program  of  the  District. 

B.  The  Committee  shall  submit  to  each  Participating  Town  by 
September  15th  of  each  year  its  annual  financial  statements  for  the 
prior  fiscal  year,  and  a statement  showing  the  method  by  which  the 
corresponding  assessments  for  for  each  Participating  Town  were 
computed,  together  with  such  additional  information  relative  to  the 
operation  of  the  Regional  District  Schools  as  the  Committee  or  the 
Select  Board  from  any  Participating  Town  may  deem  desirable. 

SECTION  IX:  ADMISSION  AND  ASSIGNMENT  OF  STUDENTS 

A.  The  Regional  District  Schools  accept  all  children  who  reside  in 
the  District  who  are  eligible  to  attend  Grades  K-12. 

B.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  IX. C,  or  as  by  Chapter  76, 
Section  12B  of  the  General  Laws,  no  child  referred  to  in 
Section  IX. A above  may  attend  at  the  expense  of  the  Regional 
District  a school  other  than  the  Regional  District  Schools  except  in 
case  the  District  does  not  offer  comparable  facilities  and 

then  only  upon  approval  of  the  Committee. 
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C.  Children  referred  to  in  Section  IX. A above  may  attend  state- 
aided  vocational  courses  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  74  of  the  General  Laws. 

D.  With  the  approval  of  the  Committee  in  accordance  with  the 
Law,  and  upon  such  terms  as  it  may  determine,  children  residing 
outside  the  District  may  attend  the  Regional  District  Schools  on  a 
tuition  basis. 

E.  The  School  Committee  may  approve  the  movement  of  pre- 
school and  elementary  school  students  across  Town  lines  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Committee,  including  majority  votes  of  the 
members  of  both  the  sending  and  receiving  Towns. 

SECTION  X:  TRANSPORTATION 

The  district  shall  provide  transportation  for  all  eligible  pupils 
attending  the  Regional  District  Schools.  In  providing  such 
transportation,  the  District  may  contract  with  any  one  or  more  of 
the  Participating  Towns  for  the  provision  of  such  transportation 
once  daily  to  and  from  the  Regional  District  Schools  for  the  pupils 
residing  in  sucn  Town  and  entitled  to  such  transportation.  The  costs 
of  providing  transportation  shall  be  apportioned  in  the  same 
manner  as  operating  costs  and  included  in  the  District  [operating 
costs]  assessment 

SECTION  XI:  ADMISSION  OF  ADDITIONAL  TOWNS  TO  THE  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

A.  Any  town  may  petition  to  become  a Participating  Town  in  the 
District  under  terms  stipulated  in  a proposed  amendment  to  the 
Agreement.  Said  petitioning  town  shall  become  a Participating 
Town  if  the  proposed  amendment  is  approved  by  the  Committee  and 
accepted  by  the  petitioning  town  and  each  Participating  Town,  and 
provided  further  that  the  petitioning  town  shall  also  accept  the 
Agreement  with  any  amendments  thereto,  approval  by  the  Committee 
to  require  a two-thirds  vote,  and  acceptance  by  the  petitioning  town 
and  the  Participating  Towns  to  be  by  majority  vote  at  an  annual 
town  meeting,  such  vote  in  the  case  of  a town  having  representative 
town  government  by  limited  town  meetings  to  be  subject  to  the 
right  of  referendum  applicable  in  such  town. 
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B.  Upon  admission  of  a town  to  the  District,  assessments  levied 
against  the  Participating  Towns  by  the  District  to  meet  capital 
costs  as  defined  in  Section  VI. B shall  be  stipulated  in  the  Agreement 
by  which  town  is  admitted  to  the  District,  and  such  newly  admitted 
town  shall  be  responsible  for  its  proportionate  share  of  such  capital 
costs  as  so  reapportioned  and  for  its  proportionate  share  of 
operating  and  transportation  costs  as  defined  in  Section  VI. C 
incurred  after  its  admission  to  the  District  and  apportioned  under 
Section  VI. E. 

C.  The  newly  admitted  town  shall  pay  to  the  District  its  share,  as 
determined  in  Section  XI. B,  of  the  funded  indebtedness  already 
retired.  For  the  purpose  of  this  calculation  such  retired 
indebtedness  shall  be  considered  as  the  difference  between  (1)  the 
original  plus  any  subsequent  capital  costs,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
the  total  state  construction  grant,  depreciated  at  the  rate  of  2 per 
cent  per  year,  and  (2)  that  part  of  capital  costs  as  yet  unpaid  less 
that  part  of  the  state  construction  grant  not  yet  received.  Such 
share  shall  be  paid  in  equal  installments  not  later  than  the  tenth  of 
May,  August,  and  November  in  each  year  during  the  remaining  period 
of  indebtedness  or  for  a period  of  ten  years,  whichever  period  is  the 
longer.  During  the  remaining  period  of  indebtedness  such  payments 
thus  made  shall  be  credited  to  the  other  Towns  comprising  the 
District  in  amounts  proportionate  to  the  share  of  capital  costs  each 
has  paid  in  the  past.  Thereafter  such  payments  shall  be  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  XI. D. 

D.  If  no  funded  indebtedness  exists,  the  newly  admitted  town 
shall  nevertheless  assume  liability  of  its  share  of  the  past  funded 
indebtedness  which  shall  be  computed  in  the  manner  described  above 
in  Section  XI. C and  paid  directly  to  the  other  towns  then  comprising 
the  District  in  the  proportion  due  each,  payments  to  be  made  in  ten 
equal  annual  installments. 

E.  The  newly  admitted  town  shall  be  liable  as  a Participating 
Town  for  its  proportionate  share  as  determined  hereunder  of  any 
outstanding  funded  indebtedness  and  interest  thereon.  The 
admission  of  a new  town  to  the  District  shall  be  deemed  to 
constitute  approval  by  such  town  of  the  amount  of  any  funded 
indebtedness  of  the  District  authorized  by  the  Committee  prior  to 
such  admission,  but  which  has  not  been  issued  and  is  not 
outstanding,  and  such  town  shall  be  liable  for  its  proportionate 
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share  as  determined  hereunder  of  any  such  funded  indebtedness  when 
issued  and  for  interest  thereon. 

SECTION  XII:  WITHDRAWAL  OF  A TOWN  FROM  THE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 
DISTRICT 

A.  Any  Participating  Town  may  petition  to  withdraw  from  the 
District  under  terms  stipulated  in  a proposed  amendment  to  the 
Agreement  provided  that  the  Town  seeking  to  withdraw  has  paid 
over  to  the  District  any  operating  costs  for  which  it  became  liable 
to  the  District  for  its  share  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  District 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  such  withdrawal,  and  for  interest 
thereon,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the 
Town  had  not  withdrawn  from  the  District  except  that  such  liability 
shall  be  reduced  by  any  amount  which  such  Town  has  paid  over  at  the 
time  of  withdrawal  and  which  has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of 
such  indebtedness  of  interest. 

B.  Said  petitioning  town  shall  cease  to  be  a Participating  Town  if 
the  proposed  amendment  is  approved  by  the  Committee  and  accepted 
by  the  petitioning  town  and  each  of  the  other  Participating  Towns, 
approval  by  the  Committee  to  require  a two-thirds  vote,  and 
acceptance  by  the  petitioning  town  and  by  the  other  Participating 
Towns  to  be  by  majority  vote  at  an  annual  town  meeting,  such  vote 
in  the  case  of  a town  having  representative  town  government  by 
limited  town  meetings  to  be  subject  to  the  right  of  referendum 
applicable  in  such  town. 

C.  Money  received  by  the  District  from  the  withdrawing  town  for 
payment  of  funded  indebtedness  of  interest  thereon  shall  be  used  for 
this  purpose  only. 

SECTION  XIII  EMPLOYMENT  OF  TEACHERS  AND  OTHER  EMPLOYEES 
AND  EXTENSION  OF  PROFESSIONAL  STATUS 

A.  All  persons  in  positions  to  be  superceded  by  the  establishment 
of  the  District  shall  be  given  preferred  consideration  for  similar 
vacant  positions  in  the  District  to  the  extent  that  such  positions 
exist  therein,  and  as  of  July  1,  1994  any  such  teacher  or 

administrator  who  had  achieved  professional  status  or 
accumulated  experience  toward  the  achievement  of 
professional  status  will  be  considered  to  have  achieved 
professional  status  or  to  have  accumulated  experience 


toward  the  achievement  of  professional  status  as 
appropriate 

B.  The  Region  will  create  an  administrative  position  for 
a period  of  at  least  three  years  whose  responsibilities  will 
include  overseeing  the  incorporation  of  elementary  schools 
into  the  Region  and  the  separation  of  Leverett  and 
Elementary  Schools  from  Union  *28. 

SECTION  XIV:  AMENDMENT  OF  THE  AGREEMENT 

A.  This  Agreement  may  be  amended  by  ( 1 ) a two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Committee  and  (2)  a majority  in  each  of  the  Participating  Towns 
at  either  an  annual  or  a special  town  meeting,  such  vote  in  the  case 
of  a town  having  representative  town  government  by  limited  town 
meetings  to  be  subject  to  the  right  of  referendum  applicable  in  such 
town.  Action  to  amend  the  Agreement  may  be  proposed  only  by  the 
Commiteee,  any  such  proposal  to  be  submitted  to  the  Select  Board  in 
each  Participating  Town  who  shall  cause  the  guestion  to  be  voted 
upon  either  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting  or  if  the  Committee  so 
reguests  at  a special  town  meeting  which  shall  be  held  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  the  date  on  which  the  Select  Boards  receive  the 
proposed  amendment  from  the  Committee. 

B.  No  such  amendment  shall  be  made  which  substantially  impairs 
the  right  of  the  holders  of  any  bonds  or  notes  of  the  District  then 
outstanding,  or  the  rights  of  the  District  to  procure  the  means  for 
payment  thereof,  provided  this  provision  shall  not  prevent  the 
admission  of  a new  town  to  the  District  and  the  reapportionment 
accordingly  of  that  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  represented  by 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  District  then  outstanding,  and  of  interest 
thereon. 

C.  Termination  of  the  Agreement 

Subject  to  provision  for  the  payment  of  all  obligations  of  the 
District,  this  Agreement  may  be  terminated  by  the  process  of 
amendment  as  set  forth  in  Section  XIV. A above,  provided  further  that 
the  terms  of  such  termination  are  approved  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education  and  the  Emergency  Finance  Board. 

SECTION  XVI I:  FISCAL  YEAR  AND  TIMES  OF  PAYMENT  OF  APPORTIONED 
COSTS

A.  During  the  first  year  of  the  new  K-12  Region,  all  elementary 
schools  will  function  essentially  as  they  have  in  previous  years. 

m B.  The  Regional  School  Committee  will  appoint  a 

Regional  Transition  Study  Group  who  will  review  the 
philosophy,  curriculum,  program  delivery,  staffing 
organizations,  class  groupings  and  sizes,  student 
assessment  practices  and  special  education  practices  of 
the  elementary  schools  in  the  District  and  make  a report  to 
the  Regional  School  Committee  by  December  1,  1994.

AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE  AMHERST-PELHAM  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


and 

SCHOOL  UNION  #28  AND  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEES  OF 
ERVING,  LEVERETT,  NEW  SALEM,  SHUTESBURY,  AND  WENDELL 

March  14,  1994 


This  AGREEMENT  is  entered  into,  as  of  the  date  first  mentioned  above,  by  and  between  the  Amherst-Pelliam  Regional 
School  District,  its  successor  organization  - the  Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett  and  Shutesbury  Regional  School  District, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Regional  School  District,"  and  School  Union  #28  and  its  member  School  Committees  of 
Erving,  Leverett,  New  Salem,  Shutesbury,  and  Wendell  - and  its  successor  member  School  Committees  of  Erving,  New 
Salem,  and  Wendell,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  School  Union  #28. 

WHEREAS,  the  Regional  School  District  and  School  Union  #28  wish  to  facilitate  the  formation  of  a K- 12  regional  school 
district  comprising  the  towns  of  Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett,  and  Shutesbury,  and  the  dissolution  School  Union  #28  to 
leaving  the  towns  of  Erving,  New  Salem,  and  Wendell,  in  a manner  which  enhances  the  quality  of  education  for  all  students 
in  both  entities; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  and  of  the  mutually  exchanged  promises  herein  contained,  the 
Regional  School  District  and  School  Union  #28  agree  that: 

I.  the  Regional  School  District  shall  annually  pay  School  Union  #28  the  sum  of  one  hundred  twelve 
thousand  dollars  and  no  cents  ($1 12,000.00),  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "annual  payment,"  on  or 
before  each  July  3 1st  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1994,  for  an  entire  term  of  ten 
fiscal  years'  provided  further,  that, 

II.  should  the  "base  aid,"  or  its  equivalent  under  future  law,  received  by  the  Regional  School  District  in 
fiscal  year  1995  decrease  in  successive  fiscal  years  for  any  reason  other  than  the  withdrawal  of  a town 
from  the  Amherst,  Pelham,  Leverett,  and  Shutesbury  Regional  School  District,  then  the  aforementioned 
one  hundred  twelve  thousand  dollars  and  no  cents  ($1 12,000.00)  annual  payment  shall  also  be  reduced 
in  the  same  proportion  as  the  reduction  in  "base  aid"  for  each  fiscal  year,  provided  further  that,  for 

the  purposes  of  this  paragraph,  the  "annual  payment"  will  not  ever  be  reduced  below  eighty  thousand 
dollars  ($80,000.00);  provided  further,  that, 

III.  should  a new  school  committee  join  School  Union  #28  after  its  forthcoming  dissolution,  sub,  the  "annual 
payment"  shall  also  be  reduced  by  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  and  no  cents  ($250.00)  per  elementary  level

V.  should  the  towns  of  Wendell  and  New  Salem  leave  School  Union  #28,  the  union  shall  be  considered  to 
cease  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement  and  all  obligations,  including  that  of  making  the  "annual 
payment,"  of  the  parties  under  this  Agreement  shall  cease  and  this  Agreement  will  be  terminated; 
provided  further,  that, 

VI.  the  Regional  School  District  shall  make  the  "annual  payment"  to  the  lawful  depository  designated  by 
School  Union  #28,  provided  further  that  the  Regional  School  District  may  suspend  such  "annual 
payments"  if  such  payments  are  not  completely  provided  to  the  School  Union  #28  by  union  member 
municipalities  as  supplemental  monies  for  union  educational  purposes  over  and  above  the  funds

SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSED  CHANGES 


Section  I:  Expands  the  Region  from  grades  7-12  to  grades  K-12  (including  the  option 

to  provide  pre-K  services). 

Section  II:  Expands  the  Regional  School  Committee  to  7 members  from  Amherst  and  2 

members  each  from  Leverett,  Pelham  and  Shutesbury  (a  total  of  13). 

Provides  for  members  from  Amherst  to  be  elected  and  members  from  Leverett,  Pelham  and 
Shutesbury  to  be  appointed  by  their  respective  Selectboards. 

Affirms  the  intention  of  the  Regional  School  Committee  to  encourage  the  participation  of 
School  Councils  to  advise  about  the  needs  of  member  schools. 

Section  VI:  Describes  manner  of  apportioning  costs  within  the  budget. 

Describes  ownership  of  elementary  schools  by  respective  towns  and  lease  of  schools  to  the 
Region  annually.  Towns  are  responsible  for  cost  of  capital  improvements  to  buildings  they 
own  (definition  of  capital  and  operating  costs- Sections  VI  B and  C,  p.  4-5.)  With  approval 
of  member  Town’s  Selectboard,  Regional  School  Committee  can  undertake  emergency 
repairs  needed  for  the  health,  safety  or  welfare  of  building  occupants  (VI G,  p.  6). 

Section  VII:  Describes  the  formula  for  determining  assessments  to  each  of  the  Towns. 
Each  Town’s  designated  amount  of  State  Aid  and  its  proportionate  share  of  revenues  to  the 
Region  are  subtracted  from  its  proportionate  part  of  the  total  costs  of  operating  the  Region, 
in  order  to  determine  its  assessment  for  operating  costs.  To  this  amount  is  added  the 
Town’s  share  of  transportation,  debt  service  and  capital  costs.  The  budget  is  unitary, 
meaning  that  the  total  costs  of  operating  the  Region  are  shared  among  the  four  Towns  on  a 
per  pupil  basis,  based  on  a five  year  rolling  average  enrollment  (VII  E,  p.  7). 

Provides  for  adoption  of  budget  by  vote  of  2/3  of  Regional  School  Committee  (VII C,  p.  7). 

Section  IX:  Provides  for  the  movement  of  pre-K  and  elementary  students  across  Town 

lines  only  by  a majority  vote  of  Regional  School  Committee,  including  majority  votes  of 
members  of  sending  and  receiving  Towns  (IX  E,  p.  9). 

Section  XIII:  Provides  for  the  creation  of  a administrative  position  for  at  least  three  years 
to  coordinate  the  incorporation  of  Leverett,  Pelham  and  Shutesbury  elementary  schools  into 
the  Region. 

Section  XVIII:  Provides  that  for  the  first  year  of  regionalization  all  elementary  schools  in 
the  Region  will  function  essentially  as  they  have  previously. 

Establishes  a Regional  Transition  Study  Group  to  review  philosophy,  curriculum,  programs, 
staffing,  student  assessment  and  SPED  practices  of  the  elementary  schools.  The  Study 
Group  will  make  recommendations  on  how  to  share  and  replicate  the  strengths  of  all  the 
schools  within  the  Region.

I am  writing  to  convey  formally  the  requests  by  the 
Amherst-Pelham  Regional  School  Committee,  the  K-12 
Regionalization  Planning  Board  and  the  Regional  School 
Building  Committee  for  a special  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1994  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  K-12  REGIONALIZATION.  The  date  by  which  com- 

munities may  apply  for  K-12  regionalization  of 
their  school  districts  has  been  extended  to 
April  1,  1994.  All  indications  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  are  this  will  be  the 
last  opportunity  for  our  four  communities  to 
consider  such  regionalization.  The  three  main 
benefits  to  regionalization  are  improved  educa- 
tion to  students  system-wide,  administrative 
efficiencies,  and  increased  State  aid  to  the  new 
region  benefitting  all  four  towns.  A more  de- 
tailed statement  on  regionalization  is  enclosed 
with  this  letter. 


2.  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  ROOF.  The  junior  high  roof 
was  constructed  in  1967-68  and  the  school  opened 
in  1969.  The  roofs  - there  are  three  separate 
buildings  involved  - were  evaluated  by  an  archi- 
tectural firm  in  1992  and  a copy  of  their  evalua- 
tion is  enclosed.  Since  their  study  we  have  ex- 
perienced significant  further  deterioration  of  the 
largest  roof  over  the  classrooms  - Building  C. 

We  need  to  replace  the  Building  C roof  during  the 


summer  of  1994  and  the  other  roofs  in  the  summer 
of  1995.  It  is  our  intention  to  seek  approval 
from  all  four  towns  for  authority  to  borrow  the 
sum  needed  for  this  work.  The  estimated  costs 
of  just  replacing  the  roofs  is  about  $570,000 
plus  architectural  fees  and  any  upgrading  re- 
quired by  changes  in  building  codes.  There  is 
the  possibility  of  some  additional  insulation 
and  structural  work  being  needed  in  this  regard. 
Therefore,  we  will  seek  authority  for  $750,000 
to  provide  for  these  contingencies  if  needed. 


3.  HIGH  SCHOOL  ADDITION /RENOVATION  PROJECT.  The 

Regional  School  Building  Committee  has  determined 
it  is  not  feasible  to  try  to  meet  the  State's  annual 
deadline  for  construction  proposals  of  June  1,  1994. 
Therefore,  the  Committee  will  not  be  requesting 
funds  at  the  March  special  town  meetings.  However, 
it  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  present  a 
status  report  on  this  project  to  each  of  the  regional 
communities.  The  next  target  date  set  by  the  Regional 
School  Building  Committee  for  funding  requests  is  the 
annual  spring  town  meeting  in  each  town.  THE  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  WOULD  LIKE  TO  INVITE  YOU  TO 
A MEETING  FOR  REGIONAL  TOWN  SELECTBOARDS  AND  FINANCE 
COMMITTEE  MEMBERS  AT  7:30  PM,  MARCH  1,  AT  THE  REGIONAL 
HIGH  SCHOOL  TO  SHARE  THE  STATUS  OF  THIS  PROJECT  WITH 
YOU  AND  INVITE  YOUR  COMMENTARY.  If  this  date  and  time 
conflict  with  a meeting  of  your  board,  perhaps  you 
could  send  a representative  to  the  meeting.  Your  con- 
sideration of  this  request  will  be  appreciated. 


Informal  conversations  with  officials  or  offices  in  each  town 
indicate  the  following  tentative  dates  may  be  set  for  the  March 
special  town  meetings:  Amherst  - March  14,  Pelham  - March  16, 

Leverett  - March  14,  and  Shutesbury  - March  15.  I would  appre- 
ciate the  earliest  reasonable  confirmation  of  these  or  other 
dates  selected  along  with  a statement  of  what  additional  requirements 
you  have  of  us  and  when  they  are  needed. 


We  appreciate  the  flexibility  and  cooperation  we  have  received  to 
date  in  considering  these  important  matters.  Please  feel  free  to  call 
either  myself  or  Ron  Bell,  Assistant  Superintendent  if  we  can  be  of 
further  assistance  to  you  in  moving  ahead.

SECTION  3.  There  shall  be  added  to  Chapter  60  a new  Article  II,  Display  of 
Numbering,  to  read  as  follows: 


ARTICLE  II 

Display  of  Numbering 


§ 60-4.  Legislative  intent. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  shall  be  to  require  the  clear  display  of 
house  (o/buildlng)  numbers  for  all  residences  and  places  of  business. 
This  is  intended  to  aid  in  the  delivery  of  emergency  services, 
recognizing  that  some  of  these  services  are  delivered  by  out-of-town 

agencies . 


§ 60-5.  Display  required;  location. 

A.  Every  house  and  place  of  business  shall  be  adequately  labeled  with 
its  official  house  number. 


It  is  the  intent  of  this  Article  that  all  property  owners  use  common 
sense  in  the  placement  of  clear,  easy-to-read  house  numbers  on  all 
residences  and  places  of  business  in  the  town.  If  the  structure  is 
easily  visible  and  accessible  from  the  street  during  twelve  (12) 
months  of  the  year,  the  number  would  ideally  be  placed  on  e 
structure. 

If,  by  placing  the  number  on  the  structure,  the  number  is  not  easily 
read  by  emergency  service  responders  approaching  from  either 
direction  on  the  street  during  all  twelve  (12)  months  of  the  year, 


then  the  number  should  be  placed  on  a stake  at  the  edge  of  the 
driveway  leading  to  the  house.  The  location  of  numbers  on  a mailbox 
will  suffice  if  the  mailbox  is  labeled  on  both  sides  and  is  located 
at  the  driveway  and  there  is  no  confusion  about  location  of  the 
dwelling. 

D.  In  the  case  of  shared  driveways,  property  owners  should  adequately 
label  all  building  numbers  at  the  entrance  to  the  driveway,  and 
additional  markings  should  be  posted  at  appropriate  junctions  in  the 
driveway  to  alleviate  any  questions  in  the  mind  of  emergency  service 
personnel . 


§ 60-6.  Enforcement. 

Violations  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and/or  its 
designee.

SECTION  1.  Chapter  81,  Dumps,  of  the  Code  of  the  Town  of  Leverett  is  hereby 
renamed  and  redesignated  as  "Chapter  150,  Solid  Waste,"  of  the  Code  of  the 
Town  of  Leverett. 

SECTION  2.  Article  I,  Acquisition  of  Land,  of  said  Ch.  150  (formerly  Ch.  81) 
is  hereby  amended  as  follows: 

A.  The  Article  title  shall  be  renamed  "Acquisition  of  Land  for 
Landf ills. " 


B.  In  § 150-1  (formerly  § 81-1),  the  word  "dumps"  shall  be  changed  to 
"landfills." 


SECTION  3.  Article  II,  Mandatory  Separation  of  Materials,  of  said  Ch.  150 
(formerly  Ch.  81)  is  hereby  amended  in  its  entirety,  to  read  as  follows: 

"§  150-2.  Separation  of  materials  required. 

i 

All  users  of  of  the  Leverett  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Facility  shall  be 
required  to  separate  recyclable  waste  materials  and  other  waste  as 
determined  by  Board  of  Health  regulations  before  disposing  of  the 
same  at  said  solid  waste  disposal  facility. 

§ 150-3.  Rules  and  regulations. 

The  Board  of  Health  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the 
proper  disposal  of  all  waste,  including  recyclable  materials,  in 
conformance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  regulations. 

§ 150-4.  Enforcement. 

A.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  adopt  regulations  for  enforcement  of 
this  Article  under  MGL  C.  40,  § 21D,  and  MGL  C.  Ill,  §§  31,  31  A, 
31 B,  31C , 150  and  150A. 

B.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  the  enforcing  agent."

Appointees  shall  be  registered  voters  of  the  town  and  shall  not 
be  an  employee  of  the  town  or  under  the  direction  of  the  School 
Committee.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years, 
except  for  the  first  term,  which  shall  be  as  follows:  for  the 
Selectman,  one  (1)  year;  for  the  Finance  Committee  member,  two 
(2)  Vears;  and  for  the  members  at  large,  one  (1)  for  one  (1) 
year,  one  (1)  for  two  (2)  years  and  one  (1)  for  three  (3) 
years.  The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  be  an  ex  officio 
member. " 

C.  Subsection  I shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"I.  Any  three  (3)  members  slial  1 constitute  a quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business."

Display  of  Numbering 


§ 60-4.  Legislative  intent. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  shall  be  to  require  the  clear  display  of 
house  (or  building)  numbers  for  all  residences  and  places  of  business. 
This  is  intended  to  aid  in  the  delivery  of  emergency  services, 
recognizing  that  some  of  these  services  are  delivered  by  out-of-town 
agencies . 


§ 60-5.  Display  required;  location. 

A.  Every  house  and  place  of  business  shall  be  adequately  labeled  with 
its  official  house  number. 

B.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  Article  that  all  property  owners  use  common 
sense  in  the  placement  of  clear,  easy-to-read  house  numbers  on  all 
residences  and  places  of  business  in  the  town.  If  the  structure  is 
easily  visible  and  accessible  from  the  street  during  twelve  (12) 
months  of  the  year,  the  number  would  ideally  be  placed  on  the 
structure. 

C.  If,  by  placing  the  number  on  the  structure,  the  number  is  not  easily 
read  by  emergency  service  responders  approaching  from  either 
direction  on  the  street  during  all  twelve  (12)  months  of  the  year, 


then  the  number  should  be  placed  on  a stake  at  the  edge  of  the 
driveway  leading  to  the  house.  The  location  of  numbers  on  a mailbox 
will  suffice  if  the  mailbox  is  labeled  on  both  sides  and  is  located 
at  the  driveway  and  there  is  no  confusion  about  location  of  the 
dwelling. 

D.  In  the  case  of  shared  driveways,  property  owners  should  adequately 
label  all  building  numbers  at  the  entrance  to  the  driveway,  and 
additional  markings  should  be  posted  at  appropriate  junctions  in  the 
driveway  to  alleviate  any  questions  in  the  mind  of  emergency  service 
personnel . 

§ 60-6.  Enforcement. 

Violations  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and/or  its 
designee. 


SECTION  4.  This  bylaw  shall  take  effect  thirty  (30)  days  after  publication  of 
the  adoption  hereof  or  October  15,  1993,  whichever  date  is  later.

The  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years, 
except  for  the  first  term,  which  shall  be  as  follows:  *for  the 
Selectman,  one  (1)  year;  for  the  Finance  Committee  member,  two 
(2)  years;  and  for  the  members  at  large,  one  (1)  for  one  (1) 
year,  one  (1)  for  two  (2)  years  and  one  (1)  for  three  (3) 
years.  The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  be  an  ex  officio 
member. " 

C.  Subsection  I shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:

§ 30-5.  Personnel  Board. 

A.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in  MGL  C.  41,  § 108C, 
there  shall  be  established  a three-person  Personnel  Board, 
which  shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
determine  any  questions  arising  hereunder  and  advise  the 
town  in  any  matters  pertaining  thereto.  The  authority  of  this 
chapter  charges  the  Personnel  Board  with  the  following 
responsibilities:

(5)  Providing  for  the  compilation  and  revision  of  an  employee 
handbook  which  describes  the  conditions  of  employment 
with  the  town,  including  job  descriptions,  compensation 
plans,  fringe  benefits  and  vacations. 

B.  The  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows:  one  (1) 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  be  drawn  from  and 
chosen  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  one  (1)  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  to  be  drawn  from  and  chosen  by  the 
Finance  Committee;  and  one  (1)  member  at  large,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator.  An  appointee  shall  be  a 
registered  voter  of  the  town  and  shall  not  be  an  employee  of 
the  town  or  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee.  The 
term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years,  except  for  the  first 
term,  which  shall  be,  for  the  Selectmen,  one  (1)  for  one  (1) 
year;  for  the  Finance  Committee,  one  (1)  for  two  (2)  years;  and 
for  the  member  at  large,  one  (1)  for  three  (3)  years.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member. 

C.  Vacancies,  other  than  by  expiration  of  terms,  shall  be  filled  in 
the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  for  the  balance  of 
the  unexpired  term.  In  the  event  that  such  a vacancy  is  not 
filled  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  written  notice,  the  remaining

Background  on  Lottery  Aid 

The  Massachusetts  Lottery  was  established  21  years  ago  for  the  exclusive  purpose 
of  providing  cities  and  towns  with  an  additional  revenue  source  to  support  local  services 
and  to  reduce  property  taxes. 

For  the  past  several  years,  the  state  has  subverted  the  statutory  intent  of  the  Lottery 
by  diverting  portions  of  lottery  revenue  away  from  cities  and  towns  and  into  the  state’s 
general  fund  (see  graph  on  reverse  side).  Beginning  in  FY  ’90,  the  state  routinely 
diverted  all  the  growth  in  lottery  proceeds  away  from  cities  and  towns.  By  Fiscal  Year 
1992  the  state  was  taking  $75  million  in  lottery  monies,  or  nearly  20%  of  total  lottery 
proceeds,  away  from  communities  and  using  it  for  state  budgetary  purposes. 

Last  summer,  the  MMA  worked  with  the  legislature  to  halt  to  the  practice  of  level 
funding  the  “local  share”  of  the  lottery.  Representative  Frank  Hynes  of  Marshfield  offered 
and  won  an  amendment  to  the  state  budget  that  allowed  cities  and  towns  to  receive  the 
estimated  $23  million  growth  in  lottery  revenues  for  FY  ’93.  The  amendment  was  included 
in  the  budget  that  was  sent  to  the  Governor’s  desk.  The  Governor  vetoed  the  increase,  but 
his  veto  was  unanimously  overridden  by  both  the  House  and  Senate. 

The  projected  FY  ’93  lottery  increase  was  very  conservative.  The  actual  growth  in 
lottery  revenue  will  be  $41  million.  In  essence,  cities  and  towns  still  face  a lottery  shortfall 
of  $18  million. 

The  FY  ’94  budget  submitted  by  Governor  Weld  (House  One)  proposes  a return  to 
the  practice  of  capping  the  lottery  and  not  giving  cities  and  towns  their  rightful  increase  of 
lottery  revenue.  Once  again,  working  with  the  legislature,  the  MMA  will  offer  a budget 
amendment  to  guarantee  that  cities  and  towns  receive  the  full  growth  of  lottery  funds  in 
FY  ’94.  If  this  amendment  is  adopted,  lottery  aid  would  increase  for  municipalities  by 
approximately  $47  million  in  FY  ’94.  This  MMA  amendment  is  very  reasonable  because 
the  state  would  still  be  allowed  to  retain  $75  million  in  lottery  revenues  in  FY  ’94.  Next 
year,  the  MMA  plans  to  eliminate  the  entire  state  diversion  of  lottery  funds,  so  that  cities 
and  towns  will  once  again  receive  one  hundred  percent  of  lottery  revenues.

Over  the  past  several  years,  the  state  has  failed  to  meet  its  commitments  to  share 
with  cities  and  towns  state  motor  fuel  excises  collections,  mainly  the  gasoline  excise.  For 
FY'93,  collections  are  expected  to  total  $545  million.  Even  when  local  roadway  spending 
has  been  authorized,  state  reimbursement  of  local  expenses  has  been  regularly  delayed 
which  has  forced  municipalities  into  costly  borrowing.  The  Gas  Tax  Revenue  Sharing  Act 
legislation  filed  by  the  MMA  for  consideration  in  the  1993  legislative  session  would 
establish  a new  motor  fuel  excises  revenue  sharing  statute.  This  Act  would  ensure  that 
cities  and  towns  receive  a fair  share  of  gas  tax  collections  and  that  proceeds  are  not  diverted 
to  non-local  projects  and  spending  programs.  In  addition,  it  would  set  a timetable  for  state 
distributions  to  provide  some  certainty  for  local  finance  officials. 

State  law  requires  that  15  percent  of  gas  tax  collections  be  distributed  to  cities  and 
towns,  with  half  of  this  amount  earmarked  for  Chapter  90  roadway  construction  and  repair. 
In  addition,  the  state  has  customarily  administered  a reimbursement-based  Chapter  90 
program  funded  with  state  bond  proceeds.  Since  FY’89,  the  state  has  only  partially 
fulfilled  its  obligations.  This  has  resulted  in  an  inadequate  amount  of  revenue  available  for 
local  road  construction  and  improvement  projects  and  for  the  policing  of  local  streets.  In 
addition,  the  volatility  in  funding  from  year  to  year  has  also  disrupted  the  local  planning 
process  and  has  led  to  the  delay  in  completion  of  some  local  road  projects. 

In  FY'90,  cities  and  towns  received  only  about  8 percent  of  tax  collections  through 
the  Cherry  Sheet  Highway  Aid  account.  No  Chapter  90  funds  were  distributed  in  this 
year.  In  FY'91,  the  Cherry  Sheet  account  was  zeroed  out.  Chapter  90  bond-funded 
spending  authorizations  were  distributed.  In  both  FY'92  and  FY’93,  the  Cherry  Sheet 
account  was  fully  funded  and  Chapter  90  bond  program  authorizations  were  again 
distributed.  In  FY'93,  the  Chapter  90  grant  program  was  also  reinstated.  In  these  two 
years,  the  local  share  of  motor  fuel  excises  collections  totaled  about  15  percent  plus  the 
state  expense  of  the  Chapter  90  bond  program.  For  FY'94,  the  Governor  has 
recommended  that  the  Cherry  Sheet  account  be  fully  funded,  but  that  the  Chapter  90  grant 
program  be  eliminated.  In  addition,  there  are  no  Chapter  90  bond  funds  available  in 
FY'94.  The  current  outlook  for  next  year  is  for  cities  and  towns  to  receive  $43.5  million, 
or  only  7.5  percent  of  gas  tax  collections. 

The  Gas  Tax  Revenue  Sharing  Act  would  create  a new  state  fund  called  the  Local 
Roads  Fund.  An  amount  of  tax  collections  equivalent  to  10  cents  of  the  21  cent  gas  tax  rate 
— or  47.6  percent  of  collections  — would  be  credited  to  the  fund  and  could  be  used  only  for 
distributions  by  the  State  Treasurer  to  cities  and  towns  for  appropriation  for  local  road 
construction  and  maintenance  programs,  including  the  reconstruction  of  gravel  roads,  and 
for  the  policing  of  local  streets.  About  80  percent  of  Massachusetts  lane-miles  are 
maintained  locally.  Municipalities  could  also  use  the  funds  for  the  construction  of  salt 
storage  sheds  and  for  the  replacement/removal  of  underground  municipal  DPW  fuel  tanks.

The  charging/discharging  of 
materials,  record-keeping,  and  book  cataloging  (now  done  at  home)  can  be  done  more 
efficiently  with  a computer  in  the  library.  We  would  like  to  purchase  a "486"  based  IBM- 
compatible  computer,  circulation  software,  bar  code  wand,  modem,  CD-ROM  drive,  and 
printer. 

The  advantage  of  having  a computer  in  the  library  are  many.  The  highest  priority 
use  for  the  system  would  be  circulation  by  wanding  bar  codes  rather  than  the  manual 
stamping  of  books.  Instantly,  statistics  would  be  obtained  rather  than  after  countless 
hours  of  sorting  and  tabulating  circulation  cards.  The  Western  Massachusetts  Regional 
Library  System's  winter  newsletter  states  that  "Directors  of  small  libraries  estimate  that 
as  much  as  80%  of  their  typical  work  day  is  involved  in  circulation  and  technical 
processing  activities,  leaving  precious  little  time  for  book  selection,  weeding,  attending 
continuing  education  programs,  arranging  programs  for  the  public  or  providing  reference 
service."  Ultimately,  my  goals  are  to  provide  an  up-to-date  encyclopedia  on  CD-ROM, 
develop  an  electronic  card  catalog,  conduct  library  inventory,  purchase  books 
electronically,  and  have  immediate  access  to  book  data  for  filling  interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library's  FY94  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Select  Board 
included  a part-time  assistant's  position  that  would  have  cost  $3,120.  Since  the  town's 
fiscal  resources  are  severely  strained,  this  request  was  denied.  As  an  alternative,  I have 
proposed  to  purchase  a computer  system  whose  cost  ( rough  estimate  $7,000)  would  be 
shared  by  Library  Trust  Funds,  Friends  of  the  Library  money,  and  Town  money. 

At  the  April  24  Town  Meeting  there  will  be  an  article  sponsored  by  the  Trustees 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000  towards  such  a system.

The  highest  priority 
use  for  the  system  would  be  circulation  by  wanding  bar  codes  rather  than  the  manual 
stamping  of  books.  Instantly,  statistics  would  be  obtained  rather  than  after  countless 
hours  of  sorting  and  tabulating  circulation  cards.  The  Western  Massachusetts  Regional 
Library  System's  winter  newsletter  states  that  "Directors  of  small  libraries  estimate  that 
as  much  as  80%  of  their  typical  work  day  is  involved  in  circulation  and  technical 
processing  activities,  leaving  precious  little  time  for  book  selection,  weeding,  attending 
continuing  education  programs,  arranging  programs  for  the  public  or  providing  reference 
service."  Ultimately,  my  goals  are  to  provide  an  up-to-date  encyclopedia  on  CD-ROM, 
develop  an  electronic  card  catalog,  conduct  library  inventory,  purchase  books 
electronically,  and  have  immediate  access  to  book  data  for  filling  interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library's  FY94  budget  as  submitted  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Select  Board 
included  a part-time  assistant's  position  that  would  have  cost  $3,120.  Since  the  town's 
fiscal  resources  are  severely  strained,  this  request  was  denied.  As  an  alternative,  I have 
proposed  to  purchase  a computer  system  whose  cost  ( rough  estimate  $7,000)  would  be 
shared  by  Library  Trust  Funds,  Friends  of  the  Library  money,  and  Town  money. 

At  the  April  24  Town  Meeting  there  will  be  an  article  sponsored  by  the  Trustees 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000  towards  such  a system.  If  this  article  passes,  this  money 
would  be  dependent  on  a "menu"  override  vote.  Because  this  is  a capital  expenditure 
exclusion  the  tax  rate  would  go  up  approximately  $0,018  for  the  coming  year  only.  This 
figures  to  be  about  $2.70  for  one  year  on  a home  valued  at  $150,000. 

Your  support  is  needed  for  this  proposal.  Please  voice  your  opinion  at  Town 
Meeting  during  the  discussion  of  this  Article  and  vote  "yes"  both  at  Town  Meeting  and 
on  the  override  vote.

At  meetings  held  on  March  18,  April  8,  April  15,  and 
April  22,  1993,  the  Leverett  Finance  Committee  discussed 

the  articles  to  be  presented  and  voted  upon  at  the  1993 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  Below  are  our  recommendations  and  a 
brief  summary  of  our  deliberations.  Recommendations  included 
herein  are  only  those  that  are  of  financial  interest  to  the 
Town,  which  is  the  charge  of  the  Finance  Committee.  We  have 
omitted  articles  that  are  not  financial  in  nature. 

Article  Two:  This  article  takes  the  funding  of  the 

Recreation  Commission  out  of  the  budget.  We  recommend . 

If  initiated,  the  revolving  fund  will  make  the 
Recreation  Commission  self-sufficient.  Basically,  the 
commission  is  already  self-sufficient.  Now,  funds  are 
included  in  the  budget  based  on  anticipated  expenses.  These 
expenses  are  then  offset  by  an  anticipated  local  receipt  when 
figuring  out  the  Town’s  annual  expenditures.  This  fund 
removes  Recreation  from  both  budget  and  income  sides  of  the 
1 edger . 

Article  Three:  This  is  the  Town’s  Annual  Budget  for  FY  1994. 

We  recommend . 

The  Finance  Committee  has  been  in  close  negotiations 
with  the  Select  Board,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee,  and 
all  other  Town  Departments  and  Commissions  in  the  preparation 
of  this  budget.  As  presented,  the  budget  is  the  result  of 
meetings  and  hearings  that  began  in  December  of  last  year. 

The  final  figure  will  insure  that  the  Town  continues  to  meet 
its  current  level  of  service  to  its  residents. 

Article  Four:  Support  the  use  of  Regional  School  funds  for 

design  costs  related  to  an  expansion  and  renovation  of  the 
Regional  High  School.  We  recommend . 

While  this  is  an  advisory  vote,  the  Finance  Committee  is 
in  support  of  the  use  of  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund 
monies  for  this  purpose.  Hiring  an  architect  for  these 
purposes  is  well  within  the  scope  of  this  fund.  We  are  also 
aware  that  there  are  space  needs  at  the  regional  level  that 
need  to  be  addressed.  Using  this  reserve  fund  before  any 
building  costs  are  incurred  will  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
bonding  for  the  project. 
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Article  Five:  Vote  to  expend  $73,683  available  from 

Transportation  Bond  monies.  We  recommend . 

This  is  the  housekeeping  article  that  allows  us  to 
accept  this  money  from  the  state  and  spend  it  for  highway  and 
bridge  work. 

Article  Six:  Raise/appropriate  from  Free  Cash  $40,000  into 

Reserve  Account . We  recommend . 

This  the  Reserve  Account  that  the  Finance  Committee  uses 
to  pay  for  those  unanticipated  and  underbudgeted  items  that 
occur  throughout  the  year.  The  Reserve  Account  is  like  the 
town’s  checking  account.  It  provides  additional  money,  if 
needed,  when  we  must  pay  for  something  that  is  not  in  the 
budget . 

Article  Seven:  Raise  and  appropriate  $30,000  for  the 

Stabilization  Account.  We  recommend . 

This  money  is  needed  to  increase  the  money  available 
for  our  major  capital  purchases,  including  fire  trucks, 
police  cruisers,  and  for  major  projects.  The  town  needs  to 
increase  this  fund  regularly  if  we  expect  to  save  up  for 
these  major  items. 

Article  Eight:  Raise  and  appropriate  $9,000  for  repair  of 

the  Town  Garage.  We  recommend . 

The  town  garage  is  in  need  of  repair.  Examining  the 
building  showed  that  there  are  structural  problems.  The 
doors  on  the  garage  should  be  replaced  so  it  can  be  heated 
efficiently.  It  is  estimated  that  the  savings  in  yearly 
heating  costs  will  make  up  for  the  cost  of  the  doors  in  one 
year  . 

Article  Nine:  Raise  and  appropriate  $5,000  for  repair  of 

dump  truck.  We  recommend . 

The  dump  truck  is  a well  used  and  depended  upon  piece  of 
equipment.  This  repair  is  necessary  to  insure  that  the 
engine  will  function  properly  and  will  give  longer  life  to 
the  truck.  If  we  do  not  spend  the  money  now,  it  could  easily 
cost  the  Town  $10,000  later. 

Article  Ten:  Raise  and  Appropriate  $2,100  to  paint  Town 

Hall.  We  ck)  not  recommend . 

Like  everyone  else,  the  Finance  Committee  takes  pride  in 
the  appearance  of  the  Town’s  buildings.  Finances  being  what 
they  are,  however,  it  is  our  judgement  that  delaying  the 
painting  of  Town  Hall  will  not  hurt  out  public  image. 

Article  Eleven:  Raise  and  appropriate  $2,500  for  a ramp  at 

the  Bradford  M.  Field  Library.  We  recommend . 

This  is  one  of  many  steps  needed  to  make  Town  buildings 
universally  accessible.  New  federal  laws  require  that  public 
buildings  become  universally  accessible.  This  is  a small 
amount  to  make  the  library  available  to  all  the  patrons  of 
the  1 i brary . 
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Article  Twelve:  Raise  and  appropriate  $2,000  to  purchase  a 

computer  for  the  Bradford  M.  Field  Library.  We  do  not 
recommend . 


It  would  be  nice  to  upgrade  the  services  and  recording 
procedures  at  the  library.  The  Finance  Committee  thinks  that 
the  Town  has  more  pressing  financial  needs  than  to  purchase 
this  computer  at  present. 

Article  Thirteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  $1,500  for  the  Land 

Acquisition  Fund.  No  recommendat ion . 

Article  Fourteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  $46,390  to  supplement 
Elementary  School  budget  request.  We  do  not  recommend . 

The  Elementary  School  budget,  as  requested  in  the  FY  94 
Annual  Town  Budget  has  increased  by  $26,634  over  FY93.  This 
increase  is  proportional  to  the  Elementary  School’s 
percentage  of  the  total  budget  in  previous  years.  The 
Elementary  School  has  requested  an  additional  $46,390  over 
and  above  this  increase.  The  Finance  Committee  believes  that 
this  amount  should  not  be  budgeted  simply  because  it  is 
anticipated  from  the  state  in  revenues.  If  the  school 
receives  this  amount,  then  it  will  have  access  to  these 
funds.  If  it  is  not  received,  then  we  think  the  Elementary 
School  should  stay  within  the  guidelines  that  other  town 
departments  and  committees  have.  We  suggest  that  this  amount 
will  not  be  all  that  detrimental  to  the  operation  of  the 
school  as  a whole.  One  item  that  both  the  Select  Board  and 
the  Finance  Committee  suggested  that  the  School  Committee 
remove  from  its  budget  request  was  item  2300-10  "Collective 
Bargaining  Contingency."  The  Finance  Committee  noted  that 
this  amount,  almost  42,000  of  the  requested  46,390,  should 
not  be  budgeted  since  a collective  bargaining  agreement  has 
not  been  reached.  If  such  a sum  were  available,  its  presence 
in  the  budget  could  possibly  work  to  the  disadvantage  of  any 
bargaining  discussions.  Finally,  if  this  article  passes,  it 
will  add  forty-three  cents  to  our  tax  rate. 

Article  Fifteen:  Borrow  $182,044  for  purchase  and 

installation  of  elevator,  chair  lift,  and  additional 
handicapped  accessibility  construction.  We  do  not  recommend . 

This  article  required  much  discussion  and  debate.  The 
result  of  these  discussions  is  that  the  Finance  Committee 
thinks  a delay  of  this  construction  would  ease  the  burden  of 
the  Leverett’s  overtaxed  households.  We  are  not  against 
making  the  school  universally  accessible,  nor  are  we 
insensitive  to  the  needs  of  children.  Our  concern  is  the 
total  impact  today’s  decisions  have  on  the  tax  rate.  There 
is  no  immediate  need  for  this  construction,  since  class 
assignments  can  be  made  to  accommodate  all  children  in  the 
school  for  next  year.  These  circumstances  apparently  will 
change  in  the  1994-1995  school  year.  At  that  stage,  we 
recommend  bringing  this  article  before  the  FY94  Town  Meeting. 
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Article  Sixteen:  Appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available 

funds,  $1,000  for  purchase  of  land  for  the  solid  waste 
transfer  station.  We  recommend . 

This  land  is  necessary  to  put  the  new  solid  waste  plan 
into  effect.  Since  the  transfer  station  cannot  be  located 
over  the  current  landfill,  the  purchase  of  the  adjacent  land 
will  make  the  transition  an  easy  and  inexpensive  one. 

Article  Seventeen:  Borrow  $38,000  to  design,  construct  and 

equip  a Transfer  Station  for  solid  waste  disposal.  We 
recommend . 

The  current  landfill  must  be  closed  by  October  1993. 

This  is  the  cost  for  the  initial  setting  up  of  the  Transfer 
Station  as  an  alternative.  After  this  initial  cost,  the 
Transfer  Station  should  be  self-sufficient  in  subsequent 
years . 

Article  Twenty-One:  Establish  a revolving  fund  to  compensate 

a custodian  at  the  Leverett  Elementary  School.  We  recommend . 

There  is  much  need  for  a night  custodian  at  the  school 
because  of  the  amount  of  use  the  school  gets  after  hours. 

This  fund  will  allow  the  Town  to  charge  fees  to  those  groups 
using  the  school  and  to  use  these  fees  to  compensate  a 
custodian  without  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

Article  Twenty-Two:  To  instruct  representatives  to  support 

an  amendment  to  the  FY94  state  budget  to  guarantee  that 
cities  and  towns  receive  the  full  $47  million  in  lottery 
revenues.  We  recommend . 

This  article  asks  the  town  to  write  our  representatives 
and  let  them  know  we  are  out  here  watching  what  they  are 
doing.  It  will  state  that,  if  we  in  the  municipalities  give 
the  state  money,  we  want  to  get  some  of  it  back.

BUDGET  GUIDELINES 

The  Regional  Committee  developed  the  following  budget  guidelines: 

1 . Preserve  present  programs  and  services 

2.  Provide  additional  staff  to  meet  demands  of  growth  in  student  population. 

3.  Continue  emphasis  on  curriculum  development  and  in-service  training. 

4.  Seek  additional  budget  savings  wherever  possible. 

5.  Include  funds  for  anticipated  or  actual  contract  settlements. 

BUDGET  PRIORITIES 

The  Regional  School  District  Budget  was  developed  with  the  following  priorities  in 

mind. 

1 . The  committee  believes  that  promoting  high  quality  instruction  is  their  most  important 
priority.  Despite  severely  limited  resources,  the  Committee  has  tried  to  maintain  a positive 
environment  in  the  schools  and  to  encourage  teachers  toward  excellence  in  their  work  with 
students. 

2.  The  FY94  budget  continues  support  for  maintenance  projects,  although  we  continue  to 

defer  many  non-critical  projects.  Next  year  we  will  face  replacement  of  the  Junior  High  roof. 

We  have  learned  that  renovations  of  the  High  School  can  be  rolled  into  a project  to  expand  the 
High  School  building  and  be  eligible  for  SBAB  reimbursement  from  the  State. 

3.  The  Committee  requested  that  HIV/AIDS  education  be  expanded. 

4.  Our  strong  commitment  to  the  goals  of  Becoming  a Multicultural  School  System  is 

maintained  through  ongoing  staff  development. 


PROJECTED  ENROLLMENTS  AND  SPACE  NEEDS 


The  Regional  Building  Needs  Committee  has  evaluated  the  long-range  space  needs  of  the 
secondary  schools.  Based  on  a report  from  that  committee  and  a feasibility  study  for  additions, 
the  Committee  voted  to  move  Grade  9 to  the  High  School  as  soon  as  an  addition  can  be 
constructed.  This  will  avoid  a Junior  High  addition,  unite  the  High  School  Program  and  reduce 
lost  academic  time  spent  in  travel  between  buildings. 


WHAT  IS  IN  THE  BUDGET 

The  Regional  School  Committee  has  approved  a budget  of  $12,1 16.839.  The  budget  has 
been  kept  down  to  just  3.09%  higher  than  the  FY93  budget  even  though  enrollment  are  projected 
to  increase  by  5%. 

The  Committee  reduced  the  Superintendents  budget  proposal  by  eliminating  the  Dental 
Hygiene  program  and  reducing  other  programs.  To  provide  greater  revenue,  the  Committee 
increased  the  fees  for  athletics  by  $20.00  per  sport  and  increased  the  price  of  school  lunch  to 
$1.75.  The  FY94  assessment  is  proposed  at  $ 579,762,  which  is  a 6.02  increase  over  FY93. 

The  regional  assessment  to  the  Town  of  Leverett  depends  on  several  factors.  The  most 
important  is  Leverett's  percentage  of  total  enrollment.  For  FY94,  the  percentage  will  be  7.79%. 


SALARY  INCREASES 

The  committee  has  come  to  agreement  with  two  bargaining  units  and  remains  in 
negotiation  with  several  others.  The  Custodian  Unit  accepted  a 0%  in  FY92,  a stipend  of  $400 
in  FY93,  2%  in  FY94  and  4%  in  FY95.  The  Teachers'  unit  accepted  a 0%  in  FY93,  2%  in  FY94 
and  4%  in  FY95.  The  contract  settlements  are  comparable  or  lower  than  settlements  with 
Teachers  in  nearby  communities  and  across  the  State.

REGIONAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE 

The  Regional  School  Building  Needs  Committee  (RSDNC)  has  been  reviewing  enrollment 
projections  and  space  needs  for  the  regional  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  Schools  since 
October,  1990.  The  committee  has  issued  a number  of  interim  reports  which  have  been  publicly 
discussed  during  this  period.  The  purpose  of  the  warrant  article  before  you  is  twofold: 

1.  To  inform  town  meetings  of  the  regional  towns  of  both  the  space  issues  at  the  regional 
level  and  the  severity  of  the  maintenance  work  needed  at  the  High  School,  and 

2.  To  seek  support  for  taking  the  appropriate  next  steps  to  address  these  needs  - the 
development  of  preliminary  site  documents  to  address  space  and  maintenance  issues. 


Related  Questions 

To  assist  your  consideration  of  this  request,  the  RSBNC  has  set  forth  some  related  questions 
and  answers  regarding  this  warrant. 

What  is  the  present  capacity  of  the  Regional  Schools? 

When  the  Junior  High  was  opened  in  1969  it  had  a projected  capacity  of  1100  students.  When 
the  high  school  opened  in  1956,  and  a subsequent  addition  added  in  1964  it  had  a combined 
projected  capacity  of  1100  students.  However,  since  the  opening  of  these  schools,  new 
programs  mandated  by  State  and  Federal  legislation  has  limited  the  schools’  ability  to 
operate  at  their  projected  capacity.  As  a result,  the  reduced  projected  capacity  of  each 
school  is  925  students  at  the  Junior  High  and  820  students  at  the  High  School. 

How  many  students  are  now  in  the  regional  schools  and  when  will  space  become  a problem? 

There  are  presently  804  students  in  the  Junior  High  and  742  students  in  the  high  school. 
Enrollment  projections  based  on  only  students  currently  enrolled  K-12  in  the  Regional  School 
District  are  as  follows:

These  projections  indicate  that  space  in  the  Junior  High  will  become  a problem  in  FY  95  and 
in  the  Senior  High  beginning  in  FY  97.  If  the  combined  capacity  for  both  schools  is 
considered  (1720  student  capacity  Grades  7-12)  than  space  will  become  a problem  in  FY  96 
for  both  buildings. 


What  is  the  proposed  solution  for  this  problem? 

After  considering  several  alternatives,  the  Regional  School  Committee  has  voted  to  move  the 
9th  grade  into  the  Senior  High  School  as  soon  as  new  space  becomes  available  there.  This 
olan  addresses  educational  and  space  concerns  as  well  as  serious  maintenance  needs  at  the 
High  School.  Finally,  this  plan  would  require  new  space  only  at  the  High  School. 

How  does  this  plan  address  the  serious  maintenance  needs  at  the  High  School? 

Consultation  with  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Education  has 
assured  us  it  is  permissible  to  combine  a school  expansion/  renovation  project  into  a plan 
which  would  mc:ude  maintenance  needs  and  still  be  eligible  for  S3AE  reimbursement  once 
approved.  Present  S3AB  formulas  would  provide  about  66%  reimbursement  for  both  principal  and 
i nterest . 


What  are  some  of  the  major  maintenance  needs  at  the  High  School? 

There  is  a critical  need  to  upgrade  the  heating/venti 1 at  ion  systems,  replace  the  underground 
fuel  storage  tanks,  upgrade  the  electrical  systems,  expand  the  cafeteria,  and  make  some  roof 
repairs.  For  instructional  purposes  it  is  essential  to  renovate  science  labs,  provide 
appropriate  computer  facilities,  expand  the  library,  add  classrooms,  expand  gymnasium 
facilities  and  equalize  the  training  facilities  for  boys  and  girls  athletics. 


What  happens  to  the  space  at  the  Junior  High  School? 

It  is  not  likely  the  9th  grade  will  move  to  the  high  scnocl  before  rY97  or  FY98.  Studei 
enrollment  projections  for  only  grades  7 and  8 at  the  Jr.  High  anticipate  734  students  by 
FY2000 . 


Where  will  the  money  for  preliminary  plans  be  found? 

The  amount  of  funds  needed  at  this  stage  is  $75  - 100,000.  These  funds  would  come  from  the 
"Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund"  held  by  the  Regional  School  Committee  and  would,  therefore, 
require  no  new  tax  money  in  FY  94. 

Do  Town  Meetings  have  input  in  approving  future  stages  of  this  project? 

Yes.  All  four  town  meetings  would  have  the  opportunity  to  approve  funds  for  the  development 
of  formal  construction  documents  and,  subsequently,  the  bonding  for  construction.  The  S3AB 
will  not  give  its  final  approval  without  this  latter  vote.  Town  meetings,  therefore,  usually 
vote  their  approval  contingent  upon  SBAB  approval  and  an  agreed  upon  rate  of  reimbursement . 

Who  would  be  responsible  for  overseeing  the  development  of  final  plans  and  construction 
documents? 

The  Regional  School  Committee  has  the  responsibility  for  formally  appointing  a Regional 
School  Building  Committee  with  representation  from  all  four  towns  to  oversee  this  project. 


When  will  town  meetings  be  asked  to  make  these  next  two  decisions  for  funding? 


The  earliest  that  town  meetings  would  be  asked  to  consider  funding  formal  construction 
documents  would  be  in  the  fall  of  1993,  and  bonding  approval  in  the  spring  of  1994 — assuming 
it  was  decided  to  meet  the  SBAB  once  a year  submission  deadline  of  June  1,  1994.  Otherwise, 
it  would  be  the  spring  town  meetings  in  1994  for  funding  formal  construction  documents,  and 
either  fall/1994  or  spring/1995  town  meetings  for  bonding  approval. 


Does  the  Regional  School  Committee  need  the  approval  of  the  four  town  meetings  to  take  this 
next  step  for  preliminary  plans? 

No.  The  Regional  agreement  gives  the  authority  to  use  "excess  and  deficiency  funds"  to  the 
Regional  School  Committee  following  consultation  with  the  finance  committees  of  the  four 
member  towns.  However,  this  is  a significant  step  for  the  Regional  School  Committee  to 
take — both  financially  and  in  its  planning — and  it  wishes  to  use  this  opportunity  to  inform 
all  town  meetings  of  the  seriousness  of  the  needs,  to  present  the  current  status  of  the 
plans,  and  to  seek  your  support  in  moving  forward  at  this  time.

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PROPOSAL  TO  ESTABLISH  A 
TRASH  TRANSFER  STATION 
IN  LEVERETT 

Prepared  by  the  Landfill  Alternatives  Committee 

After  considering  several  alternatives,  including  curbside  pickup,  this 
committee  is  recommending  that  the  Town  establish  a trash  transfer  station 
next  to  our  present  landfill.  The  transfer  station  needs  to  be  ready  to  receive 
trash  on  October  1,  1993,  five  months  from  now. 

Reasons  for  recommending  the  transfer  station  over  other  alternatives 
include: 

1.  Lower  total  cost  of  trash  disposal 

2.  The  best  arrangement  for  maximizing  the  amount  of 

recycling  at  minimum  cost 

3.  Provides  a site  for  periodically  receiving  special  waste  such 

as  old  tires,  white  goods  (old  appliances)  and  hazardous 

waste 

4.  Provides  for  greater  involvement  and  control  by  the  town  of 

our  waste  disposal  process  and  its  costs 

5.  Avoids  unsightly  curbside  trash  containers,  sometimes  with 

trash  scattered  by  animals 

An  overwhelming  majority  of  those  responding  to  our  newsletter 
questionnaire  in  February  preferred  the  transfer  station. 

Operation  of  the  Transfer  Station 

Individual  households  will  bring  their  trash  to  the  transfer  station  in 
much  the  same  way  they  now  bring  it  to  the  landfill.  At  the  transfer  station, 
the  trash  will  be  deposited  in  a large  roll-off  container  attached  to  a compactor 
to  maximize  the  amount  of  trash  we  can  get  into  the  container. 

After  it  is  full,  the  container  will  be  hauled  away  to  a public  or  private 
landfill.  The  exact  location  of  this  landfill  will  depend  on  who  wins  the 
contract  to  haul  and  receive  our  trash  and  on  the  progress  of  the  Eastern 
Hampshire  Regional  Refuse  District  toward  providing  landfill  space  for 
Leverett. 

Recycling  will  continue  at  the  transfer  station  with  little  change  from 
its  present  operation. 

Periodic  and  pre-announced  opportunity  to  dispose  of  non-compac table 
refuse  such  as  furniture  and  other  large  items,  tires,  white  goods,  and 
hazardous  waste  will  be  available  at  the  transfer  station. 

Households  wishing  to  contract  privately  with  a trash  hauler  will  be 
free  to  do  so  as  at  present.  Their  recycling  will  need  to  be  done  at  the  transfer 
station  unless  they  make  other  arrangements  with  their  hauler. 


( Over) 


Paying  the  Cost  of  Solid  Waste  Disposal 

The  committee  is  recommending  that  we  change  to  a primarily  volume 
based  fee  structure  as  follows: 

1.  Every  household  using  the  transfer  station  and/or  the 

recycling  facilities  will  be  asked  to  buy  an  identification 
sticker  for  $20.00.  This  will  cover  recycling  and  general 
administrative  costs. 

2.  Each  household  will  buy  coupons  and  give  up  one  coupon  for 

each  30  gallon  plastic  bag  of  trash  or  equivalent  (four 
cubic  feet).  Each  coupon  will  cost  $1.50.  Coupons  will  be 
divisible  in  half  and  perhaps  in  quarters  to  accomodate  those 
with  smaller  volumes.  The  method  of  selling  the  coupons  has  not 
yet  been  finalized. 

3.  Coupons  will  also  be  used  for  disposal  of  non-compactables  such  as 

furniture 

4.  Extra  charges  will  be  paid  to  dispose  of  tires  and  white  goods, 

as  is  currently  the  practice. 


The  Budgets  (details  in  the  Town  Budget  presented  to  Town  Meeting) 

1.  We  estimate  that  it  will  cost  $38,000  to  establish  the 

transfer  station,  including  design,  equipment  purchase  and 
installation  and  all  state  approvals.  Site  approval  has  already 
been  received  from  the  State  and  from  the  Leverett  Board  of 
Health. 

2.  FY  94  Budget  (3  months  landfill  , 9 months  transfer  station) 

a.  Estimated  total  operation  income  $53,100 

b.  Estimated  total  operation  costs  $54,853 

The  operation  costs  in  this  budget  divided  by  680  house- 
holds in  town  comes  to  $80.66  per  household. 

3.  Using  the  same  budget  figures  to  calculate  the  income  and 

costs  of  operating  the  transfer  station  for  a full  year 
(for  example,  FY  95) 

a.  Estimated  total  operating  income  $67,450 

b.  Estimated  total  operating  costs  $53,900 

c.  Estimated  yearly  debt  service  on  the 

$38,000  cost  of  establishing  the 

transfer  station  (4%interest  over 

four  years)  $11,020 

The  excess  of  income  over  costs  in  this  full  year  budget  could  be  used  to 
help  pay  off  the  transfer  station  construction  bonds  and  the  cost  of  closing 
the  old  landfill,  including  the  State-mandated  30  years  of  monitoring  it. 


LEVERETT 


REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


The  Regional  School  District  Planning  Committee  began 
meeting  on  August  19,  1992.  It  reviewed  the  rules  and 
regulations  concerning  regionalization  as  well  as  the  educational 
issues  implied. 

Beginning  on  October  27,  1992,  the  Committee  began  meeting 
regularly  with  the  Shutesbury  Regional  School  District  Planning 
Committee;  and  beginning  on  January  11,  1993,  members  of  the 
Committee  began  meeting  with  the  Amherst-Pelham  Regional  School 
District  Planning  Board. 

The  major  accomplishments  of  the  Committee  to  date  were 
as  follows: 

-Hosting  a symposium  for  people  from  all  of  the  communities 
touched  by  school  districts  of  which  Leverett  is  a member, 
to  consider  the  issue  of  regionalization.  The  principal 
speaker  was  David  Monk  from  Cornell  University.  Other 
speakers  were  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  National  Elementary  School  Principals'  Association. 

-Forming  a clear  conception,  which  was  conveyed  to  the 
Amherst-Pelham  Regional  School  District  Planning  Board, 
that  should  a K-12  region  be  formed,  that  it  be  formed 
in  a way  which  ensured  that  service  in  the  Leverett 
Elementary  School  be  comparable  to  the  services  in  Amherst 
and  in  a way  that  would  not  jeopardize  the  continuation 
of  those  services. 

-Beginning  to  form  a much  better  understanding  of  the 
financial  implications  of  regionalization.  A complex 
report,  which  will  be  updated  at  the  Union  #28  meeting 
of  June  24,  was  reviewed  at  a March  30  meeting  of  the 
Union  #28  School  Committee  and  the  Regional  School 
District  Study  Committees  of  the  towns  with  Union  #28. 

-The  Committee  has  developed  an  understanding  that,  should 
education  reform  not  provide  the  additional  state  funds 
necessary  to  continue  operating  schools  successfully,  the 
financial  incentives  the  state  provides  for  K-12 
regionalization  will  make  a decision  for  regionalization 
compelling . 

We  hope  to  have  a more  complete  report  for  next  year's 
Town  Meeting.  In  order  to  help  us  with  our  work,  we  would 
welcome  your  submitting  comments  for  us  to  consider  or  questions 
for^s  to  address.  There  is  a box  at  the  front  of  the  hall  for 
regionalization  questions  or  comments.

Regionalization  Study  Committee 
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CAPITAL  PLANNING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Capital  Planning  Committee  reviews  requests  for  capital  expenditures  (those 
costing  more  than  $5,000  and  having  a useful  life  of  more  than  5 years)  made  by  Town 
departments  and  makes  recommendations  based  on  the  Town’s  financial  condition  and 
the  nature  of  the  requested  item.  The  major  purpose  of  the  committee  is  to  stabilize  the 
effect  of  capital  item  purchases  on  the  tax  rate. 

This  year  the  committee  worked  to  develop  a plan  for  the  regular  replacement  of 
the  equipment  used  by  the  Fire,  Police  and  Highway  departments.  Previously  the 
equipment  has  been  replaced  when  it  had  deteriorated  so  badly  that  it  was  unreliable 
and  expensive  to  continue  to  maintain.  When  replacement  equipment  was  purchased,  the 
money  was  borrowed,  resulting  in  substantial  additional  costs  in  interest.  (The  total 
interest  for  the  fire  truck  was  $7800  and  for  the  dump  truck  was  $9135).  As  shown  in  the 
following  table,  it  will  cost  about  $30,000  per  year  (in  1993  dollars)  to  fully  fund  this 
replacement  schedule,  by  putting  that  amount  into  the  stabilization  fund  each  year.  The 
amount  must  be  adjusted  from  time  to  time  for  inflation. 

Schedule  of  capital  equipment  to  be  replaced  after  a given  life,  showing  the  item, 
its  estimated  life,  the  year  to  be  replaced  and  its  cost  when  it  was  previously  purchased. 
The  year  noted  is  the  year  of  the  town  meeting  at  which  the  item  would  be  voted.

The  Elementary  school  requires  work  to  provide  for  full  handicapped  accessibility. 
Originally  it  was  hoped  that  this  could  be  in  the  form  of  a single  three  stop  elevator.  After 
work  by  the  architect,  it  was  determined  that  it  will  require  both  a two  stop  elevator  and  a 
chair  lift,  totalling  about  $175,000.  Additionally,  there  are  changes  required  to  the  toilets 
on  both  the  first  and  second  floors  of  the  original  building.  Bids  are  supposed  to  have 
been  received  in  time  for  Town  Meeting  so  that  exact  costs  can  be  known.  Capital 
Planning  voted  unanimously  to  support  this  work,  to  the  extent  that  the  Town  is  required 
by  State  and  Federal  law  to  provide  this  accessibility. 

At  the  end  of  Sep,  1993  we  will  have  to  cease  using  the  current  landfill.  The 
landfill  alternatives  committee  has  worked  out  cost  estimates  for  a transfer  station.  This 
will  cost  about  $37,000  to  set  up. 

The  Fire  Department  had  requested  about  $65,000  for  a minipumper  to  replace 
the  brush  truck  and  the  oldest  fire  engine.  Bids  were  received  all  considerably  above  this 
amount,  and  so  were  rejected.  The  Fire  Department  has  not  yet  come  back  with  a revised 
proposal  and  so  Capital  Planning  has  taken  no  position  on  this  request. 

The  Library  proposed  spending  $7,000  on  a computer  and  software  for  library 
circulation,  of  which  $2,000  was  requested  from  Town  appropriation.  Capital  Planning 
voted  not  to  support  this  request.

I am  writing  in  response  to  the  letter  from  D’Ann  Kelly  of  September  23rd. 

I regret  that  I was  unable  to  be  with  you  on  September  14th  because  of  a death  in  my  family. 

I understand  that  there  was  a fair  amount  of  confusion  about  the  School  Committee’s  request. 

I further  regret  that  I cannot  be  at  the  meeting  on  September  28th.  That  is  the  conclusion  of  Rosh 
Hashana  and  I cannot  be  there. 

Nor  can  I give  you  a completely  revised  budget . However , I will  attempt  to  give  you  an  explanation  that  is 
relatively  clear  and  simple. 

Personnel  Spending  and  Early  Childhood  SPED  Tuition 

The  Committee  hired  new  staff  at  salaries  different  from  those  budgeted,  replaced  the  anticipated  new 
part-time  Kindergarten  teacher  with  an  aide,  and  shifted  other  aide  responsibilities.  Two  tables  are 
included  here  to  chart  these  changes. 

The  net  effect  of  these  changes  is  to  save,  within  the  budget,  $6904.

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I understand  that  some  people  have  expressed  concern  about  spending  funds  from  the  $100  per  pupil 
grant  for  purposes  that  might  have  been  covered  in  the  budget  because  that  may  have  been  prohibited  or 
in  a way  that  reflects  an  assumption  that  this  money  will  continue  to  be  available.  With  regard  to  the  first 
concern,  I enclose  a copy  of  my  notes  from  a conversation  with  a Department  of  Education  financial  official, 
Ron  Honesty.  With  regard  to  the  second  concern,  Senator  Rosenberg,  at  the  most  recent  meeting  of  the 
Connecticut  Valley  Superintendents,  advised  that  the  money  should  be  treated  as  a new,  increased  level 
of  local  school  aide.

At  approximately  2:20  pm,  I had  a conversation  with  Ron  Honesty  about  the 
grants  to  each  school  system  based  on  $100  per  pupil. 

I asked  him  about  the  issue  of  supplanting.  In  particular,  I asked  him  about 
two  issues.  One  issue  is  like  that  of  Shutesbury  where  we  are  faced  with 
restoring  services  lost  as  a consequence  of  a level  funded  budget.  Does 
restoring  those  services,  I asked,  supplant  funding  from  FY  92?  He  indicated 
that  the  Department  of  Education  would  be  looking  at  total  funding,  not  the 
specific  spendings  of  last  year. 

The  second  issue  was  that  of  salary  increases.  I indicated  that  school 
committees  are  in  the  process  of  conducting  collective  bargaining  and  that 
the  MTA  would  have  an  interest  in  these  funds  being  available  for  salary 
increases.  He  indicated  that  it  is  impossible  to  budget  for  salary  increases 
with  this  money;  but  that,  in  the  same  fashion  as  was  described  above,  if 
specific  positions  or  services  or  programs  were  budgeted  for  with  this  money 
and  it  left  resources  available  for  salary  increases;  the  Department  of  Education 
would  be  examining  total  spent  in  FY  92  against  the  total  spent  in  FY  93.

1.  The  meeting  convened  in  public  session  at  11:00  pm. 

2.  The  Committee  voted  to  approve  the  minutes  of  June  2. 

3.  The  Superintendent  reported  that  if  the  House  and  Senate  proposals  were 
approved  and  the  Governor  signed  the  budget  in  that  form,  the  Leverett  School 
Committee  would  receive  approximately  an  additional  $20,000  for  FY  93. 

4.  The  Principal  reported  on  prospective  enrollment. 

5.  The  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  or  his 
designee  to  seek  additional  funds  from  the  Town  should  those  additional 
funds  be  necessary  for  special  education  purposes. 

6.  The  Committee  voted  to  table  the  library  policy  proposal. 

7.  The  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  appoint  Ellen  Gow  at  step  7 of  the 
salary  schedule. 

8.  The  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  rank  the  architects  for  the  handicapped 
access  project  as  follows: 

1.  Architects,  Inc. 

2.  Margo  Jones 

3.  Wilson  Rains 

4.  Kitchel  and  Austin 

and  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  or  his  designee  to  negotiate  a fee  with 
the  highest  choice  and,  if  that  negotiation  fails,  to  continue  negotiating 
through  the  list  until  a satisfactory  fee  can  be  achieved. 

9.  The  Committee  agreed  to  schedule  the  meetings  for  October,  November,  and 
December  on  the  first  Monday  rather  than  the  first  Tuesday  of  those  months: 
October  5,  November  2,  December  7. 

10.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  12:30  pm.

TO  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  AND  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  OFFICIALS: 

This  letter  is  to  inform  you  of  revisions  to  the  FY93  Cherry  Sheets,  which  were 
issued  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  on  June  1,  1992  and  reflected  the  Governor's  FY93 
budget  as  presented  in  House  1 and  the  Local  Aid  Resolution  approved  by  the 
Legislature.  The  following  revisions  to  estimated  receipts  (Forms  C.S.  1-ER  and  C.S. 
2-ER)  and  estimated  charges  (Form  C.S.  1-EC)  reflect  final  enactment  of  the  FY93 
budget,  as  signed  by  the  Governor  on  July  20,  1992,  and  subsequently  acted  on  by  the 
Legislature.  Please  note  that  the  revisions  include  the  following: 

• New  Per  Pupil  Education  Aid  of  $84.8  million 

• An  increase  in  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Aid  of  $100  million  for  a total  of 
$205.4  million 

• An  increase  in  the  Lottery  distribution  of  $23  million  for  a total  of 
$329  million. 

Enclosed  please  find  "Description  of  FY93  Cherry  Sheet  Revisions"  which  provides 
a program  by  program  description  of  these  changes.  The  revisions  to  your  community's 
or  regional  school  district's  estimated  receipts  and  charges  are  provided  on  the 
enclosed  form  "FY93  Cherry  Sheet  Revision  - August  1992."

DESCRIPTION  OF  FY93  CHERRY  SHEET  REVISIONS 
FY93  CHERRY  SHEET  REVISIONS:  ESTIMATED  RECEIPTS 


1.  New  Programs 

Per  Pupil  Education  Aid  (New  Line  B3A,  Forms  C.S.  1-ER  & C.S.  2-ER) 


The  final  budget  appropriates  $84,836,800  to  be  distributed  to  cities,  towns,  and 
regional  school  districts  according  to  the  number  of  students  as  of  October  1,  1991. 
Each  qualifying  city,  town,  and  regional  school  district  will  receive  $100  per 
student . 

The  funds  provided  shall  be  expended  exclusively  for  educational  purposes. 

Cities,  towns,  and  regional  school  districts  will  not  qualify  for  these  grants  unless 
they: 


(1)  expend  for  educational  purposes  in  FY93  at  least  the  same  amount  as  in  FY92 
and  do  not  use  their  grant  to  supplant  amounts  previously  expended  in  FY92  or  budgeted 
for  FY93  for  educational  purposes; 


or 


(2)  maintain  at  least  the  same  proportion  of  expenditures  for  educational 
purposes  to  expenditures  for  all  purposes  in  FY93  as  in  FY92,  if  they  expend  for  all 
purposes  in  FY93  less  than  they  expended  for  all  purposes  in  FY92. 


The  Department  of  Education  in  consultation  with  the  Division  of  Local  Services 
may  waive  one  or  more  of  the  above  restrictions  for  any  city,  town,  or  regional  school 
district  for  which  such  restriction  would  cause  fiscal  hardship. 

Each  city,  town,  and  regional  school  district  shall  file  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  and  the  Secretary  of  Administration  and  Finance  a spending  plan  detailing 
purposes  for  which  it  plans  to  expend  the  grants  provided,  including  but  not  limited 
to  new  initiatives,  class  size  reductions,  management  changes,  or  any  other 
improvements  in  the  educational  program. 


Please  note  that  Per  Pupil  Education  Aid  is  designated  as  an  Education  Offset  on 
the  enclosed  Cherry  Sheet  revisions  and  must  be  used  for  the  purposes  specified  by 
this  program.  Payments  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  each  city,  town,  and 
regional  school  district  to  be  held  as  a separate  account  and- expended  by  the  school 
committee  without  appropriation. 


The  Department  of  Education  will  issue  guidelines  governing  the  requirements  of 
this  program. 


(2) 


State  Owned  Land  (New  Line  Cll,  Form  C.S.  1-ER) 

The  final  budget  appropriates  $6.5  million  for  reimbursements  in  lieu  of  taxes  on 
state  owned  land.  These  funds  are  allocated  based  on  the  value  of  certain  types  of 
state  owned  land  located  in  municipalities.  The  funds  will  be  distributed  to  eligible 
communities  on  a prorated  basis. 


2.  Revised  Programs 

Equal  Education  Opportunity  (Line  B3,  Forms  C.S.  1-ER  & C.S.  2-ER) 

The  Cherry  Sheets  issued  in  June  reflected  an  appropriation  of  $105,522,604  for 
Equal  Education  Opportunity  grants.  The  final  budget  increases  this  appropriation  by 
$100  million  for  a revised  total  statewide  Equal  Education  Opportunity  appropriation 
of  $205,522,604. 

Grant  amounts  shall  be  distributed  based  upon  direct  service  expenditures  in 
FY91.  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Maintenance  of  Effort  requirements  will  apply  to 
the  additional  funds  to  be  distributed.  Revised  estimates  for  qualifying  cities, 
towns,  and  regional  school  districts  reflect  the  increase  in  this  program's 
appropriation. 

Grants  must  be  accepted  by  cities,  towns,  and  regional  school  districts.  Cities 
and  towns  accept  these  grants  by  a vote  of  the  school  committee  and  the  local 
appropriating  authority.  Regional  school  districts  accept  these  grants  by  a vote  of 
two  thirds  of  their  member  communities.  Please  note  that  Equal  Education  Opportunity 
Aid  is  designated  as  an  Education  Offset  on  the  enclosed  Cherry  Sheet  revisions  and 
must  be  used  for  the  purposes  specified  by  this  program.  Payments  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  of  each  city,  town,  and  regional  school  district  to  be  held  as  a 
separate  account  and  expended  by  the  school  committee  without  appropriation. 

The  Department  of  Education  will  issue  guidelines  governing  the  requirements  of 
this  program. 

Regional  Public  Libraries  (Line  C2,  Form  C.S.  1-ER) 

The  Cherry  Sheets  issued  in  June  reflected  an  allocation  of  Regional  Public 
Library  funds  that  relied  on  the  the  1988  Census,  as  required  by  House  1,  the 
Governor's  proposed  FY93  budget.  The  final  budget  stipulates  that  the  1990 
Census  be  used  in  determining  this  allocation.  Revised  estimates  for 
participating  communities  reflect  this  adjustment. 

Highway  Fund  (Line  C6,  Form  C.S.  1-ER) 

The  Cherry  Sheets  issued  in  June  reflected  estimates  of  $42,689,000  in  the 
Highway  Fund.  The  final  budget  increases  this  appropriation  by  $386,655  for  a 
total  statewide  Highway  Fund  distribution  of  $43,075,655.  The  additional  funds 
will  be  distributed  to  qualifying  communities  on  a prorated  basis. 

Lottery  (Line  C7,  Form  C.S.  1-ER) 

The  Cherry  Sheets  issued  in  June  reflected  an  estimated  statewide 
distribution  of  $306  million  in  Lottery  receipts.  The  final  budget  increases 
this  amount  by  $23  million  for  a new  estimated  statewide  distribution  of  $329 
million.  The  additional  funds  will  be  distributed  to  all  communities  on  a 
prorated  basis.

FY93  CHERRY  SHEET  REVISIONS:  ESTIMATED  CHARGES 


1.  Revised  Programs 

County  Assessment,  County  Tax  (Line  A,  Form  C.S.  1-EC) 


The  Cherry  Sheets  issued  in  June  reflected  county  tax  assessments  to 
communities  that  allowed  each  county  to  increase  its  county  tax  to  make  up  the 
difference  between  the  $80.5  million  County  Jail  Grants  appropriation  and  what 
each  county  would  have  received  if  there  had  been  an  annual  2*$%  increase  in  this 
appropriation  since  FY90. 

The  final  budget  requires  that  each  community's  share  of  the  county  tax 
assessment  be  based  upon  a 2^%  increase  from  the  FY92  actual  county  tax 
assessment.  The  revised  Cherry  Sheets  reflect  a $1.7  million  reduction  statewide 
in  county  tax  assessments  to  communities. 

Mosquito  Control  Projects  (Line  B5,  Form  C.S.  1-EC) 

The  Cherry  Sheets  issued  in  June  reflected  Mosquito  Control  district 
assessments  based  on  the  House  budget.  The  final  budget  reflects  minor  changes 
from  these  amounts  due  to  increases  in  group  insurance  and  workmen's  compensation 
costs,  as  well  as  changes  in  district  membership.  The  revised  assessments 
reflect  allocation  of  these  changes.

71:14.  Regional  school  district  planning  committee;  creation;  membership. 

Section  14.  Any  town,  by  vote  in  town  meeting  duly  called  there- 
for, may  create  a special  unpaid  committee  to  be  known  as  a regional 
school  district  planning  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members, 
including  one  member  of  the  school  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
moderator;  and  may  the  same  meeting  or  at  a subsequent  meeting 
appropriate  for  the  expense  of  said  committee  such  sum  or  sums,  not 
exceeding  one  tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  such 
town  in  the  preceding  year,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.

ZONING  BY-LAWS  BY  MAKING  THE  FOLLOWING  CHANGES  REGARDING  A NEW 
RATTLESNAKE  GUTTER  OVERLAY  DISTRICT: 

Item  1.  By  adding  a new  Section  4700  creating  the  Rattlesnake 
Gutter  Overlay  District  as  follows: 

4700 Rattlesnake  Gutter..  Overlay. .District . 

4710.  Purpose.  It  is  the  intent  of  this  Section  4700  to 
protect  the  natural,  geological  and  historic  character  of 
the  Rattlesanke  Gutter  Overlay  District,  while  providing  for 
reasonable  use  of  private  land. 

4720.  Establishment  of  District.  The  Rattlesnake  Gutter 
Overlay  District  is  herein  established  as  an  overlay 
district.  The  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District  includes 
all  land  set  back  one  thousand  feet  on  both  the  north  and 
south  sides  of  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road,  as  measured  from  the 
centerline  of  the  travelled  portion  of  the  way,  situated 
between  the  Sawmill  River  on  the  east,  the  westernmost 
culvert  running  under  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road,  all  as  shown 
on  a map  entitled  "Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay  District,  Town 
of  Leverett,  MA,  1992."  The  map  is  hereby  made  a part  of 
this  Zoning  By-Law  and  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk. 

4721.  Where  the  boundaries  of  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter 
Overlay  District  are  in  doubt  or  dispute,  the  burden  of 
proof  shall  be  upon  the  owner  of  the  land  in  question 
to  show  where  the  boundaries  shall  be  properly  located. 

4730.  Use  Regulations,  Within  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter 
Overlay  District,  the  requirements  of  the  underlying 
districts  continue  to  apply,  except  that  the  following 
regulations  shall  supersede  otherwise  applicable 
requirements; 

4731,  Setbacks.  No  structure  shall  be  permitted 
within  500  feet  of  the  centerline  of  the  travelled 
portion  of  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Road.  Where  a structure 
is  proposed  on  a lot  in  existence  as  of  April  8 , 

1992,  which  cannot  meet  this  requirement  because  of 
size  or  shape,  the  structure  shall  be  located  at  the 
most  distant  feasible  development  site  from  Rattlesnake 
Gutter  Road,  as  determined  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
accordance  with  section  4740,  below. 

4732.  Buffer  Zone.  No  live  vegetation  shall  be 
removed,  nor  shall  excavation  occur,  within  250  feet  of 
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the  centerline  of  the  travelled  portion  of  Rattlesnake 
Gutter  Road,  or  within  ono-h-al'f  the  distance  between 
any  structure  and  the  front  lot  line  on  Rattlesnake 
Gutter  Road,  whichever  is  greater  J2*+**»  . 


4740.  Site  Plan  Review.  Applications  for  building  permits 
or  special  permits  within  the  Rattlesnake  Gutter  Overlay 
District  shall  be  accompanied  by  four  (4)  copies  of  a site 
plan  in  accordance  with  the  criteria  specified  below.  The 
Building  Inspector  or  the  special  permit  granting  authority 
shall  forthwith  forward  such  site  plans  to  the  Planning 
Board,  Where  applicable,  the  requirements  of  Section  3900 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  in  addition  to  these 
requirements  under  Section  4700.  The  Planning  Board  shall 
consolidate  site  plan  review  in  such  cases. 


4741.  Procedure.  Site  plans  accompanying  applications 
for  building  permits  or  site  plans  accompanying 
applications  for  special  permits  shall  be  processed  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  of  Section  3910, 
above.

Re:  FY93  Budget  Proposals  for  Regional  Schools 

BUDGET  PRIORITIES 

The  budget  priorities  of  the  Regional  School  District  continue  to  be: 

Instructional  programs  --  In  developing  the  budget  proposal  highest 
priority  has  been  given  to  maintaining  the  quality  of  the  instructional 
program.  This  includes  maintaining  class  sizes  in  the  low  20' s in  most 
courses . 

Multicultural  education  — Our  strong  commitment  to  this  priority  is 
maintained  by  not  reducing  any  of  the  resources  that  support  the  goals  of 
Becoming  a Multicultural  School  System. 

Special  needs,  ESL  and  TBE  — Resources  to  support  students  with  special 
needs  and  those  with  limited-English  proficiency  are  maintained  in  the 
budget,  but  will  be  stretched  more  thinly  as  these  populations  continue  to 
grow  in  our  schools. 

Richness  of  offerings  --  The  proposed  budget  maintains  the  breadth  of  the 
curriculum. 

Building  Maintenance  --  The  schools  have  not  fully  met  the  maintenance 
needs  of  buildings  in  the  past  and  are  beginning  to  experience  significant 
problems  as  a result.  The  Regional  budget  provides  for  increased  attention 
to  maintenance  needs  especially  as  they  relate  to  air  quality. 

The  Regional  budget  also  includes  support  for  a new  internal  suspension 
program  at  the  Junior  High  and  High  School.  This  will  provide  administrators 
with  a constructive  alternative  for  handling  the  inappropriate  behavior  of  some 
students . 

PROJECTED  ENROLLMENTS  AND  SPACE  NEEDS 

The  most  important  factor  that  drives  the  school  budgets  is  student 
enrollment.  Secondary  school  enrollments  obviously  will  be  affected  by  the 
larger  classes  that  are  working  their  way  through  the  elementary  schools. 
Regional  enrollments  declined  through  the  1980's,  levelling  off  at  1500 
students  in  1990  and  1991.  We  anticipate  a jump  to  1563  students  next  October 
as  enrollments  begin  to  climb  again.  Again  this  year  the  budget  does  not 
include  additional  staff  to  meet  the  needs  of  these  students.  The  next 
enrollments  will  be  absorbed  in  existing  classes.  This  will  probably  not  be 
possible  in  future  years. 


The  Region  has  appointed  a Regional  Building  Needs  Committee  to  evaluate 
the  long-range  space  needs  of  the  secondary  schools.  Based  on  a report  from 
that  committee,  the  School  Committee  requested  a feasibility  study  for 
additions  to  the  Junior  High  and  High  School.  That  study  will  be  presented  to 
the  School  Committee  in  April  and  further  steps  considered  at  that  time. 
Projections  for  Regional  enrollment  growth  during  the  remainder  of  the  decade 
are  for  an  increase  from  the  current  1500  students  to  more  than  2300  students. 

BUDGET  PROPOSAL 

Regional  Schools 

The  Regional  School  Committee  has  approved  an  FY93  budget  of  $11,791,058. 
This  is  1.1%  lower  than  the  FY92  approved  budget. 

The  decrease  in  budget  occurs  for  three  reasons:  (1)  the  absence  of 
funding  for  possible  negotiated  salary  increases,  (2)  the  fact  that  the 
Regional  schools  are  operating  below  their  approved  budget  in  the  current 
fiscal  year  (this  became  necessary  when  we  learned  last  summer  that  State  Aid 
to  the  Region  would  be  reduced  by  about  $140,000  and  that  Special  Education 
out-of-district  costs  would  rise  by  $40,000  — this  year's  savings  are  built 
into  the  FY93  budget),  and  (3)  reductions  of  $135,000  from  the  Superintendent's 
level  services  budget  proposal. 

Most  of  the  Regional  budget  reductions  come  through  savings  rather  than 
program  reductions.  That  this  is  possible  is  fortunate  because  the  Regional 
budget  has  endured  more  than  $1,5000,000  in  budget  reductions  over  the  past 
three  years.  To  provide  greater  revenue  to  the  schools,  the  School  Committee 
has  increased  fees  for  athletics  and  tuition  for  the  Child  Study  Pre-School 
classroom. 

Regional  assessments  to  the  Town  of  Leverett  depend  upon  several  factors: 
Amherst's  percentage  of  total  enrollment  in  the  Junior  High  and  High  School, 
State  Aid,  interest  and  other  revenues,  and  any  funds  that  can  be  applied  from 
the  Region's  Excess  and  Deficiency  account.  The  budget  proposal  assumes  that 
educational  aid  to  the  Region  will  be  level-funded  as  the  Governor  has 
promised.  Leverett ' s FY93  assessment  is  $551,952,  a decrease  of  .5%  from  FY92. 

EDUCATIONAL  REFORM 

The  next  few  weeks  could  well  be  a turning  point  for  K-12  education  in 
Massachusetts.  The  Educational  Reform  legislation  that  currently  is  working 
its  way  through  committee  will  restructure  State  funding  of  education  as  well 
as  place  new  requirements  upon  communities  for  maintaining  the  quality  of  their 
educational  programs.  The  consequences  to  Leverett  are  unclear  at  this  time. 
Because  the  Town  already  spends  above  the  State  average  for  education,  it  is 
likely  to  see  little  of  the  proposed  $800,000,000  of  State  aid  that  the 
Governor  says  he  will  pump  into  K-12  education  in  the  next  four  years.  On  the 
other  hand,  access  to  any  State  aid  may  be  dependent  upon  maintenance  of  local 
fiscal  effort.  In  brief,  the  economic  thrust  of  the  reform  legislation  is  to 
upgrade  spending  for  education  in  poorer  communities  and  communities  that  have 
been  reluctant  to  support  education  in  the  past  while  at  least  maintaining  the 
level  of  support  in  other  communities. 


The  FY93  budget  proposal  from  the  Regional  School  Committee  is  responsive 
to  local  fiscal  parameters  as  they  have  evolved  over  the  past  several  months. 
Because  important  details  of  the  proposed  legislation  have  not  been  released 
yet  and,  when  they  are,  will  still  need  to  be  debated  in  the  House  and  Senate, 
the  proponed  budget  does  not  take  into  account  any  new  requirements  that  might 
be  imposed  as  early  as  FY93  as  part  of  educational  reform.  For  example,  at 
least  one  version  of  the  reform  package  would  require  that  every  school 
district  spend  at  least  2.5%  of  its  budget  on  professional  development.  There 
may  also  be  requirements  to  maintain  spending  levels  on  a per  pupil  basis,  a 
major  requirement  in  towns  like  ours  where  there  is  a rapidly  growing 
school-aged  population.

BACKGROUND  ON  1992  ARTICLES  NINE, TEN,  ELEVEN  AND  TWELVE 
(Having  to  do  with  Elementary  School  Improvements) 


Articles  Nine  through  Twelve  on  the  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting 
warrant  have  to  do  with  the  elementary  school  heating  system, 
handicapped  accessibility,  and  water  supply,  and  the  reallocation  of 
funding  from  previous  projects  to  these  activities.  Because  of  strict 
rules  governing  borrowing  and  use  of  funds  authorized  for  specific 
purposes,  the  town  is  responsible  for  approving  projects  that  are 
different  from  those  that  were  originally  authorized  by  town  meeting 
vote. 

First,  regarding  Article  Nine,  two  years  ago  (1990)  the  town 
approved  borrowing  $125,500  for  various  improvements  in  the  school 
including  work  on  the  ventilation  system,  fuel  tank  removal,  etc.  Most 
of  the  projects  included  in  the  authorization  have  been  completed,  and 
the  School  Committee  has  certified  that  it  will  make  no  more 
expenditures  under  the  original  article.  The  balance  of  $10,515  has 
been  borrowed  and  thus  constitutes  "available  funds,"  however  these 
funds  are  available  to  be  spent  only  on  projects  that  would  be  eligible 
for  the  same  type  of  long-term  borrowing.  Heating  system  repairs  are 
urgently  needed,  but  were  not  covered  by  the  language  of  the  original 
article,  so  School  Committee  (supported  by  the  other  towns  boards  that 
have  considered  the  issue)  is  proposing  Article  Nine  to  permit  the 
balance  of  the  borrowed  funds  to  begin  heating  system  repairs. 

One  project  from  the  earlier  capital  improvements  borrowing  that  was 
not  completed  was  the  installation  of  an  egress  door.  Article  Ten  on 
the  current  warrant  requests  funding  for  this  as  part  of  the  first  phase 
of  an  integrated  planning  and  construction  program  to  begin  making  the 
school  accessible  to  the  handicapped,  pursuant  to  federal  and  state  law. 
Article  Ten  would  authorize  borrowing  for  a design  phase  so  that 
corridor,  egress  and  elevator  installation  will  be  planned  and  executed 
in  a coordinated  way.  Article  Ten,  requesting  a total  of  $15,500, 
would  include  funding  for  construction  of  the  corridor  and  egress  door, 
curb  cuts  and  other  related  work.  At  fall  town  meeting  we  expect  to 
request  authorization  to  borrow  funds  for  the  elevator  installation; 


funding  amounts  for  the  elevator  can  only  be  estimated  realistically 
after  a design  phase. 

Articles  Eleven  and  Twelve  request  changes  in  authorization  to 
borrow  funds  for  water  supply  system  improvements  at  the  elementary 
school.  Last  year,  Town  Meeting  authorized  borrowing  of  $192,500  to 
obtain  modular  classrooms  and  drill  a new  well  for  the  school  as 
required  by  the  state.  The  portion  of  the  funds  expected  to  be  used  for 
the  new  well  has  not  yet  been  borrowed,  and  negotiations  with  state 
agencies  have  resulted  in  assurances  that  certain  improvements  in  the 
existing  water  supply  system  will  be  an  acceptable  alternative  to  a new 
well.  Article  Twelve  requests  $20,000  funding  for  the  water  system 
improvements  which  were  not  provided  for  under  the  wording  of  last 
year's  article,  and  Article  Eleven  would  reduce  the  original  1991 
article  by  $65,000  for  the  well.*  If  Town  Counsel  recommends  it,  we  may 
on  the  floor  of  Town  Meeting  move  to  combine  Articles  Eleven  and 
Twelve  to  simply  reduce  the  1991  authorization  by  $45,000  instead  of 
$65,000  and  authorize  the  balance  to  be  used  for  upgrading  the  current 
water  system. 

In  summary,  Article  Nine  adds  no  new  borrowing  and  has  no  effect 
on  the  tax  rate.  Article  Ten  would  authorize  borrowing  of  $15,500, 
and  will  require  a "Debt  Exclusion  Override"  to  be  passed  by  a majority 
of  voters  at  a special  election  scheduled  for  June  20,  1992.  This 
means  that  the  amount  to  be  borrowed  will  not  become  a permanent  part  of 
our  levy  base  which  determines  the  amount  we  are  able  to  tax  ourselves 
under  proposition  2 1/2.  Likewise,  if  we  pass  Article  Twelve  as 
shown  on  the  warrant,  we  will  need  a Debt  Exclusion  Override  vote  in 
June  for  $20,000  for  the  water  system  upgrading  to  replace  the 
previously  voted  debt  exclusion  override  for  the  new  well.  The  combined 
effect  of  the  articles  (whichever  way  they  are  phrased)  will  be  to 
borrow  $35,500  instead  of  the  $65,000  we  expected  to  be  borrowing  at 
this  time  for  a new  well.

The  well  was  expected  to  require  $70,000,  and  the  balance  of  the  1991  article  was  to 
cover  the  purchase  and  installation  of  the  modular  classrooms.  The  modular  classrooms 
required  modifications  during  and  after  installation,  some  of  which  the  town  may  have 
to  cover,  so  $5,000  is  being  reserved  from  the  original  article  to  cover  the  town's 
potential  liabilities  for  these  expenses.

How  a nation  chooses  to  spend  its  Research  and  Development  (R&D)  money  mirrors  its  priorities. 
As  you  can  see  on  the  chart,  instead  of  spending  most  of  its  R&D  funds  to  create  jobs,  solve  environmental 
problems,  or  find  a cure  for  AIDS,  our  government  has  been  busy  building  bigger  bombs. 

Other  nations  like  Germany,  Japan,  France,  and  South  Korea  put  only  a fraction  of  their  R&D 
money  into  the  military,**  while  U.S.  taxpayers  foot  a large  portion  of  their  military  bills.  Meanwhile,  they 
invest  in  R&D  for  new  cars,  electronics,  and  goods  produced  in  their  own  countries. 

The  result?  There  are  fewer  manufacturing  jobs  in  the  U.S.  and  domestic  priorities  get  neglected. 
This  means  fewer  paychecks,  less  services,  and  a decline  in  the  quality  of  life  for  most  Americans. 

Our  government  must  make  a choice:  Spend  our  tax  money  to  build  more  weapons  - or  - Invest  in 
a future  of  new  civilian  technologies,  manufacturing,  renewable  energies,  quality  education,  affordable 
health  care,  and  a cleaner  environment  which  creates  more  productive  jobs  and  better  lives  for  people.

Economic  conversion  means  changing 
from  a war  economy  to  a peace  economy. 
Accomplishing  conversion  is  the  big  challenge 
of  our  generation.

Conversion  is  the  work 
of  planners,  engineers,  workers,  householders, 
parents,  educators,  doctors  and  nurses.  It  is 
business,  and  it  is  also  conversion  in  the  spiritual 
sense  of  the  word.

The  fear  of  losing  jobs  is  employed  to 
rally  Americans  behind  a huge  military  budget.

We  want  a public  schools  system  that 
is  up  to  the  task  of  preparing  children  to  be  adults  in  the 
American  society  that  is  coming.  We  want  them  to  have  the 
skills,  the  conscience,  and  the  self  esteem  to  earn  a living 
doing  something  useful,  raise  up  a family  (if  they  wish) 
make  a contribution  to  the  common  good,  and  experience 
some  joy,  freedom,  and  creativity  in  their  lives.  Our  schools 
should  be  a matter  of  pride  to  the  community,  the  place 
where  we  would  take  a visitor  from  another  country  to  visit.

Environment  Dur- 
ing the  last  300  or  so 
years,  we  humans 
have  developed  a bad 
attitude  towards  the 
planet  we  inhabit.  We 
act  as  if  it  were  a con- 
sumer item  to  be  used 
and  used  up  however 
we  wish.  We  are 
learning  that  an  image 
of  Earth  as  mother  is 
more  useful,  that  if  we 
treat  her  well  we  will 
be  happier,  and  if  we 
murder  her,  we  will 
commit  suicide.  There 
is  work  for  engineers, 
scientists,  managers, 
laborers,  now  prepar- 
ing war.  They  can 
make  the  conversion  to 
non-polluting  forms  of 
energy  production  and 
use.  There  is  work  for  all 
the  armies  of  the  world 
cleaning  up  and  man- 
aging the  toxic  nightmare  of  nuclear  and  "conventional"  waste. 
We  could  establish  a new  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  to  plant 
trees. 

Health  Care:  Health  Insurance,  having  it  or  not  having  it, 
figuring  how  to  pay  for  it  this  year  and  next  year,  these  have 
become  major  anxieties  for  most  of  us.  We  spend  more  money 
on  health  care  than  any  other  nation,  but  some  of  our  statistics, 
such  as  infant  mortality,  are  very  poor.  The  cost  of  our  system 
is  totally  out  of  control.  The  average  per  capita  cost  of  health 
care  in  1990  was  $2,425.  It  is  expected  to  rise  to  $5,525  by  the 


year,  2000.  Some  people  are  neglected  by  our  system,  while 
others  are  kept  alive  beyond  there  time  and  in  spite  of  their 
desire  to  die  consciously  and  with  dignity  because  some 
institution  has  an  interest  in  "keeping  the  bed  full".  We  need 
to  radically  reform  our  health  system.  Doctors,  nurses,  admin- 
istrators, all  practitioners  and  employees  of  the  health  care 
system  as  well  as  people  from  outside  the  health  system  need 
to  come  together  and  do  that  work. 

Housing:  During  the  1980' s,  Federal  housing  programs  were 
cut  by  70%.  During  this  time,  homelessness  became  a local  and 
a national  issue.  The  cost  of  houses  rose  sharply  while  incomes 

for  many  actually  de- 
clined. The  situation 
for  renters,  especially 
low  income  renters 
became  very  much 
more  difficult  with 
many  families 
spending  one  half,  or 
two  thirds  of  their  in- 
come on  rent.  Prop- 
erty taxes  rose  as  fed- 
eral support  for  edu- 
cational programs 
disappeared.  Eighty 
percent  of  federal 
support  for  housing, 
mostly  the  tax  deduc- 
tion for  property  taxes 
and  mortgage  inter- 
est, went  to  the  fifteen 
percent  of  families 
with  incomes  over 
$50,000.  The  nation 
needs  more  housing, 
more  affordable 
housing,  and  new 
patterns  of  housing 
that  will  encourage  a 
shift  a way  from  gaso- 
line powered  auto- 
mobile usage  and  to- 
wards more  sustain- 
able lifestyles.  There 

is  a tremendous  number  of  jobs  here! 

Children:  Are  we  willing  to  admit  to  the  truth  that  we  neglect 
our  children?  There  is  no  clearer  index  of  our  national  priorities 
than  child  welfare.  Now,  twenty-two  percent  of  American 
children  live  below  the  federal  poverty  line,  and  55  million  are 
malnourished.  Child  neglect  and  abuse  are  epidemic.  Even 
proven  and  popular  programs  like  Headstart  and  WIC  are 
underfunded,  and  many  eligible  children  do  not  receive  assis- 
tance. Job  opportunities  tending  neglected  children  is  a kinder, 
wiser  investment  than  weapons.  »’

Who  profits  from  good  schools?  Who  profits  from  weapons?  Are  our  political 
leaders  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of  our  children,  or  to  those  who  pay  for  their 
political  campaigns?

Dear  Citizen, 

As  of  2/24/92  our  Ford  police  car  was  taken  off  the  road  for 
a number  of  safety  reasons.  This  means  that  the  entire  police 
department  (9  members)  is  dependant  on  one  vehicle. 

The  town  of  Leverett  has  never  been  without  more  than  two 
response  vehicles.  Before  the  police  department  had  two  patrol 
cars,  officers  had  radios  and  blue  lights  in  their  personal 
vehicles,  enabling  them  to  respond  to  calls.  That  type  of 
response  is  no  longer  possible  for  safety  and  liability  reasons. 
When  our  remaining  car  is  inoperative  for  any  reason  we  will  be 
unable  to  respond.  Calls  will  be  transferred  to  State  police 
barracks  in  Northampton.  State  police  response  times  can 
sometimes  take  over  an  hour  as  they  are  understaffed  and  often 
respond  from  as  far  away  as  Plainfield  and  Cummington. 

The  lack  of  a second  vehicle  will  greatly  reduce  our  ability  to 
handle  emergency  calls,  especially  those  requiring  multiple 
vehicles,  such  as  searches,  serious  accidents,  storm  related, 
arrests,  traffic  control,  large  parties,  domestic  disturbances, 
fires,  and  creates  a dangerous  situation  when  officers  need 
backup  officers  who  will  be  unable  to  respond.

I have  also  included  a copy  of  the  proposed  charter  which  will  first  be  reviewed  by  the 
legislature.  Note  that  the  warrant  article  is  stated  on  page  4. 

The  Charter  Commission  is  presently  preparing  a plan  for  providing  more  information 
on  the  Charter  and  this  article  at  Annual  Town  Meetings.  We  will  be  in  touch  with  you  about 
this  shortly.

FRANKLIN  COUNTY  PROPOSED  CHARTER 
METHOD  OF  REPRESENTATION 


"To  see  which  of  the  following  two  procedures,  A or  B,  the  town  chooses  for  selecting  its 
representative(s)  to  the  County  legislative  body  if  the  Franklin  County  Charter  is  approved  at 
the  November  3,  1992  election: 

A.  The  town  represen tative(s)  to  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

B.  The  town  representative(s)  to  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  be  elected  by  the 
town’s  registered  voters. 

Failure  to  vote,  or  a tie  vote,  on  the  method  of  representation  will  result  in  representation 
by  election." 
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FRANKLIN  COUNTY  CHARTER 


Preamble.  We,  the  people  of  Franklin  County,  in  order  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  citizens 
of  our  County,  do  hereby  affirm  that  the  26  towns  in  Franklin  County  have  vital  common 
concerns  that  transcend  our  individual  borders  and  that  the  ability  of  our  towns  to  address 
important  public  issues  often  depends  on  our  local  governments  acting  together.  We  therefore 
establish  for  ourselves  and  for  our  communities  the  means  to  effectively  serve  our  towns  and  to 
deal  with  regional  issues  which  transcend  the  existing  boundaries  of  town  governments,  and  do 
hereby  adopt  this  home  rule  Charter  for  Franklin  County. 


ARTICLE  1 
DEFINITIONS 

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  Charter  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Charter  - The  word  "Charter"  shall  mean  this  Charter  and  any  amendments  to  it  which 
may  hereafter  be  adopted. 

(b)  County  - The  word  "County"  shall  mean  the  County  of  Franklin. 

(c)  County  Agency t - The  words  "County  agency"  shall  mean  any  board,  commission, 
county  town  meeting,  committee  or  any  department,  division,  or  office  of  the  County  of 
Franklin. 

(d)  Days  - The  word  "days"  shall  refer  to  business  days,  not  including  Saturdays,  Sundays 
and  legal  holidays  when  the  time  set  is  less  than  seven  days;  when  the  time  set  is  seven  days  or 
more,  every  day  shall  be  counted,  unless  the  last  day  is  a Sunday  or  a holiday. 

(e)  Emergency  - The  word  "emergency"  shall  mean  a sudden,  unexpected,  unforeseen 
happening,  occurrence  or  condition  which  necessitates  immediate  action. 

(f)  Initiative  Measure  - A measure  proposed  by  the  voters  through  the  initiative  process 
provided  under  this  Charter. 

(g)  Lam  of  the  Commonwealth  - The  official  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  including  all  amendments  adopted 
with  respect  thereto. 

(h)  Majority  Vote  - The  words  "majority  vote"  shall  mean  a majority  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  provided  a quorum  is  present  when  the  vote  is  taken,  unless  a higher  number 
is  required  by  law  or  by  its  own  rules. 
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(i)  Referendum  Measure  - A measure  adopted  by  the  County  Town  Meeting  which  is 
protested  by  the  referendum  procedures  provided  under  this  Charter. 

(j)  Voters  - The  word  "voters"  shall  mean  persons  who  are  registered  to  vote  in  any 
Franklin  County  town. 


ARTICLE  2 

POWERS  OF  THE  COUNTY 


SECTION  2-1  Incorporation 

Franklin  County,  within  the  corporate  limits  established  by  law,  shall  continue  to  be  a body 
politic  and  corporate  for  the  purposes  of  suits,  of  buying  and  holding,  for  County  uses,  personal 
property  and  real  property,  and  of  contracting  and  doing  other  necessary  acts  relative  to  its 
property  and  affairs. 

SECTION  2-2  Powers  of  Franklin  County 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  Charter  to  obtain  for  the  government  of  Franklin  County  all  of  the 
powers  it  is  now  possible  or  may  be  possible  for  a county  government  to  have,  and  to  hold  and 
to  exercise  such  powers  and  such  policies  under  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  fully  and  as  completely  as  if  each  such  power  were  specifically  and 
individually  enumerated  in  this  Charter. 

It  also  is  the  intent  of  this  Charter  to  encourage  a continuing  review  of  the  functions 
performed  by  Franklin  County  and  enable  Franklin  County  to  perform  any  duty  mandated  to  it 
in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible,  and  without  regard  to  the  organizational,  structural,  or 
personnel  provisions  contained  in  any  prior  laws. 

Nothing  in  this  Charter  shall  be  construed  to  impair,  diminish,  or  infringe  on  the  powers 
or  duties  of  cities  and  towns  under  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  towns  of  Franklin 
County  are  and  shall  remain  the  broad  repository  of  local  police  power  in  terms  of  their  right 
and  power  to  legislate  for  the  general  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  their  residents. 

SECTION  2-3  County  Powers,  Existing  and  Additional 

Franklin  County  shall  exercise  all  powers  of  county  government  including  the  following: 

(a)  All  prerogatives  and  responsibilities  of  counties  under  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
including  but  not  limited  to  highways,  tax  appeals,  dams  and  waterways. 

(b)  The  power  to  establish  a county  assessment;  appropriate  and  expend  monies;  and  incur 
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short  and  long  term  debt. 

(c)  The  power  to  organize  and  regulate  the  internal  affairs  of  the  County:  to  create,  alter, 
and  abolish  departments,  offices,  positions,  and  employment  and  to  define  functions,  powers 
and  duties  thereof;  to  establish  qualifications  for  persons  holding  offices,  positions  and 
employment,  subject  to  the  requirements  of  state  law  and  this  Charter;  and  provide  for  the 
manner  of  their  appointment  and  removal  and  for  their  term  and  compensation. 

(d)  The  power  to  exercise  powers  of  eminent  domain. 

(e)  The  power  to  construct,  acquire,  operate  and  maintain  public  improvements,  capital 
projects,  personal  property  and  real  property  or  other  enterprises  for  any  public  purpose,  subject 
to  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(f)  The  power  to  have  a corporate  seal;  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  to  buy,  sell,  lease,  hold  and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  property;  and  to  appropriate  and 
expend  funds  for  County  purposes. 

(g)  The  power  to  contract  with  or  enter  into  agreements  with  any  other  entity  or 
governmental  unit  within  or  outside  the  County  government,  and  to  provide  any  joint, 
coordinated,  or  cooperative  service,  or  any  service,  activity,  or  undertaking  which  such  entity 
or  governmental  unit  is  authorized  by  law  to  perform. 

(h)  The  power  to  develop  revenue  sources  other  than  the  county  assessment,  including 
sources,  unlike  the  county  assessment,  which  are  independent  of  the  limitations  of  Chapter  59 
of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  commonly  referred  to  as  Proposition  2 1/2. 

(i)  The  power  to  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  bylaws  related  to  County  operations. 

(j)  The  power  of  initiative  petition  and  referendum  (see  Article  9). 


ARTICLE  3 
LEGISLATIVE  BODY 


SECTION  3-1  Representation  By  Local  Town  Option , Term  of  Office,  Voting,  Compensation 

(a)  Representation  by  Local  Town  Option  - All  legislative  powers  of  Franklin  County  shall 
be  exercised  by  the  legislative  body,  hereafter  referred  to  as  the  County  Town  Meeting.  Each 
County  town  shall  determine  whether  its  representative  or  representatives  shall  be  elected  by 
town  residents  or  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  All  County  towns  shall,  at  their 
respective  annual  town  meetings  to  be  held  in  the  Spring  of  1992,  vote  on  a warrant  article  to 
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determine  the  method  of  representation.  The  warrant  article  shall  be  in  the  following  form: 

"To  see  which  of  the  following  two  procedures,  A or  B,  the  town  chooses  for  selecting  its 
representative(s)  to  the  County  legislative  body  if  the  Franklin  County  Charter  is  approved  at 
the  November  3,  1992  election: 

A.  The  town  representative(s)  to  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

B.  The  town  representative(s)  to  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  be  elected  by  the 
town’s  registered  voters. 

Failure  to  vote,  or  a tie  vote,  on  the  method  of  representation  will  result  in  representation 
by  election." 

The  method  of  representation  shall  be  determined  by  a majority  vote  in  each  County  town. 
The  results  of  the  1992  annual  town  meeting  vote  on  representation  shall  be  reported  to  the 
County  Commissioners  by  July  1,  1992. 

After  this  Charter  has  been  in  effect  for  three  years,  each  County  town  may  reconsider  the 
local  town  option  no  more  than  once  every  three  years  at  an  annual  town  meeting.  Any  change 
will  be  implemented  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  regular  term.  Any  future  votes  shall  be  subject 
to  the  procedures  and  requirements  outlined  in  this  Section  of  the  Charter.  Any  vote  to  change 
the  method  of  representation  from  appointment  to  election  shall  occur  at  least  65  days  before  the 
next  town  election. 

(b)  Legality  of  Vote  - The  method  of  representation  to  be  chosen  by  majority  vote  at  the 
annual  town  meetings  in  the  Spring  of  1992  in  all  County  towns,  pursuant  to  Section  3- 1(a) 
above,  shall  be  validated  and  confirmed  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  special  legislation 
establishing  this  home  rule  Charter  for  Franklin  County  was  in  full  force  and  effect  at  the  time 
of  the  Spring  1992  annual  town  meetings. 

(c)  Consequence  of  Taking  No  Action  on  the  Local  Town  Option  - If  any  town  in  the  County 
fails  to  vote  on  the  method  of  representation  in  the  manner  outlined  in  Section  3- 1(a)  of  this 
Charter,  the  representative  or  representatives  of  such  town  shall  be  elected. 

(d)  Term  of  Office  - All  representatives,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  shall  serve  for  terms 
of  three  years  beginning  on  the  July  1 following  the  enactment  of  this  Charter  and  ending  on 
June  30.  Terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years  except  as  provided  in  Section  3-l(g)  of  this 
Charter. 

(e)  Eligibility  - Representatives  shall  be  residents  and  registered  voters  of  the  towns  from 
which  they  are  elected  or  appointed.  In  towns  choosing  appointment,  representatives  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  June  15.  In  towns  choosing  election,  representatives 
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shall  be  elected  at  annual  town  elections.  Residents  shall  qualify  for  the  town  ballot  in  the  same 
manner  as  candidates  for  town  offices.  The  election  or  appointment  shall  be  in  that  year  in 
which  the  term  of  office  is  to  begin  pursuant  to  Section  3- 1(d)  of  this  Charter.  Representatives, 
whether  elected  or  appointed,  shall  not  hold  any  other  elective  or  appointive  County  office  or 
be  an  employee  of  the  County  or  any  of  its  elected  or  appointed  boards. 

(f)  Voting  - Each  town  shall  have  one  representative  for  each  seven  percent,  or  fraction 
thereof,  of  the  County’s  population  which  resides  in  the  town.  Population  shall  be  determined 
by  the  most  recent  federal  census.  The  County  Commissioners  shall  be  responsible  for 
determining  the  number  of  representatives  for  each  town  and  shall  then  give  notice  to  each  town 
as  to  how  many  representatives  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  as  the  case  may  be.  On  all 
questions  each  representative,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  shall  cast  a weighted  vote  equal  to 
the  proportion  of  the  County’s  total  population  residing  in  the  town  he  or  she  represents,  except 
that  the  weighted  vote  of  any  town  with  more  than  one  representative  shall  be  divided  equally 
among  its  representatives. 

(g)  Vacancies  - The  office  of  a representative  shall  be  deemed  vacant  if  the  incumbent 
moves  from  the  town  from  which  elected  or  appointed,  resigns,  or  is  by  some  illness  or  other 
casualty  unable,  as  determined  by  a majority  vote  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  to  continue  to 
serve  in  the  office.  When  vacancies  occur,  the  Selectmen  of  the  applicable  town  shall,  by 
majority  vote,  appoint  a successor  within  30  days  of  the  vacancy  to  serve  until  the  next  town 
election.  Such  next  election  or  appointment  shall  be  for  the  full  term  of  three  years  as  cited  in 
(a)  above. 

(h)  Organization  - In  the  year  immediately  following  the  approval  of  this  Charter,  the 
County  Commissioners  shall,  by  June  15,  call,  and  by  July  15  cause  to  be  held,  the  first 
organizational  meeting  of  the  County  Town  Meeting.  The  County  Town  Meeting  shall  meet  at 
least  quarterly,  and  shall  elect  a Chair,  Vice-Chair  and  Secretary  at  its  annual  organizational 
meeting,  which  shall  be  its  first  meeting  following  July  1 of  each  year. 

(i)  Compensation  and  Benefits  - County  Town  Meeting  representatives  shall  not  be  eligible 
for  a salary.  However,  County  Town  Meeting  representatives  shall  be  eligible  for  reasonable 
reimbursements  and  expenses  subject  to  the  procedures  established  for  County  personnel. 
County  Town  Meeting  representatives,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
benefits,  including  health  benefits,  from  the  County. 

SECTION  3-2  Powers  and  Duties,  In  General 

(a)  Powers  and  Duties  in  General  - Except  as  is  otherwise  provided  by  the  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  all  legislative  powers  of  the  County  shall  be  vested  in  the  County  Town 
Meeting  which  shall  exercise  its  powers  consistent  with  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  this 
Charter. 

(b)  Quorum  - Not  less  than  50  percent  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 
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(c)  Rules  of  Procedure  - The  County  Town  Meeting  shall  establish  rules  for  its  proceedings. 

(d)  Procedures  for  Bylaws  - The  County  Town  Meeting  shall  establish  its  own  bylaws, 
subject  to  the  provisions  in  this  Charter. 

(e)  Inquiries  and  Investigations  - The  County  Town  Meeting  may  at  any  time  request  a 
report  on  any  aspect  of  the  County  government  by  making  such  request,  in  writing,  to  the 
County  Commissioners.  The  County  Town  Meeting  may  require  the  County  Commissioners  and 
County  Administrator  to  appear  before  the  County  Town  Meeting  and  to  bring  such  county 
records,  reports,  officials,  and  employees  as  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  deem  necessary  to 
insure  clarification  of  any  matter  under  study. 

The  County  Town  Meeting  may  summon  witnesses  to  attend  and  to  testify  and  to  produce 
any  materials  at  a hearing  before  it  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  penalties  as  is 
provided  for  other  multiple  member  bodies  by  Sections  8 to  11,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  233  of  the 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  County  Town  Meeting  may,  by  a simple  majority  of  the  weighted  vote  present,  delegate 
any  number  of  its  members  as  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  consult  with  the  County  Commissioners, 
the  County  Administrator,  or  any  other  group  or  individual  on  any  matter  and  to  report  back  to 
the  County  Town  Meeting  with  the  results  of  such  meeting. 

SECTION  3-3  Specific  Powers  of  the  Legislative  Body: 

The  County  Town  Meeting  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

By  a simple  majority  of  the  weighted  vote  present: 

(a)  The  power  to  pass  whatever  measures  are  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  operation 
of  County  government,  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(b)  The  power  to  approve  the  annual  operating  budget  of  the  County  and  appropriate  funds 
as  required  by  the  budget. 

(c)  The  power  to  conduct  inquiries  and  investigations. 

(d)  The  power  to  pass  resolutions  and  bylaws. 

(e)  The  power  to  establish  internal  rules  of  operation. 

(f)  The  power  to  establish  standing  committees  as  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  its  duties. 
By  a two-thirds  majority  of  the  weighted  vote  present: 

(a)  The  power  to  authorize  the  County  to  enter  into  indebtedness. 
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(b)  The  power  to  override  a veto  of  the  County  Commissioners. 

(c)  The  power  to  approve  acquisition  and  disposal  of  real  property  or  significant  capital 
assets,  including  by  eminent  domain. 

(d)  The  power  to  adopt  any  change  in  the  responsibilities  or  functions  of  the  Franklin 
County  Planning  Board  subject  to  initiative  petition  and  referendum  procedures  as  outlined  in 
Article  9 of  this  Charter. 


ARTICLE  4 
EXECUTIVE  BODY 


SECTION  4-1  Board  of  County  Commissioners 

(a)  Composition,  Term  of  Office  - The  executive  powers  of  Franklin  County  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  County  Commissioners  which  shall  consist  of  three  members,  no  two  of  which 
shall  be  from  the  same  County  town,  elected  as  provided  under  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(b)  Exercise  of  Powers  - The  County  Commissioners  shall  conduct  all  of  their  official 
business  with  at  least  two  members  present,  provided  proper  notice  has  been  given  to  all  three 
members.  A vote  of  two  members  of  the  County  Commissioners  shall  be  sufficient  to  exercise 
any  power  residing  in  the  County  Commissioners. 

(c)  Organization  - The  County  Commissioners  shall  meet  on  the  first  business  day  of 
January  each  year  and  shall  elect  a Chair  and  a Vice-Chair. 

(d)  Compensation  - The  County  Town  Meeting  may  establish  an  annual  salary  for  the 
County  Commissioners. 

SECTION  4-2  Executive  Powers 

The  executive  powers  of  the  County  shall  be  vested  solely  in  the  County  Commissioners  and 
may  be  exercised  either  directly  by  the  County  Commissioners,  or  through  the  County 
Administrator  as  set  forth  in  Article  5 of  this  Charter.  The  County  Commissioners  shall  cause 
this  Charter  and  the  laws,  bylaws  and  orders  for  the  government  and  administration  of  the 
County  to  be  enforced. 

The  County  Commissioners  shall  exercise  general  supervision  and  direction  over  County 
agencies  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Each  County  agency  shall  furnish  to  the  County 
Commissioners  any  documents  or  information,  or  shall  appear  before  the  County  Commissioners 
as  the  County  Commissioners  may  request. 
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SECTION  4-3  Powers  and  Duties 

The  County  Commissioners  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

(a)  The  power  to  supervise  the  collection  of  all  County  revenues  and  the  disbursement  of 
all  County  funds. 

(b)  The  power  to  supervise  the  selection  of  the  depositories  for  all  County  funds. 

(c)  The  power  to  exercise  all  administrative  and  executive  powers  of  the  County  by  majority 
vote. 

(d)  The  power  to  prepare  and  submit  an  annual  operating  budget  and  a capital  outlay  budget 
to  the  County  Town  Meeting  for  its  consideration  and  adoption,  and  supervise  and  administer 
the  budget  adopted  by  the  County  Town  Meeting. 

(e)  The  power  to  supervise  the  care  and  custody  of  all  County  property,  institutions,  and 
agencies. 

(f)  The  power  to  exercise  the  powers  of  eminent  domain. 

(g)  The  power  to  identify  emergency  situations  and  declare  emergencies. 

(h)  The  power  to  call  emergency  meetings  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  with  72  hours 
notice. 

(i)  The  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  with  two  weeks  notice, 
subject  to  the  bylaws  of  the  County  Town  Meeting. 

(j)  The  power  to  approve  bylaws  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  pursuant  to  Section  4-4  of 
this  Charter. 

(k)  The  power  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  County  at  least  annually  to  County  residents  and 
the  County  Town  Meeting. 

(l)  The  power  to  make  recommendations  for  action  to  the  County  Town  Meeting  as  deemed 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  County. 

(m)  The  power  to  sign  all  deeds,  contracts,  bonds  or  other  instruments  requiring  the  consent 
of  the  County  Commissioners. 

(n)  The  power  to  act  as  Commissioners  of  the  Regional  Planning  Agency  as  outlined  in 
Article  8 of  this  Charter. 

(o)  The  power  to  inquire  at  any  time  into  the  conduct  of  office  or  performance  of  duty  of 
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any  County  officer,  employee,  or  county  town  meeting  member. 

(p)  The  power  to  establish  internal  rules  of  operation. 

(q)  The  power  to  designate  one  or  more  newspapers  for  public  notices. 

(r)  The  power  to  select  and  retain  County  Counsel  who  shall  advise  the  County 
Commissioners. 

(s)  Such  other  powers  as  may  be  granted  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

SECTION  4-4  Procedures  for  Review  of  Bylaws  by  the  County  Commissioners 

Bylaws  adopted  by  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  forthwith  be  presented  to  the  County 
Commissioners  for  approval.  The  signatures  of  a majority  of  the  County  Commissioners  shall 
be  required  for  approval.  If  the  County  Commissioners  fail  to  take  action  on  any  bylaw  within 
21  days,  the  bylaw  shall  become  effective.  If  the  County  Commissioners  disapprove  of  any 
bylaw,  they  shall  return  the  bylaw  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  within  10  days 
with  the  specific  reasons  for  the  disapproval,  in  writing.  If  the  County  Town  Meeting  does  not 
override  the  disapproval  of  the  County  Commissioners  by  a two-thirds  majority,  pursuant  to 
Section  3-3  of  this  Charter  within  30  days,  the  bylaw  shall  be  rejected. 

SECTION  4-5  Delegation  and  Appointments  by  the  County  Commissioners 

(a)  Delegation  of  Authority  - The  County  Commissioners  may  delegate  to  the  County 
Administrator  or  any  subordinate  officer  or  employee  of  the  County  the  exercise  of  any  power, 
function  or  duty  assigned  by  this  Charter  to  the  County  Commissioners.  All  acts  performed 
under  such  delegation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  acts  of  the  County  Commissioners. 

(b)  Appointments  - The  County  Commissioners  shall  appoint  and  in  appropriate 
circumstances  may  remove,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  applicable  collective  bargaining 
agreements  and  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  all  County  officers,  department  heads,  and  all  other 
County  employees  with  respect  to  whom  no  other  method  of  selection  is  provided  by  this 
Charter.  Whenever  any  vacancy  occurs  and  the  needs  of  the  County  require  that  such  office  be 
filled,  the  County  Commissioners  may  designate  a County  officer  or  employee  to  perform  the 
duties  of  that  office  on  a temporary  or  acting  basis  until  such  time  as  the  incumbent  resumes  the 
duties  of  the  office  or  the  position  has  been  filled  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  Charter  or  by 
County  bylaw. 
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ARTICLE  5 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ORGANIZATION 


SECTION  5-1  County  Administrator,  Qualification,  Term  of  Office,  Compensation 

(a)  Appointment,  Qualification,  Term  of  Office  - The  chief  administrative  officer  of  the 
County  shall  be  the  County  Administrator  appointed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  County 
Commissioners  to  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  County  Commissioners.  The  County 
Administrator  shall  be  qualified  by  education,  training  and  experience  in  public  administration 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office.  The  County  Administrator  need  not  be  a resident  of  the 
County  at  the  time  of  appointment  but  shall  establish  residence  therein  within  a reasonable  time 
frame.  The  County  Administrator  shall  devote  full  time  to  the  office  and  shall  hold  no  other 
elected  public  office  nor  engage  in  any  business  or  consulting  activity  while  serving  as  County 
Administrator  unless  authorized  in  writing  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

(b)  Compensation  - The  County  Commissioners  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  County 
Administrator  annually.  The  salary  shall  be  reasonable  and  commensurate  with  the  duties  of  the 
office  and  may  not  be  lowered  during  the  tenure  of  an  incumbent. 

(c)  Powers  and  Administrative  Duties  - The  County  Administrator  shall  exercise  general  day- 
to-day  supervision  and  direction  over  all  County  agencies,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Each  County  agency  shall  furnish  to  the  County  Administrator  any 
information,  materials  or  other  information  as  the  County  Administrator  may  request. 

SECTION  5-2  County  Administrator,  Powers  and  Duties 

The  County  Administrator  shall  have,  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  rights  and  duties 
commonly  associated  with  the  office  of  chief  administrative  officer  of  a local  governmental  unit. 
The  powers  and  duties  of  the  County  Administrator  shall  at  the  discretion  of  the  County 
Commissioners,  include,  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

(a)  To  prepare  and  submit  to  the  County  Commissioners  an  annual  operating  budget  and  a 
capital  outlay  budget. 

(b)  To  establish  budget  schedules  and  procedures  for  all  County  departments,  agencies  and 
offices  and  supervise  and  administer  the  budget  throughout  the  fiscal  year. 

(c)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County  Commissioners,  to  conduct  all  negotiations  with 
County  employees  concerning  conditions  of  employment  and  to  negotiate  all  other  contracts 
entered  into  by  the  County. 

(d)  To  develop,  install,  and  maintain  centralized  procedures  for  all  County  departments, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  budgeting  and  financial  management,  purchasing,  and  personnel 
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administration. 

(e)  To  recommend  personnel  actions  to  the  County  Commissioners  including  the 
appointment  and  removal  of  officers  and  employees. 

(f)  To  keep  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  County  Town  Meeting  informed  of  the 
County’s  financial  and  administrative  condition. 

(g)  To  review  and  make  recommendations  to  the  County  Commissioners  concerning  all 
contracts,  bonds  or  other  instruments  requiring  the  consent  of  the  County. 

(h)  To  review,  analyze  and  forecast  trends  of  County  services,  programs  and  finances  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  County  Commissioners,  department  heads  and  other  personnel  as 
deemed  necessary,  desirable  or  expedient. 

(i)  To  inquire  at  any  time  into  the  conduct  of  office  or  performance  of  duty  of  any  County 
officer,  department  head  or  employee. 

(j)  To  require  any  County  agency  or  officer  to  prepare  and  submit  reports,  records  and 
summaries  of  operations  and  activities  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist  in  the  proper  administration 
of  the  County. 

(k)  To  direct  the  operations  of  all  County  regional  and  municipal  services  departments 
including  the  Department  of  Finance  and  office  of  County  Treasurer,  and  the  Regional  Planning 
Agency. 

(l)  To  exercise  the  right  to  speak  on  any  issue  involving  the  County,  but  without  the  right 
to  vote. 

(m)  To  perform  any  other  duties  as  may  be  required. 

SECTION  5-3  County  Administrator,  Delegation  of  Authority 

(a)  Delegation  of  Authority  - The  County  Administrator  may  authorize  any  subordinate 
officer,  department  head  or  employee  of  the  County  to  exercise  any  power,  function  or  duty 
assigned  by  this  Charter  to  the  County  Administrator  provided,  however,  that  all  delegated  acts 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  acts  of  the  County  Administrator. 

(b)  Temporary  Absence  - The  County  Administrator  shall  by  letter  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  County  Town  Meeting  and  the  Chair  of  the  County  Commissioners,  designate  a qualified 
County  officer,  department  head  or  employee  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of 
County  Administrator  during  a temporary  absence,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County 
Commissioners.

SECTION  5-4  Vacancy,  Acting  County  Administrator 

(a)  Vacancy  - Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  County  Administrator  shall  be  filled  as  soon  as 
possible  by  the  County  Commissioners.  In  the  meantime,  the  County  Commissioners  shall 
designate  a qualified  County  officer  or  employee  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  County 
Administrator  on  an  acting  basis  for  a period  not  to  exceed  six  months. 

(b)  Powers  and  Duties  - The  powers  of  a temporary  or  acting  County  Administrator  under 
Section  5-3  (b),  shall  be  limited  to  matters  not  admitting  of  delay  and  shall  include  the  authority 
to  make  temporary,  emergency  appointments  or  designations,  to  County  office  or  employment, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County  Commissioners. 

SECTION  5-5  Removal  and  Suspension 

The  County  Commissioners  may  initiate  the  suspension  or  removal  of  the  County 
Administrator  by  a majority  vote  in  accordance  with  the  personnel  policies  of  the  County. 

SECTION  5-6  County  Treasurer 

(a)  County  Treasurer  - The  County  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  County 
Commissioners.  The  County  Treasurer  shall  be  qualified  by  education,  training  and  experience 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office. 

(b)  Department  of  Finance  - There  shall  be  a Department  of  Finance  which  shall  be  headed 
by  the  County  Treasurer.  The  County  Treasurer  shall  be  responsible  for  overseeing  all  of  the 
financial  operations  of  the  County  and  shall  report  to  the  County  Administrator.  The  County 
Treasurer  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  which  are  given  to  County  Treasurers  by  the 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  such  additional  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  provided  by 
County  bylaw  or  administrative  code  which  relate  to  financial  matters  and  affairs. 

SECTION  5-7  County  Sheriff 

County  Sheriff  - There  shall  be  a County  Sheriff  elected  as  provided  by  law.  The  County 
Sheriff  shall  have  the  general  care  and  superintendence  of  the  County  Jail  and  House  of 
Corrections  and  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  which  are  given  to  County  Sheriffs  under 
the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

SECTION  5-8  Register  of  Deeds 

(a)  Register  of  Deeds  - The  Register  of  Deeds  shall  be  elected  as  provided  by  law.  The 
Register  of  Deeds  shall  have  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  which  are  given  to  Registers  of  Deeds 
by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

(b)  Vacancies  - If  a vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds,  the  County 
Commissioners,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County  Town  Meeting,  shall  appoint  a successor 
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Commonwealth,  except  as  provided  by  contract  approved  by  the  County  Commissioners  and 
County  Town  Meeting. 

(b)  Jail  and  House  of  Corrections  - The  Jail  and  House  of  Corrections  shall  be  financed  by 
the  jail  transfer  payment  established  in  line  item  1599-3658  of  the  fiscal  year  1990  state  budget 
and  beginning  with  the  words,  "For  a reserve  to  replace  County  taxes  previously  assessed  upon 
municipalities  for  the  operation  of  County  jails...."  or  such  line  items  corresponding  to  or 
succeeding  it  in  subsequent  years.  Additionally,  payments  received  by  the  County  for  services 
rendered  by  the  Jail  and  House  of  Corrections  including  but  not  limited  to  fees  for  holding  non- 
county prisoners  and  other  inter-governmental  transfer  payments  for  jail  services,  shall  be 
utilized  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Jail  and  House  of  Corrections.  Further,  the 
Jail  and  House  of  Corrections  shall  receive  75  percent  of  the  excise  stamp  tax  revenue 
established  by  Chapter  193  of  the  Acts  of  1989. 

(c)  Registry  of  Deeds  - The  Registry  of  Deeds  shall  be  financed  by  fees  for  documents  as 
established  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Additionally  the  Registry  of  Deeds  shall  receive 
10  percent  of  the  excise  stamp  tax  revenue  established  by  Chapter  193  of  the  Acts  of  1989. 

(d)  Regional  Sendees  Division  - The  Regional  Services  Division  shall  be  financed  by  the 
County  Tax  as  outlined  in  Section  7-1  of  this  Charter.  Further,  25  percent  of  the  excise  stamp 
tax  imposed  on  deeds  instruments  and  writings  pursuant  to  Chapter  64  of  the  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  Section  23  of  Chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of  1969  shall  be  retained,  and  15 
percent  of  the  excise  stamp  tax  revenue  established  by  Chapter  193  of  the  Acts  of  1989  shall  be 
used  exclusively  to  provide  regional  municipal  services  to  Franklin  County  towns  through  the 
Regional  Services  Division. 

(e)  Cost  Allocation  Plan  - As  part  of  the  annual  budget,  the  County  Commissioners  shall 
prepare  a cost  allocation  plan  which  shall  identify  all  costs  and  appropriations  directly  or 
proportionately  attributable  to  the  three  sendee  divisions  of  Franklin  County  government:  the 
Jail  and  House  of  Corrections,  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  the  Regional  Services  Division,  which 
shall  include  the  Department  of  Finance  and  the  office  of  County  Treasurer  as  outlined  in 
Section  5-6  of  this  Charter.  Services  rendered  by  the  Regional  ServiceS(  Division  to  the  Jail  and 
House  of  Corrections  and  the  Registry  of  Deeds  shall  be  charged  to  the  appropriate  division 
based  on  a cost  allocation  plan  or  any  other  documentation  of  appropriate  costs  of  services 
rendered  to  such  division.  The  Jail  and  House  of  Corrections  and  Registry  of  Deeds  shall 
establish  a line  item  in  their  budgets  entitled  "Regional  Services  Division  Fees"  from  which  the 
aforementioned  direct  costs  and  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Regional  Servjces  Division. 

(f)  Account  Surplus  - Any  account  surplus  remaining  in  the  Jail  and  House  of  Corrections 

or  Registry  of  Deeds  division  budgets  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  reappropriated  to 
said  division  in  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Any  surplus  remaining  in  the  Regional  Services  Division 
which  is  in  excess  of  five  percent  of  the  county  assessment  levied  in  the;  closed  fiscal  year  shall 
be  returned  to  the  County  towns.  ! 
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SECTION  7-2  Fiscal  Year 

The  fiscal  year  of  Franklin  County  shall  begin  on  July  1 and  end  on  June  30. 

SECTION  7-3  The  County  Budget 

(a)  Submission  and  Adoption  of  the  Proposed  Budget  - Each  County  division  and  department 
shall  each  year  submit  to  the  County  Administrator  its  requested  annual  budget  by  the  date 
designated  by  the  County  Commissioners.  The  County  Administrator,  operating  within 
guidelines  issued  by  the  County  Commissioners,  shall  prepare  and  submit  a proposed  operating 
budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  to  the  County  Commissioners  for  review.  By  March  1 of  each 
year,  the  County  Commissioners  shall  submit  to  the  County  Town  Meeting  their  proposed 
operating  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  with  an  accompanying  budget  message  and 
supporting  documents.  The  County  Commissioners  shall  also  make  available  a proposed  budget 
summary  for  public  review.  The  County  Town  Meeting  shall  adopt  a budget  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year  not  later  than  June  1 . 

(b)  Actual  and  Estimated  Income  and  Expenditures  - The  proposed  operating  budget  shall 
provide  a comprehensive  financial  plan  of  all  County  funds  and  activities.  The  budget  shall 
show  actual  and  estimated  income  and  expenditures  for  the  previous,  current,  and  ensuing  fiscal 
year  and  shall  include  the  following  for  each  County  division:  proposed  expenditures  for  current 
operations  and  proposed  revenue  sources;  proposed  capital  expenditures  and  the  proposed 
methods  of  financing  capital  expenditures;  and  estimated  surplus  revenue  and  free  cash  at  the 
end  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  including  estimated  balances  in  any  special  accounts.  The  budget 
shall  include  a capital  improvement  program  as  appropriate.  The  budget  shall  in  all  events  be 
a balanced  budget. 

(c)  Budget  Message  - The  budget  message  submitted  by  the  County  Commissioners  shall 
explain  the  proposed  budget  for  all  County  divisions.  The  budget  message  shall  (1)  outline  the 
proposed  financial  policies  of  the  County  for  the  fiscal  year;  (2)  describe  important  features  of 
the  proposed  budget;  (3)  indicate  any  major  variations  from  the  current  budget  with  an 
explanation  of  the  changes;  (4)  summarize  the  County’s  debt  position;  and  (5)  include  any  other 
information  the  County  Commissioners  deem  desirable. 

SECTION  7-4  State  Takeover  of  County  Functions 

(a)  Responsibility  for  Statutory  Functions  - In  the  event  the  functions  of  Jail  and  House  of 
Corrections,  Registry  of  Deeds,  or  Courthouse  facilities  are  assumed  by  the  state,  no  portion  of 
the  county  assessment  segregated  by  Section  7-1  of  this  Charter  shall  be  used  to  finance  such 
assumption  of  former  County  operations.  All  other  statutory  prerogatives  and  responsibilities 
of  the  County  shall  be  retained  and  exercised  pursuant  to  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  Any 
and  all  State,  Town,  regional,  or  other  agencies  which  may  assume  responsibility  for  any 
statutory  prerogatives  and  responsibilities  of  any  other  counties  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  which  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  by  the  State,  shall,  upon  petition  of  Franklin 
County,  assume  such  responsibility  with  respect  to  Franklin  County. 
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ARTICLE  8 


REGIONAL  PLANNING  AGENCY 


SECTION  8-1  Regional  Planning  Agency,  Responsibilities  and  Powers 

Responsibilities  and  Powers  - Any  and  all  regional  planning  activities  or  functions 
established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  525  of  the  Acts  of  1963  (the  Act  which 
establishes  the  Franklin  County  Commissioners  as  the  Regional  Planning  Agency  for  Franklin 
County),  as  amended,  and  Section  5 of  Chapter  40B  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  (the  Act 
which  defines  the  actions  of  the  Regional  Planning  Agency),  or  any  subsequent  provision  of  the 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  a responsibility  of  the  County  under  this  Charter  and 
subject  to  its  provisions.  The  County  Commissioners  acting  as  the  executive  body  and  County 
Town  Meeting  acting  as  the  legislative  body  shall  have  and  may  exercise  any  and  all  authority 
for  regional  planning  as  may  be  authorized  by  state  law  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
establishment  of  policies  to  guide  all  regional  planning  and  development  activities  of  the  County. 
The  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  shall  advise  the  County  Town  Meeting  and  County 
Commissioners  on  all  issues  related  to  planning  and  shall  make  recommendations  as  appropriate. 

SECTION  8-2  Franklin  County  Planning  Board 

(a)  Composition  - The  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  shall  be  structured  as  follows:  (1) 
Each  town  shall  appoint  one  representative  for  each  seven  percent,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  the 
County’s  population  which  resides  in  the  town.  Town  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the 
Selectmen  in  each  town  in  consultation  with  each  town’s  planning  board.  The  town  population 
shall  be  determined  by  the  most  recent  federal  census;  (2)  The  County  Town  Meeting  shall 
annually  elect  five  of  its  members  to  serve  on  the  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  provided  that 
no  more  than  one  County  Town  Meeting  representative  per  town  shall  serve  on  the  Board  at  the 
same  time;  and  (3)  The  County  Commissioners  shall  annually  elect  one  County  Commissioner 
to  serve  on  the  Franklin  County  Planning  Board. 

(b)  Term  of  Office  - Each  representative  shall  serve  a term  of  three  years. 

(c)  Voting  Powers  - Each  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  member  shall  have  one  equal 
vote. 

(d)  Quorum  - Not  less  than  25  percent  of  the  full  Franklin  County  Planning  Board 
membership  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

(e)  Organization  - The  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  shall  establish  rules  for  its 
proceedings  and  organization. 

(f)  Responsibilities  and  Functions  - The  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  shall  (1)  advise  the

County  Commissioners  and  County  Town  Meeting  regarding  any  and  all  regional  planning 
issues;  (2)  study  the  range  of  existing  and  potential  planning  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Franklin  County  Planning  Board;  and  (3)  make  a full  report  with  recommendations  to  the  County 
Town  Meeting  within  two  years  from  the  date  this  Charter  is  established. 

(g)  Future  Changes  in  Structure,  Responsibilities  and  Functions  - Any  recommended  changes 
in  the  structure,  responsibilities  or  functions  of  the  Franklin  County  Planning  Board  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  County  Town  Meeting.  In  order  for  any  changes  to  occur  in  the  future 
planning  structure,  responsibilities  or  functions,  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  first  adopt  any 
changes  by  a two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  as  outlined  in  Section  3-3 
of  this  Charter.  These  changes  shall  then  be  subject  to  the  same  referendum  procedures  for 
petition  initiatives  outlined  in  Article  9 of  this  Charter. 


ARTICLE  9 

INITIATIVE  PETITION  AND  REFERENDUM  PROCEDURES 


SECTION  9-1  Citizen  Initiative  and  Referendum  Procedures 

(a)  Initiating  Tf:e  Process  - Citizen  initiative  and  referendum  procedures  shall  be  started  by 
the  filing  of  an  initiative  petition  with  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Town  Meeting.  The  petition 
shall  be  addressed  to  the  County  Town  Meeting,  shall  contain  a request  for  the  passage  of  a 
particular  measure,  which  shall  be  set  forth  in  full  in  the  petition,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
6 percent  of  the  voters  in  the  County  as  of  the  date  of  the  most  recent  state  election,  provided, 
however,  not  more  than  25  percent  of  the  signatures  shall  be  from  any  one  town.  Signatures 
to  an  initiative  petition  need  not  all  be  on  one  paper,  but  all  such  papers  pertaining  to  any  one 
measure  shall  be  fastened  together  and  shall  be  filed  as  a single  instrument,  with  the  endorsement 
thereon  of  the  name  and  residence  address  of  the  person  designated  as  filing  the  same.  With 
each  signature  on  the  petition  there  shall  also  appear  the  street  and  number  of  the  residence  of 
that  signer.  When  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  the  petitions  shall 
have  been  certified  by  the  Boards  of  Registrars  in  each  town  in  which  the  petition  forms  are 
collected.  The  Board  of  Registrars  in  each  town  shall,  within  seven  days  following  their 
submission,  certify  the  signatures  which  are  the  names  of  voters  in  their  respective  towns. 

(b)  Referral  to  County  Counsel  - If  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  determines 
that  a petition  has  been  signed  by  a sufficient  number  of  voters,  a copy  of  the  petition  shall 
forthwith  be  delivered  to  the  County  Counsel.  Within  ten  days  following  the  date  a copy  of  the 
petition  is  received,  the  County  Counsel  shall,  in  writing,  advise  the  County  Town  Meeting  as 
to  whether  the  measure  is  excluded  from  the  initiative  process  under  Section  9-2  of  this  Charter. 
If  the  opinion  of  County  Counsel  is  that  the  measure  does  not  qualify  for  the  initiative  procedure 
under  Section  9-2,  the  reasons  shall  be  stated  in  full  and  a copy  of  the  opinion  shall  be  mailed 
to  the  person  designated  on  the  petition  as  having  filed  the  same. 
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(c)  Action  on  Petitions  - Within  30  days  following  the  date  a petition  has  been  returned  to 
the  County  Town  Meeting  by  the  County  Counsel  having  been  found  to  be  lawful,  the  County 
Town  Meeting  shall  act  by  either  adopting  or  rejecting  the  initiative  petition.  The  passage  of 
an  alternative  measure  shall  be  deemed  a rejection.  If  the  County  Town  Meeting  fails  to  act  on 
the  initiative  petition  within  30  days,  the  initiative  shall  be  deemed  rejected.  The  Secretary  of 
the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  forthwith  give  notice,  in  writing,  of  any  initiative  petition 
rejected  to  the  person  designated  on  the  petition  as  having  filed  the  same. 

(d)  Supplementary  Petitions  - A supplementary  initiative  petition  may  be  submitted  to  the 
County  Town  Meeting  within  55  days  following  the  date  the  rejection  notice  is  received  by  the 
petitioner.  The  supplementary  initiative  petition  shall  be  signed  by  a number  of  voters  which 
is  equal  to  at  least  7 percent  of  the  registered  voters  in  the  County  as  of  the  date  of  the  most 
recent  biennial  state  election,  provided,  however,  not  more  than  25  percent  of  the  signatures 
shall  be  from  any  one  town.  Supplementary  petitions  shall  be  filed  in  the  same  manner  as 
outlined  in  Section  9- 1(a)  of  this  Charter.  If  the  number  of  signatures  is  deemed  to  be  sufficient, 
the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  make  provision  for  the  submission  of  the  question  to  the  voters 
at  the  next  biennial  state  election.  If  sufficient  signatures  are  certified  at  least  70  days  prior  to 
the  next  biennial  state  election,  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  submit  the  question  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  election. 

(e)  Publication  - The  full  text  of  any  initiative  petition  referendum  submitted  to  the  voters 
shall  be  published  in  a local  newspaper  not  less  than  7 days  nor  more  than  15  days  proceeding 
the  date  of  the  election  at  which  such  question  is  to  be  voted  on.  The  County  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  responsible  for  publishing  the  measure. 

(f)  Form  of  the  Ballot  Question  - The  ballots  used  when  voting  on  an  initiative  petition 
referendum  shall  contain  a question  in  substantially  the  following  form:  "Shall  the  following 
measure  which  was  proposed  by  an  initiative  petition  of  voters  be  enacted?"  (Insert  here  a fair 
and  concise  summary  prepared  by  County  Counsel.) 

(g)  Effective  Date  - If  a majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the 
measure  shall  be  deemed  to  be  effective  immediately  upon  certification  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
unless  a later  date  is  specified  in  the  measure. 

SECTION  9-2  Excluded  Matters 

None  of  the  following  shall  be  subject  to  initiative  petition  or  referendum  procedures:  (1) 
proceedings  relating  to  the  internal  organization  or  operation  of  the  County  Town  Meeting;  (2) 
actions  designated  as  resolutions  of  the  County  Town  Meeting;  (3)  revenue  loan  orders;  (4)  any 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  any  County  debt  or  debt  service;  (5)  any  encumbered  portion 
of  an  appropriation;  (6)  the  budget  or  any  item  pertaining  to  it;  (7)  any  action  that  has  been 
taken  which  cannot  be  undone  without  affecting  the  rights  of  third  parties;  (8)  where  the  vote 
constitutes  ratification  of  a prior  action  of  the  County;  and  (9)  any  proceedings  relating  to 
personnel  actions. 
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SECTION  9-3  Submission  of  Other  Matters  to  Voters 

The  County  Town  Meeting  may,  on  its  own  motion,  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  County  for 
adoption  or  rejection  at  any  biennial  state  election  any  proposed  measure,  or  a proposition  for 
the  repeal  or  amendment  of  any  measure,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  is  provided  in  Section  9-1  of  this  Charter.  The  County  Town  Meeting  shall  submit  the 
question  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  next  biennial  state  election. 


ARTICLE  10 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 


SECTION  10-1  Charter  Amendments 

(a)  Charter  Amendments  - This  Charter  may  be  replaced,  revised  or  amended  in  accordance 
with  the  procedure  made  available  under  Chapter  34A  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
may  also  be  amended  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  outlined  in  this  section  of  the  Charter. 

The  County  Town  Meeting  may,  by  a two-thirds  majority  of  the  weighted  vote  of  its  full 
membership,  and  a majority  vote  of  the  County  Commissioners,  submit  proposed  amendments 
to  this  Charter  to  the  voters  except  amendments  which  relate  in  any  way  to  the  composition, 
mode  of  election,  term  of  office  or  appointment  of  either  the  legislative  body  or  the  County 
Administrator.  Amendments  proposed  by  the  County  Town  Meeting  shall  become  effective  if 
approved  by  a majority  of  the  voters  at  the  next  regular  biennial  state  election  held  at  least  150 
days  following  the  date  of  the  vote  on  any  Charter  amendments  by  the  County  Town  Meeting. 

The  County  Town  Meeting  may,  by  a two-thirds  majority  of  the  weighted  vote  of  its  full 
membership,  and  with  the  majority  vote  of  the  County  Commissioners,  file  a petition  with  the 
state  legislature  for  a special  law  relating  to  any  Charter  amendments  which  affect  in  any  way 
the  composition,  mode  of  election,  term  of  office  or  appointment  of  the  legislative  body  or  the 
County  Administrator. 

(b)  Form  of  the  Ballot  Question  - The  ballots  used  when  voting  on  a Charter  amendment 

shall  contain  a question  in  substantially  the  following  form:  "Shall  the  following  Charter 

amendment  which  was  proposed  by  a two-thirds  majority  of  the  weighted  vote  of  the  full 
membership  of  the  County  Town  Meeting  and  a majority  vote  of  the  County  Commissioners  be 
enacted?"  (Insert  here  a fair  and  concise  summary  prepared  by  County  Counsel.) 

SECTION  10-2  Specific  Provisions  to  Prevail 

To  the  extent  that  any  specific  provision  of  this  Charter  conflicts  with  any  provision 
expressed  in  general  terms,  the  specific  provision  shall  prevail. 
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ARTICLE  11 

TRANSITIONAL  PROVISIONS 


SECTION  11-1  Effect  on  Laws 

All  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  special  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  or  pertaining  to  the 
County  that  are  in  force  when  this  Charter  takes  effect  and  not  specifically  or  by  implication 
repealed  hereby  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  amended  or  repealed,  or  rescinded 
in  due  course  by  laws  or  until  they  expire  by  their  own  limitation. 

SECTION  11-2  Continuation  of  Government  and  Personnel 

All  County  agencies  shall  continue  to  perform  their  duties  until  re-appointed,  re-elected,  a 
vacancy  occurs,  or  until  successors  to  their  respective  positions  are  appointed  or  elected  and 
qualified,  or  until  their  duties  have  been  transferred  and  assumed  by  another  agency. 

Members  of  the  Franklin  County  Advisory  Board  shall  continue  to  serve  as 
representatives  of  their  respective  towns  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Charter  until  the  County 
Town  Meeting  representatives  begin  their  terms  on  July  1 following  the  ratification  of  this 
Charter. 

SECTION  11-3  Effective  Date 

This  Charter  shall  become  fully  effective  on  the  first  business  day  in  January  in  the  year 
following  the  year  in  which  this  Charter  has  been  ratified  by  the  voters  of  Franklin  County. 
Any  measures  taken  that  affect  Section  3- 1(a)  prior  to  the  first  business  day  of  January  shall  be 
properly  undertaken  as  if  the  Charter  was  fully  effective.

I am  writing  in  response  to  your  letter  concerning  gas  tax 
revenues  and  to  give  you  an  update  on  the  House  budget  as  it 
relates  to  the  issue  of  state  aid  to  cities  and  towns. 

In  general,  the  fiscal  1993  budget  adopted  by  the  House  last 
week  is  level  funded  with  respect  to  local  aid.  However, 
the  House  version  of  the  budget  does  contain  some  additional 
funding  --  and  a proposed  change  in  Proposition  2 1/2  --  that 
that  should  prove  beneficial  to  Leverett  and  other 
communities . 

First  of  all,  the  budget  does  include  $39  million  statewide 
that  will  go  to  cities  and  towns  on  the  cherry  sheet  to  pay 
for  local  highway  work.  This  is  the  account  that  is  funded 
from  the  gas  tax,  and  Leverett  was  one  of  the  communities  v 
that  contacted  me  to  ask  for  my  support  in  seeing  that  the 
state  gives  municipalities  their  rightful  15  percent  of  those 
revenues.  The  budget  also  contains  a provision  forbidding 
the  use  of  the  state’s  2 1 -cent-a-gal Ion  gas  tax  for  anything 
other  than  highway  and  bridge  repairs  and  mass  transportation 
projects.  That  is  designed  to  prevent  the  diversion  of  gas 
tax  revenues  to  the  state’s  general  operating  budget  --  an 
issue  that  is  critical  to  you  and  to  me  and  on  which  we  have 
worked  together  in  the  past. 

In  addition  to  the  $39  million  for  municipalities,  another 
$110  million  is  set  aside  to  go  immediately  --  contracts 
would  have  to  be  awarded  by  Aug.  15  --  for  highway 
construction  projects  throughout  the  state.  That  pot  of 
money  is  intended  to  repair  roads  and  bridges  and 
generate  jobs  to  help  stimulate  the  economy.  The  projects  in 
western  Massachusetts  could  provide  help  for  unemployed 
construction  workers  in  the  area. 
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The  budget  also  includes  an  additional  $186  million  in  state 
aid  for  education.  Of  that,  $84  million  is  to  be  distributed 
to  every  city  and  town  on  a $100  per  pupil  basis.  The 
remaining  $102  million  will  be  directed  through  the  Equal 
Educational  Opportunity  Grant  program  to  communities  spending 
below  the  statewide  average  on  public  education. 

The  budget  also  contains  --  as  it  did  last  year  before  Gov. 
weld’s  veto  — a change  in  Proposition  2 1/2  that  would  allow 
cities  and  towns  to  move  the  tax-abatement  overlay  reserve 
out  from  under  the  levy  cap. 

I want  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  for  your  efforts  on 
the  issue  of  local  aid.  The  suggestions  and  input  I received 
--  and  the  spirit  of  communication  and  cooperation  --  have 
been  and  will  continue  to  be  very  helpful  during  this  budget 
process.  If  you  have  questions  or  if  I can  provide  further 
information,  please  let  me  know.

Dear  Ms.  Kelty: 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  on  the  issue  of  defense  spending. 
In  my  view  the  recent  events  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern 
Europe  have  substantially  reduced  the  threat  to  our  national 
security.  We  now  have  an  unprecedented  opportunity  to  maintain 
sufficient  military  capabilities  at  substantially  lower  levels 
of  spending. 

In  October  1990,  Congress  and  the  Bush  Administration  signed 
a budget  agreement  which  cut  defense  spending  by  21  percent  over 
the  next  five  years.  These  cuts  were  based  on  the  end  of  the 
Warsaw  Pact,  the  withdrawal  of  Soviet  troops  from  Eastern  Europe, 
and  the  conclusion  of  treaties  limiting  conventional  forces  in 
Europe  and  strategic  nuclear  arms.  Now,  however,  the  collapse  of 
the  Soviet  Union  enables  us  to  reduce  our  defense  spending  even 
faster  than  was  assumed  at  the  time  of  the  1990  agreement. 

I have  introduced  a proposal  to  reduce  the  defense  budget  by 
$210  billion  between  now  and  1999  and  re-direct  the  savings  to 
pay  for  essential  investments  here  at  home,  without  increasing 
the  deficit.  We  should  revise  the  1990  budget  agreement  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

We  should  make  future  defense  reductions  with  two  principles 
in  mind.  First,  the  reductions  should  be  part  of  a sensible 
step-by-step  plan  that  protects  the  military  forces  that  we  still 
need  for  our  national  security.  Second,  the  reductions  should 
treat  our  military  personnel,  who  have  served  so  well,  with 
fairness  and  compassion.  With  these  principles  in  mind,  the 
savings  should  come  from  several  specific  areas. 

We  must  begin  by  eliminating  gold-plated  nuclear  weapon 
systems.  President  Bush  initiated  needed  reductions  last 
September,  by  unilaterally  withdrawing  the  U.S.  arsenal  of 
tactical  nuclear  weapons.  He  also  canceled  development  of  the 
mobile  MX  missile  and  the  Midgetman  missile,  and  took  our 
strategic  bombers  off  day-to-day  alert.  These  were  constructive 
steps  back  from  the  nuclear  brink  that  were  amply  justified  as 
responses  to  the  dramatic  reductions  in  East-West  tensions. 
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Unf ortunately , the  Administration  failed  to  apply  the  same 
compelling  logic  to  halt  production  of  the  B-2  bomber  and 
scale-back  Star  Wars  from  its  Cold  War  spending  levels. 

The  B-2  bomber,  which  was  designed  to  defeat  sophisticated 
Soviet  air  defenses,  has  become  too  costly  and  unnecessary.  The 
availability  of  another  strategic  bomber,  the  B-1,  allows  us  to 
cancel  the  B-2  program.  Currently  priced  at  $850  million  each, 
the  B-2's  cancellation  would  save  an  estimated  $20-$30  billion 
over  the  remainder  of  the  decade,  and  these  savings  could  be  used 
for  urgent  domestic  priorities  such  as  education  and  health  care. 

The  Strategic  Defense  Initiative  program  should  be 
restrained  and  refocused  on  theater  defense  systems.  SDI  should 
concentrate  on  the  area  of  greatest  threat  --  shorter-range 
missiles  in  the  hands  of  renegade  leaders,  like  Saddam  Hussein. 
The  Patriot  air  defense  missile  proved  itself  in  the  Gulf.  This 
system  and  other  more  advanced  theater  defense  systems  should  be 
continued.  But,  we  should  reduce  funding  for  other  programs  that 
were  part  of  President  Reagan's  original  Star  Wars  proposals.  By 
refocusing  SDI  on  the  theater  missile  threat  and  limiting  spend- 
ing on  more  exotic,  space-based  systems,  we  can  save  $15-20 
billion  over  the  next  five  years. 

Additional  savings  can  be  achieved  by  modernizing  our 
conventional  forces  and  emphasizing  systems  best  suited  for 
regional  conflicts  in  the  Third  World.  To  achieve  this  goal, 
we  should  move  forward  with  the  V-22  Osprey  vertical  flight 
aircraft,  the  C-17  cargo  plane  and  development  of  a cheaper 
substitute  for  the  SSN-21  submarine.  We  should  also  improve  our 
fast  sealift  capabilities,  while  deferring  the  new  Army  tank  and 
helicopter  proposed  to  defend  against  the  now  remote  possibility 
of  a land  offensive  in  Central  Europe. 

Further  savings  can  be  achieved  by  reducing  the  portions  of 
the  defense  budget  devoted  to  NATO,  without  sacrificing  the 
defensive  capabilities  required  to  meet  the  military  threats  that 
remain.  In  particular,  the  number  of  active  duty  forces  in 
Europe  can  be  reduced  well  below  the  150,000  now  planned  by 
relying  more  on  reserve  forces. 

As  we  make  reductions,  we  must  continue  to  be  vigilant 
regarding  the  uncertain  course  of  events  in  the  former  Soviet 
Union,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  status  of  the  large 
number  of  nuclear  weapons  in  the  Soviet  arsenal.  Congress  has 
already  authorized  the  use  of  up  to  $400  million  in  defense  funds 
to  help  with  their  safe  and  effective  dismantling  and  disposal. 

In  the  coming  decade,  many  serious  challenges  will  be  facing 
the  nation  here  at  home.  We  need  to  allocate  more  resources  to 
strengthen  areas  such  as  education  and  health  care.  It  is  time 
to  turn  away  from  the  development  of  expensive  and  wasteful 
weapon  systems  and  toward  essential  domestic  investments  and 
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middle-class  tax  relief.  The  savings  that  will  result  from 
sensible  reductions  in  defense  spending  are  critical  for  meeting 
these  needs.  Again,  thank  you  for  writing  to  me  on  this 
important  issue.

Thank  you  for  letting  me  know  of  your  town's  support  for 
sharply  reducing  military  expenditures,  and  shifting  those  funds 
to  meeting  the  needs  of  communities  and  local  businesses. 

I fully  agree  with  you  that  we  need  to  make  significant  cuts 
in  the  defense  budget,  and  direct  that  spending  towards  improving 
our  domestic  economy,  and  I have  been  actively  supporting  these 
goals  in  the  Congress. 

Unfortunately,  the  House  of  Representatives  failed  to  pass  a 
bill,  which  I co-sponsored,  to  eliminate  the  already  outdated 
"firewalls"  which  currently  prevent  us  from  shifting  military 
spending  towards  domestic  purposes.  I also  voted  for  a federal 
budget,  which  the  House  also  rejected,  which  would  have  cut 
defense  spending  by  $49.6  billion  in  fiscal  year  1993  alone.  By 
contrast,  President  Bush  has  proposed  cutting  defense  spending  by 
only  $7.6  billion  this  year,  and  taking  five  years  to  cut  $50 
billion.  The  budget  adopted  by  the  Congress  calls  for  a cut  of 
$11  billion  this  year  — better  than  the  President,  but  short  of 
my  goal. 

The  need  for  these  funds  at  home  is  as  clear  as  the  reduced 
need  for  them  to  counter  a Soviet  threat.  We  must  invest  in  our 
economy  — in  our  workers,  in  our  businesses,  and  in  our 
communities.  We  owe  it  to  our  defense  workers,  and  to  every 
worker  in  this  country,  to  help  them  get  the  skills  they  need  to 
compete  in  today's  economy. 

I am  supporting  several  pieces  of  legislation  which  will 
increase  job  training  for  workers,  and  encourage  investment  in 
our  businesses.  I believe  the  government  must  take  a more  active 
interest  in  the  health  of  our  businesses,  and  in  helping  them  get 
the  assistance  they  need  to  be  more  productive  and  compete  in  the 
world  economy.  I recently  filed  legislation,  the  Small  Business 
Manufacturing  Extension  Act  of  1992,  to  meet  that  need.  I am 
also  co-sponsoring  legislation  to  invest  significant  federal 
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funds  in  our  cities  and  towns,  on  desperately  needed 
infrastructure  improvements  and  other  projects. 

Thank  you  again  for  sharing  the  town's  views  with  me,  and 
please  contact  me  again  if  there  is  any  way  I can  be  of  further 
assistance .

Other  provisions  of  the  deferral  law  remain 
substantially  the  same.  The  Department  of  Revenue's  Division 
of  Local  Services  has  issued  a second  memorandum  on  the 
deferral  option  describing  the  new  law.  The  MMA  has  also 
followed  up  its  earlier  mailing  on  the  deferral  with  a second 
letter  outlining  the  benefits  and  problem  areas. 

The  deferral  option  was  included  in  the  FYS2  state 
budget  to  provide  financially  strapped  cities  and  towns  with 
an  accounting  means  to  balance  FY92  budgets.

Communities  and  districts  will  continue  to  calculate  the 
amount  of  the  deferral  as  explained  in  IGR  No.  91-103. 


Assessments  for  regional  school  districts  that  have 
already  been  approved  and  then  reduced  on  account  of  the 
deferral  will  be  restored  to  their  original  amount*  if  the 
district  rejects  the  deferral.  Appropriations  for  local 
school  budgets  that  had  been  reduced  on  account  of  the 
deferral  will  be  restored  to  their  original  level  unless 
the  community  votes  to  accept  the  deferral. 

Because  the  deferral  is  only  authorized  for  one  year  under 
the  new  law,  any  city,  town  or  district  that  implements 
the  deferral  will  have  to  raise  the  amount  deferred  in  its 
FY9 3 tax  rate  or  district  budget,  unless  additiional 
legislation  is  enacted  to  permit  the  amortization  or 
further  deferral  of  such  amounts. 


5.  A city  or  town  that  has  a balanced  budget  and  does  not

LEVERETT  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
APRIL  27,  1991,  RECONVENED  JUNE  12,  1991

As  I explained  in  a recent  telephone  conversation,  I am  submitting 
bylaw  changes  as  voted  at  our  Annual  Town  Meeting  which  convened  on 
April  27,  1991  and  adjourned  on  June  12,  1991. 

The  changes  fall  into  two  categories.  Articles  24,  25,  and  28  are 
General  Bylaw  changes  and  I followed  the  general  procedure  in  reporting 
these  to  you.  The  Town  also  voted  to  adopt  a codification  of  the  General 
Bylaws  as  published  by  General  Code  Publishers.  Because  the  publication 
was  originally  done  in  1988  but  not  adopted  or  used  at  all  due  to  pending 
zoning  revisions,  the  actual  book  will  not  be  complete  in  its  final  revision 
until  several  updates  are  included.  I will  forward  a copy  of  the  final 
edition  to  you  as  soon  as  it  is  available. 

The  second  category  of  change  is  the  bulk  of  the  accompanying  packet. 

The  town  voted  an  entirely  new  zoning  bylaw  package,  through  a series  of 
separate  warrant  articles.  The  first,  lengthy  article  basically  reorganizes 
and  renumbers  the  bulk  of  the  old  laws,  and  the  subsequent  articles  deal  with 
items  that  represent  substantial  changes  to  the  bylaws.  I have  attached 
a copy  of  both  the  old  (current)  zoning  bylaws  and  a complete  copy  of  the 
newly  voted  bylaws  to  form  5.  The  Planning  Board  worked  for  two  years  on 
these  revisions  with  Attorney  Mark  Bobrowski,  who  drafted  the  wording  of 
the  warrant  articles.  I hope  I have  submitted  these  in  a workable  fashion. 
Please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  me  if  there  are  any  questions  or  problems.

2100 . Districts . 

2110.  Establishment.  For  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law, 
the  Town  of  Leverett  is  hereby  divided  into  the  following 
districts : 


Residential/Village  RV 

Residence/Rural  RR 

General  Business  GB 

Commercial  COM 


Four  additional  "overlay"  districts  are  also  hereby  created: 
a Stream  and  Lake  Protection  District  (pursuant  to  Section 
4500) , a Flood  Hazard  District  (pursuant  to  Section  4400) , 
an  Aquifer  Protection  District  (pursuant  to  Section  4300) , 
and  a Scenic  Roads  Protection  District  (pursuant  to  Section 
4600) . 

The  boundaries  of  these  districts  are  defined  and  set 
forth  on  the  map  entitled,  "Zoning  Map,  Leverett,  Mass.," 
dated  January,  1973,  amended  April  1989,  prepared  by  T.S. 
Bacon,  Jr. , as  may  be  subsequently  amended  by  vote  of  Town 
Meeting.  This  map  is  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk.  This  map 
and  all  explanatory  matter  therein  are  hereby  made  a part  of 
this  Zoning  By-Law. 

2120.  Boundary  Definition.  Except  when  labelled  to  the 
contrary,  boundary  or  dimension  lines  shown  approximately 
following  or  terminating  at  street,  railroad,  or  utility 
easement  center  or  layout  lines,  boundary  or  lot  lines  at 
water  body  shoreline  or  the  channel  of  a stream,  shall  be 
construed  to  be  actually  at  those  lines;  when  shown 
approximately  parallel,  perpendicular,  or  at  an  angle  to 
such  lines  shall  be  construed  to  be  actually  parallel, 
perpendicular,  or  at  an  angle  thereto.  When  not  located  in 
any  other  way,  boundaries  shall  be  determined  by  scale  from 
the  map. 

2130.  Existing  Lots.  Where  a district  boundary  line 
divides  any  lot  existing  at  the  time  such  line  is  adopted, 
the  use  regulations  for  any  district  in  which  the  lot  has 
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frontage  on  a street  may  be  extended  not  more  than  forty 
(40)  feet  into  the  other  district.

2240.  Accessory  Buildings  and  Uses.  Any  use  permitted  as  a 
principal  use  is  also  allowed  as  an  accessory  use,  as  are 
others  customarily  accessory  and  incidental  to  permitted 
principal  uses. 

2241.  Home  Occupations.  A business  or  profession  may 
be  engaged  in  as  an  accessory  use  of  a dwelling  by  a 
resident  of  that  dwelling,  upon  issuance  of  a special 
permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  if  conforming  to  the 
following  conditions: 

a.  The  occupation  or  profession  shall  be  carried  on 
wholly  within  the  principal  building  or  within  a 
building  or  other  structure  accessory  thereto. 

b.  Not  more  than  thirty  (30)  percent  of  the  combined 
floor  area  of  the  residence  and  any  accessory 
structures  shall  be  used  in  the  home  occupation. 

c.  The  home  occupation  shall  be  accommodated  within 
an  existing  structure  without  extension  thereof. 

d.  Not  more  than  two  persons  not  a member  of  the 
household  shall  be  employed  on  the  premises  in 
the  home  occupation. 

e.  Except  for  a permitted  sign,  there  shall  be  no 
exterior  display,  no  exterior  storage  of  materials, 
and  no  other  exterior  indication  of  the  home  occu- 
pation, or  other  variation  from  the  residential 
character  of  the  premises. 

f.  No  disturbance  shall  be  caused  as  defined  in  Section 
3420. 

g.  Traffic  generated  shall  not  exceed  volumes  normally 
expected  in  a residential  neighborhood. 

h.  Parking  generated  shall  be  accommodated  off-street, 
other  than  in  a required  front  yard,  and  shall  not 
occupy  more  than  10%  of  lot  area. 

i.  Home  occupations  in  an  Aquifer  Protection  District 
shall  not  use  or  store  hazardous  materials,  as 
defined  herein,  in  quantities  greater  than 

5 gallons  or  5 lbs. 

2242.  Animals.  Horses  and  other  animals,  including 
pigs,  chickens,  and  other  farm  animals,  used  for  non- 
commercial or  non-agricultural  purposes,  may  be  stabled 
(as  an  accessory  use)  within  the  R-R  and  R-V  districts. 
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2243.  Accessory  Scientific  Uses.  Uses,  whether  or  not 
on  the  same  parcel  as  activities  permitted  as  a matter 
of  right,  which  are  necessary  in  connection  with 
scientific  research  or  scientific  development  or 
related  production,  may  be  permitted  upon  the  issuance 
of  a special  permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  provided 
that  the  Board  finds  that  the  proposed  use  does  not 
substantially  derogate  from  the  public  good. 

2244.  One  house  trailer,  mobile  home,  camping  vehicle, 
or  tent  may  be  used  as  an  accessory  dwelling  on  a lot 
for  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  in  any  twelve  (12) 
month  period.  One  house  trailer,  mobile  home,  camping 
trailer,  or  similar  vehicle,  not  used  for  dwelling 
purposes,  may  be  stored  out  of  doors  on  a lot. 

2245.  No  garage  building  or  accessory  building  shall 
be  used  as  a dwelling  unit  if  it  is  located  on  a lot 
with  a principal  structure  serving  as  a residence. 

2246.  Rental  of  a single  room  in  a principal 
residential  structure  is  permitted  as  an  accessory  use. 

2247.  Dimensional  Regulation:  Accessory  Uses.  Accessory 
structures  may  not  be  placed  within  required  yards,  except 
that  permitted  signs  may  be  located  within  a required  front 
yard,  and  a permitted  one-story  accessory  structure  may  be 
located  within  a required  rear  yard  provided  that  it 
occupies  not  more  than  25%  of  the  required  yard,  and  provide 
that  it  is  not  located  within  10  feet  of  any  property 

line. 

2250.  Nonconforming  Uses.  Any  use  or  structure  not 
conforming  with  this  By-Law  may  be  continued  if  the  use 
or  structure  was  lawfully  existing  at  the  time  it  became 
nonconforming,  subject  to  the  following: 

2251.  Alteration,  Extension,  or  Change.  As  provided 
in  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.6,  a nonconforming  single  or 
two-family  dwelling  may  be  altered  or  extended  provided 
that  the  Building  Inspector  determines  that  doing  so 
does  not  increase  the  nonconforming  nature  of  said 
structure.  Other  pre-existing  nonconforming  structures 
or  uses  may  be  extended,  altered,  or  changed  in  use  on 
special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  in  accordance 
with  Section  5300  herein,  upon  a finding  by  the  Board 
that  such  alteration,  extension,  or  change  will  not  be 
substantially  more  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood 
than  the  existing  nonconforming  use.  Once  changed  to 

a conforming  use,  no  structure  or  land  shall  be 
permitted  to  revert  to  a nonconforming  use. 

2252.  Abandonment.  A nonconforming  use  which  has  been 
abandoned,  discontinued  for  a period  of  two  years  (five 
years  for  agriculture,  horticulture,  floriculture, 
silviculture  or  viticulture) , or  changed  to  a 
conforming  use,  shall  not  be  reestablished,  and  any 
future  use  of  the  premises  shall  conform  to  this  Zoning 
By-Law. 
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2253.  Restoration.  Any  legally  existing  nonconforming 
building  or  structure  may  be  reconstructed  if  destroyed 
by  fire  or  other  accidental  or  natural  cause  if  such 
reconstruction  is  begun  within  twelve  (12)  months  and 
completed  within  twenty-four  (24)  months  from  the  date 
of  the  catastrophe  (unless  a longer  period  is  granted 
by  special  permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals) . 
Notwithstanding  the  above,  any  structure  so  restored 
shall  not  exceed  in  volume  or  area  the  original  non- 
conforming  structure,  except  that  where  the  original 
structure  was  non-conforming  by  virtue  of  its  relation 
to  the  set-back,  rear  yard,  or  side  yard  requirements 
of  this  By-Law,  any  restoration  may  exceed  in  volume  or 
area  the  original  non-conforming  structure  as  long  as 
the  foundation  of  the  restored  structure  is  not  in 
greater  noncompliance,  as  to  set-back,  rear  yard,  or 
side  yard,  than  the  original  structure. 

2254.  Premises  may  be  changed  from  one  category  of  non- 
conforming  use  to  another  only  on  special  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Appeals.  Such  special  permit  shall  be 
granted  only  for  uses  no  more  damaging  or  inharmonious 
with  the  environs  than  the  use  being  replaced. 

2255.  Additions  and  accessory  buildings  which  are 
associated  with  existing  residences  that  are  non- 
conforming  by  reason  of  being  closer  to  lot  boundaries 
than  is  permitted  by  these  by-laws  may  be  built  as 
close,  but  not  closer,  to  the  lot  boundaries  than  the 
existing  residence. 

2300 . Dimensional  Reguirements . 

2310.  General.  No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  used, 
premises  used,  or  lot  changed  in  size  or  shape  except  in 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  unless 
exempted  by  this  By-Law  or  by  statute  (see  especially 
M.G.L.A.  ch.  4 0A , s.6). 

2320.  Multiple  Principal  Structures.  Not  more  than  one 
principal  structure  shall  be  erected  on  a lot,  unless 
otherwise  authorized  in  this  By-Law,  or  unless  pursuant  to 
a special  permit  issued  by  the  Planning  Board  in  accordance 
with  Section  5300  herein  and  the  following  conditions: 

2321.  No  principal  building  shall  be  located  in 
relation  to  another  principal  building  on  the  same  lot, 
or  on  an  adjacent  lot,  so  as  to  cause  danger  from  fire; 

2322.  All  principal  buildings  on  the  lot  shall  be 
served  by  access  ways  suitable  for  fire,  police,  and 
emergency  vehicles; 

2323.  All  of  the  multiple  principal  buildings  on  the 
same  lot  shall  be  accessible  via  pedestrian  walkways 
connected  to  the  required  parking  for  the  premises, 
and  to  each  principal  building. 
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2330.  Rear  Lots.  Rear  lots  shall  not  be  allowed  in  General 
Business  or  Commercial  Districts.  Individual  lots  in 
Residence  Districts  need  not  have  the  required  amount  of 
street  frontage,  provided  that  all  of  the  following 
conditions  can  be  met  for  each  individual  lot  lacking  such 
frontage: 

2331.  The  area  of  said  lot  is  at  least  double  the 
minimum  area  normally  required  for  the  district. 

2332.  A building  line  is  designated  on  the  plan,  and 
the  width  of  the  lot  at  that  line  equals  or  exceeds  the 
number  of  feet  normally  required  for  street  frontage  in 
the  district. 

2333.  Lot  width  is  at  no  point  less  than  30  feet,  and 
lot  frontage  is  not  less  than  30  feet.  Frontage  shall 
meet  all  of  the  requirements  contained  in  the 
definition  for  "frontage"  in  Article  VI,  herein. 

2334.  Not  more  than  one  (1)  rear  lot  shall  be  created 
from  a property,  or  a set  of  contiguous  properties  held 
in  common  ownership  as  of  April  30,  1988. 

Documentation  to  this  effect  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Planning  Board  along  with  the  application  for  Approval 
Not  Required  or  Definitive  Subdivision  Plans  under  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law.  The  Building  Inspector  shall 
not  issue  a building  permit  for  any  rear  lot  without 
first  establishing  that  compliance  with  this  provision 
has  been  determined  by  the  Planning  Board. 

2335.  At  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  rear  lot,  it 
shall  be  held  in  common  and  contiguous  ownership  with 
the  front  lot. 

2336.  The  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  an 
application  for  creation  of  a rear  lot  unless  the 
applicant  submits  a plan  under  the  Subdivision  Control 
Law  depicting  both  the  rear  lot  and  the  front  lot  from 
which  the  rear  lot  was  created. 

2337.  Where  a single-family  structure  is  situated  on  a 
rear  lot,  the  front,  rear,  and  side  yards  shall  equal  or 
exceed  those  required  in  the  district.  However,  where 

a two-family  structure  is  situated  on  a rear  lot,  the 
rear  lot  shall  have  50%  more  lot  area,  side  yard 
setback,  and  frontage  than  is  otherwise  required  by 
Section  2330  or  Section  2340,  whichever  is  greater.

ARTICLE  III.  GENERAL  REGULATIONS . 

3100 . Parking  and  Loading  Requirements . 

3110.  General.  Adequate  off-street  parking  must  be  provided 
to  service  all  parking  demand  created  by  new  construction, 
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whether  through  new  structures  or  additions  to  old  ones,  and 
by  change  of  use  of  existing  structures.  Such  parking  shall 
be  on  the  sa}e  premises  as  the  activity  it  serves,  or  within 
300  feet  on  a separate  parcel,  which  may  be  jointly  used 
with  other  premises  for  this  purpose,  provided  that  the 
continued  joint  use  of  such  parcel  be  ensured  through  an 
agreement  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

3120.  Schedule  of  Parking  Area  Requirements.  In  applying 
for  a building  or  occupancy  permit,  the  applicant  must 
demonstrate  that  the  following  minimums  will  be  met  for  the 
new  demand  without  counting  existing  parking: 

Dwellings:  Two  spaces  per  dwelling  unit. 

Motels,  hotels,  lodging  houses:  One  space  per  guest 

unit  plus  one  additional  space  per  eight  guest  units 
or  fraction  thereof. 

Retail  stores,  offices:  One  space  per  150  square  feet 

of  leasable  floor  area. 

Industrial  or  wholesale:  Four  spaces  per  five 

employees  on  the  largest  shift. 

Places  of  assembly:  One  space  per  three  seats,  or  one 

space  per  12  square  feet  of  seating  area,  whichever 
is  greater. 

Hospitals:  One  space  per  bed. 

Nursing  homes:  One  space  per  four  beds. 

All  others:  As  determined  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

3130.  Parking  Area  Design.  No  off-street  parking  area  shall 
be  maintained  within  20  feet  of  a street  right-of-way  line. 
All  required  parking  areas  except  those  serving  single- 
family or  two-family  residences  shall  be  paved  or  covered 
with  some  other  appropriate  surface,  except  that  oil  and 
stone  surfaces  shall  not  be  permitted.  For  parking  areas 
of  eight  (8)  cars  or  more,  Sections  3131  - 3132  shall  apply: 

3131.  Parking  area  use  shall  not  require  backing  onto  a 
public  way. 

3132.  Parking  lots  for  8 or  more  cars  shall  be  screened 
from  any  residential  use  or  district  which  is  abutting 
or  separated  from  it  only  by  a street,  pursuant  to 
Section  3432. 

3140.  Loading  Requirements.  Adequate  off-street  loading 
facilities  and  space  must  be  provided  to  service  all  needs 
created  by  new  construction,  whether  through  new  structures 
or  additions  to  old  ones,  and  by  change  of  use  of  existing 
structures.  Facilities  shall  be  so  sized  and  arranged  that 
no  trucks  need  back  onto  or  off  of  a public  way,  or  be 
parked  on  a public  way  while  loading,  unloading,  or  waiting 
to  do  so. 
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3200 . Sight  Obstruction . 


At  corners,  no  sign  (except  signs  erected  by  a public 
agency),  fence,  wall,  hedge,  or  other  obstruction  shall  be 
allowed  to  block  vision  between  2 1/2  and  8 feet  above  the  street 
grade  within  an  area  formed  by  the  intersecting  street  lines  and 
a straight  line  joining  the  points  of  said  street  lines  20  feet 
back  from  their  point  of  intersection. 

3300 . Signs . 

3310.  In  Residence  Districts  the  following  signs  are 
permitted. 

3311.  For  each  residence  or  permitted  accessory  use, 
one  sign  not  over  six  square  feet  in  area  is  allowed. 

3312.  For  permitted  buildings,  structures  and  uses  of 
the  premises,  other  than  one  or  two  family  dwellings  and 
their  accessory  uses,  two  signs  not  over  six  square  feet 
in  total  area  are  allowed,  unless  the  Board  of  Appeals 
grants  a special  permit  for  a larger  sign. 

3313.  Temporary,  unlighted  signs  pertaining  to  the 
construction,  lease  or  sale  of  the  premises  are  allowed 
provided  such  signs  do  not  exceed  6 square  feet  in 
total  area. 

3320.  In  General  Business  and  Commercial  Districts,  signs 
advertising  the  name  of  the  firm  and  the  products  and 
services  produced  or  available  on  the  premises  are  permitted 
only  as  follows: 

3321.  One  (1)  sign  or  other  advertising  device 
attached  flat  against  the  wall  of  a building,  which 
does  not  project  above  the  wall  to  which  it  is  attached 
and  which  does  not  project  more  than  24  inches  from  the 
building  shall  be  allowed  for  each  firm  on  the 
premises.  The  aggregate  sign(s)  or  device (s)  serving 
all  firms  on  the  premises  shall  not  exceed  32  square 
feet  in  area,  and  no  single  sign  shall  exceed  16  square 
feet  in  area.  One  additional  sign  serving  all  firms  may 
be  attached  to  a marquee  which  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
building  provided  the  total  area  of  such  sign  does  not 
exceed  six  square  feet. 

3322.  As  an  alternative  to  Section  3321,  one  sign  or 
other  advertising  device  of  a free-standing  nature  may 
be  erected  for  each  firm  or  such  signs  may  be  combined 
into  one  or  more  units  provided  that  in  all  cases  the 
total  sign  area  for  the  premises  does  not  exceed  16 
square  feet  in  area  and  15  feet  in  height.  All  such 
signs  shall  be  located  at  least  10  feet  from  the 
public  right-of-way  and  20  feet  from  the  principal 
structure (s)  on  the  premises. 

3330.  General  Sign  Restrictions. 
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3331.  Signs,  announcements,  or  bulletin  boards  not 
exceeding  16  square  feet  in  area  are  allowed  in  all 
zoning  districts  in  connection  with  public,  charitable 
or  religious  uses. 

3332.  No  sign  or  advertising  device  shall  project  over 
any  pedestrian  or  vehicular  way  customarily  used  by  the 
public. 

3333.  No  exterior  sign  or  advertising  device  shall 
incorporate  motion  or  be  lighted  by  flashing  or 
blinking  lights  or  utilize  a change  in  light 
intensity. 

3334.  All  illumination  of  signs  or  other  advertising 
devices  shall  be  shielded  or  indirect.  No  exterior 
sign  or  interior  sign  visible  from  the  exterior  of  the 
structure  shall  be  illuminated  during  hours  the  business 
is  not  open,  provided,  however,  that  no  sign  in  a 
Residence  District  shall  be  illuminated  after  9:00  p.m. 

3335.  No  non-accessory  sign  or  billboard  shall  be 
allowed. 

3336.  Signs  required  by  federal  or  state  law  are 
allowed  in  all  districts.  Signs  posting  land  against 
trespassing,  hunting,  or  fishing,  are  also  allowed  in 
all  districts. 

3340.  Signs  Allowed  on  Special  Permit.  The  Board  of  Appeals 
may  grant  special  permits  as  follows,  without  application 
of  Section  5330. 

3341.  For  changes  in  existing  signs  on  nonconforming 
uses  in  Residence  Districts  provided  such  changes  are 
within  the  limits  established  for  General  Business  and 
Commercial  Districts,  and  not  detrimental  to  the 
neighborhood . 

3342.  For  a directional  or  identification  sign  in  any 
district  where  such  sign  will  serve  the  public 
convenience  and  not  be  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood 
with  respect  to  size,  location,  or  design. 

3350.  Temporary  Signs.  Temporary  signs  (except  for  signs 
relating  to  sale,  rental,  or  construction  on  the  premises 
governed  by  Section  3313)  referring  to  a political  campaign 
public  event  shall  be  allowed,  provided  that  each  sign  does 
not  exceed  twelve  (12)  square  feet  in  area.  No  such 
temporary  sign  shall  be  displayed  more  than  one  month  prior 
to  the  election  or  event,  and  such  signs  shall  be  removed 
within  7 days  of  the  completion  of  the  activity  to  which 
they  relate. 

3400.  Environmental  Controls. 


3410.  Erosion  Control.  Site  design,  materials,  and 
construction  processes  shall  be  designed  to  avoid  erosion 
damage,  sedimentation,  or  uncontrolled  surface  water  runoff 
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by  conformance  with  the  following: 

3411.  Grading  or  construction,  or  natural  site 
characteristics,  which  will  result  in  final 

slopes  of  25%  or  greater  on  50%  or  more  of  lot  area,  or 
on  30,000  square  feet  or  more  on  a single  parcel,  even 
if  less  than  half  the  lot  area,  shall  be  allowed  only 
under  special  permit  from  the  Planning  Board,  which 
shall  be  granted  only  upon  demonstration  that  adequate 
provisions  have  been  made  to  protect  against  erosion, 
soil  instability,  uncontrolled  surface  water  runoff,  or 
other  environmental  degradation.  Section  5330  shall 
not  be  applicable  to  such  special  permit  applications. 
Applications  and  plans  for  such  special  permits  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  their 
advisory  review. 

3412.  All  slopes  exceeding  15%  from  site  grading  shall 
either  be  covered  with  topsoil  to  a depth  of  4"  and 
planted  with  vegetative  cover  sufficient  to  prevent 
erosion  or  be  retained  by  a wall  constructed  of 
masonry,  reinforced  concrete  or  treated  pile 

or  timber. 

3413.  No  area  or  areas  totalling  2 acres  or  more  on  any 
parcel  or  contiguous  parcels  in  the  same  ownership  shall 
have  existing  vegetation  clear-stripped  or  be  filled  6" 
or  more  so  as  to  destroy  existing  vegetation  unless 

in  conjunction  with  agricultural  activity,  or  unless 
necessarily  incidental  to  construction  on  the  premises 
under  a currently  valid  building  permit,  or  unless 
within  streets  which  are  either  public  or  designated  on 
an  approved  subdivision  plan,  or  unless  a special 
permit  is  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  on  condition 
that  runoff  will  be  controlled,  erosion  avoided,  and 
either  a constructed  surface  or  cover  vegetation  will 
be  provided  not  later  than  the  first  full  spring  season 
immediately  following  completion  of  the  stripping 
operation.  No  stripped  area  or  areas  which  are  allowed 
by  special  permit  shall  remain  through  the  winter 
without  a temporary  cover  of  winter  rye  or  similar 
plant  material  being  provided  for  soil  control,  except 
in  the  case  of  agricultural  activity  where  such 
temporary  cover  would  be  infeasible.  Section  5330 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  such  special  permit 
applications . 

3414.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  require 
information  of  the  applicant,  in  addition  to  that 
otherwise  specified  herein,  necessary  to  ensure 
compliance  with  these  requirements,  including,  if 
necessary,  elevations  at  key  locations,  description 
of  vegetative  cover,  and  the  nature  of  impoundment 
basins  proposed,  if  any. 

3415.  Where  resultant  site  grades  will  exceed  15%,  the 
town  shall  require  a performance  bond  to  ensure 
compliance  with  these  requirements. 
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3416.  Hillside  areas  shall  be  retained  with  vegetative 
cover  as  follows:

3420.  Disturbances.  No  use  shall  be  allowed  if  it  will  cause  sound, 
noise,  vibration,  odor,  or  flashing  (except  for  warning  devices,  temp- 
orary consrtuction , or  maintenance  work,  parades,  recreational  or  agri- 
cultural activities,  or  other  special  circumstances)  so  as  to  create  a 
nuisance. 


3430.  Landscaping. 

3431.  Parking  lots  for  8 or  more  cars  shall  contain, 
or  be  bordered  (within  5 feet)  by,  at  least  one  tree 
per  5 cars  or  fraction  thereof,  trees  to  be  of  2" 
caliper  or  larger,  and  if  within  the  parking  area,  to 

be  planted  in  curbed  soil  plots  allowing  not  less  than  - 
30  square  feet  of  unpaved  soil  area  per  tree. 

3432.  All  outdoor  sales  display  areas,  all  commercial 
buildings  or  commercial  outdoor  recreation  areas,  parking 
areas  with  more  than  8 spaces,  all  mobile  homes,  and 

all  two-family  structures  shall  be  screened  from  any 
adjacent  residential  use  or  district  by  a wall,  fence, 
or  be  equivalently  obscured  by  natural  vegetation. 
Contractor's  yards,  open  storage,  loading  facilities, 
or  service  yards  shall  be  similarly  screened  from  any 
adjacent  residential  district  or  use  and  from  any 
public  way  from  which  they  would  otherwise  be  visible, 
and  shall  not  be  located  within  any  required  front  yard. 

**** 


3600.  Unregistered  Motor  Vehicles . 

Unregistered  motor  vehicles  (other  than  farm  vehicles)  which  are 
unfit  for  use,  permanently  disabled,  or  otherwise  inoperative 
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shall  not  be  stored,  parked,  or  placed  upon  any  land  in  the  Town 
for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  unless  such  vehicles  are  kept 
within  a building  or  are  otherwise  screened  or  located  so  as  not 
to  be  visible  from  a public  way  or  from  abutting  properties. 
Vehicles  which  are  kept  in  an  area  properly  approved  for  such 
storage  by  a licensed  dealer  in  motor  vehicles  are  exempt  from 
this  by-law. 

3700 . Rate  of  Development. 

3710.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  Section  3700,  "Rate  of 
Development,"  is  to  promote  orderly  growth  in  the  Town 
of  Leverett,  consistent  with  the  rate  of  residential 
growth  over  the  last  six  (6)  calendar  years,  to  phase 
growth  so  that  it  will  not  unduly  strain  the  community's 
ability  to  provide  basic  public  facilities  and  services, 
to  provide  the  Town,  its  boards  and  its  agencies 
information,  time,  and  capacity  to  incorporate  such  growth 
into  the  Master  Plan  for  the  community,  and  to  preserve  and 
enhance  existing  community  character  and  the  value  of 
property. 

3720.  General.  Beginning  on  January  1,  1991,  building 
permits  for  not  more  than  26  dwelling  units  shall  be  issued 
in  each  of  the  five  full  calendar  years  following  said  date, 
for  the  construction  of  new  residential  dwellings.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  Section  3700,  a duplex  or  two-family 
structure  shall  constitute  two  dwelling  units;  a principal 
residence  with  an  accessory  apartment  therein  shall 
constitute  two  dwelling  units. 

3730.  Procedures.  Any  building  permits  issued  shall  be 
issued  in  accordance  with  the  following  procedures; 

3731.  Building  permits  shall  be  issued  on  Monday 
(or,  in  the  case  of  a holiday,  on  Wednesday)  of 
each  week  by  the  Building  Inspector.  The  Building 
Inspector  shall  act  on  each  permit  in  order  of 
submittal.  Any  permit  application  that  is 
incomplete  or  inaccurate  shall  be  returned  to  the 
applicant  and  shall  require  new  submittal. 

3732.  From  the  first  Monday  in  January  through  the 
last  Monday  in  June,  one  (1)  permit  shall  be  issued 
per  week.  Permits  not  issued  in  any  week  of  the 
calendar  year  in  accordance  with  this  schedule 
shall  be  available  in  any  subsequent  week  up  to  the 
last  Monday  in  June  for  issuance  by  the  Building 
Inspector.  If  all  26  permits  have  not  been  issued  by 
the  last  Monday  in  June,  the  remaining  permits  shall 
be  issued  as  applied  for. 

3733.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  mark  each 
application  with  the  time  and  date  of  submittal,  and 
shall  act  on  each  application  in  a timely  manner. 

3734.  Any  Building  Permits  not  issued  in  any 
calendar  year  shall  not  be  available  for  issuance  in 
any  subsequent  year. 
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3735.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  this 
by-law  is  in  effect,  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
retain  all  applications  for  which  a building  permit 
has  not  been  issued.  Upon  being  informed  in  writing 
by  the  applicant  before  the  first  Monday  in  January 
of  the  succeeding  calendar  year  that  the  applicant 
desires  the  application  to  remain  in  effect,  the 
Building  Inspector  shall  treat  said  application  in 
accordance  with  Section  3733,  above. 

3736.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  3700  shall 
be  deemed  to  entitle  an  applicant  to  more  building 
permits  in  any  calendar  year  than  such  applicant 
would  be  entitled  to  under  Section  3800,  below. 

3740.  Special  Needs  Housing.  Upon  a determination  by  the 
Planning  Board  under  a special  permit  application  that  the 
proposed  development  will  meet  special  needs  in  housing 
provision,  the  proposed  development  shall  be  exempt  from 
this  Section  3700  in  its  entirety.  Such  special  permit 
exempting  the  applicant  from  Section  3700  shall  be  granted 
if  the  housing  is  proposed  by  a public  or  non-profit 
organization  relying  on  committed  state  or  federal  subsidies 
and  a majority  of  the  units  will  initially  be  sold  or  leased 
at  terms  affordable  to  households  or  individuals  with 
incomes  not  exceeding  those  defined  as  "moderate  income"  by 
the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Communities  & 
Development.  Other  applicants  may  qualify  for  a special 
permit  upon  a showing  that  a majority  of  the  units  will 
initially  be  sold  or  leased  at  terms  affordable  to 
households  or  individuals  with  incomes  not  exceeding  those 
defined  as  "moderate  income"  by  the  Massachusetts  Executive 
Office  of  Communities  & Development,  or  upon  a showing  that 
the  housing,  because  of  its  type,  affordability,  or  market, 
significantly  diversifies  the  Leverett  housing  stock. 

Section  5330  shall  not  apply  to  such  special  permit 
applications . 

3750.  Exemptions.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  3700 
shall  not  apply  to,  nor  limit  in  any  way,  the  granting  of 
building  or  occupancy  permits  required  for  enlargement, 
restoration,  or  reconstruction  of  dwellings  existing  on 
lots  as  of  the  date  of  passage  of  this  by-law,  but  shall 
apply  to  the  conversion  of  single-family  to  two-family 
dwellings . 

3760.  Extension.  This  Section  3700  may  be  extended  without 
lapse  of  its  provisions  and  limitations,  by  vote  of  the  Town 
Meeting  prior  to  April  of  1995. 

3800 . Subdivision  Phasing. 

3810.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  Section  3800,  "Subdivision 
Phasing,"  is  to  assure  that  growth  shall  be  phased  so  as 
not  to  unduly  strain  the  town's  ability  to  provide  public 
facilities  and  services,  so  that  it  will  not  disturb  the 
social  fabric  of  the  community,  and  so  that  it  will  be  in 
keeping  with  the  community's  desired  rate  of  growth. 
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3820.  Applicability.  Any  division  of  land  into  more  than 
10  lots  in  any  twelve  month  period  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations  and  conditions  set  forth  herein. 

3830.  Requirements.  Whenever  a new  lot  or  lots  is  or  are 
formed  from  a part  of  any  other  lot  or  lots,  the  assembly  or 
separation  shall  be  effected  in  such  a manner  as  to  not 
impair  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  by-law,  and  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Regulations  of  the 
Town  of  Lever ett. 

3840.  Division  of  Land  Limitations.  The  division  of  a 
parcel  or  combined  adjacent  parcels  of  land  in  any  zoning 
district  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  lots  in  any  twelve 
month  period.  This  provision  shall  apply  to  any  proposed 
division  or  combination  of  properties  which  were  in  the 
same  ownership  and  contiguous  as  of  April  25,  1987.  The 
foregoing  provisions  shall  be  applicable  to  all  subdivision 
of  land  within  the  Town  of  Leverett  even  if  approval  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law,  G.L.  c.  41,  is  not  required. 

3850.  Exceptions.  Division  of  land  in  excess  of  ten  (10) 
lots  as  defined  in  Section  3840,  above,  may  be  allowed  only 
if  one  of  the  following  requirements  are  met: 

3851.  The  owner  of  said  land  covenants  with  the 
Planning  Board  that  she  will  not  build  upon  more  than 
ten  (10)  lots  in  any  12  month  period.  Said  12  month 
period  shall  commence  on  the  date  of  endorsement  by 

the  Planning  Board.  The  covenant  shall  identify  the  lots 
that  may  be  built  upon  in  each  12  month  period.  The 
covenant  shall  be  recorded  with  all  other  pertinent 
documents  with  the  Definitive  Plan  or  the  plan  which 
has  been  endorsed  "Approval  Not  Required;" 

3852.  The  owner  of  said  land  applies  for  and  receives 
a special  permit  from  the  Planning  Board  to  create  more 
than  10  lots  in  any  12  month  period.  The  Planning  Board 
may  grant  a special  permit  for  such  division  only  if 
the  Board  determines  that  the  probable  benefits  to  the 
community  outweigh  the  probable  adverse  effects  resulting 
from  granting  such  permit,  considering  the  impact  on 
schools,  other  public  facilities,  traffic  and 
pedestrian  travel,  recreational  facilities,  open 

spaces  and  agricultural  resources,  traffic  hazards, 
preservation  of  unique  natural  features,  planned  rate 
of  development,  and  housing  for  senior  citizens  and 
people  of  low  or  moderate  income,  as  well  as  Master  Plan 
or  Growth  Management  Plans  prepared  by  the  Planning  Board 
pursuant  to  M.G.L.A.  ch.  41,  s.  81D.  Section  5330 
shall  not  be  applicable  to  such  special  permit 
applications . 

3860.  Zoning  Change  Protection.  The  protection  against 
subsequent  zoning  change  granted  by  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.6  to 
land  in  a subdivision  shall,  in  the  case  of  a development  whose 
completion  has  been  constrained  by  this  Section  3800,  or  subject 
to  the  covenant  as  provided  in  Section  3851,  be  extended  to  ten 
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3870.  Relation  to  Real  Estate  Assessment.  Any  land  owner 
denied  a building  permit  because  of  these  provisions  may  appeal 
to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  in  conformity  with  M.G.L.A.  ch.  59, 
s.  59,  for  a determination  as  to  the  extent  to  which  the 
temporary  restriction  on  development  use  of  such  land 
shall  affect  the  assessed  valuation  placed  on  such  land 
for  purposes  of  real  estate  taxation,  and  for  abatement 
as  determined  to  be  appropriate. 

3900 . Site  Plan  Review. 

3910.  Applicability  and  Procedure.  Applications  for  building 
permits  for  duplexes,  or  for  nonresidential  or  nonagricultural 
construction,  including  applications  for  extensions,  alterations, 
or  changes  to  duplexes,  available  as  of  right,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  an  approved  Site  Plan  in  accordance  with  the 
criteria  specified  below.  Such  approval  from  the  Planning 
Board  shall  be  obtained  prior  to  application  for  a building 
permit.  Applicants  shall  submit  four  (4)  copies  of  the  site 
plan  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review.  The  Planning  Board 
shall  review  and  approve  the  site  plan,  with  such  conditions  as 
may  be  deemed  appropriate,  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  its 
receipt,  and  notify  the  applicant  of  its  decision.  The  decision 
of  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  upon  a majority  of  those 
present  and  shall  be  in  writing.  No  building  permit  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  without  the  written  approval  of 
the  site  plan  by  the  Planning  Board,  or  unless  60  days  lapse  from 
the  date  of  the  submittal  of  the  site  plan  without  action  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Applications  for  special  permits  for  nonresidential  or 
nonagricultural  construction  or  uses,  including  applications 
for  extension,  alteration,  or  changes  to  nonconforming 
nonresidential  or  nonagricultural  structures  or  uses,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  four  (4)  copies  of  a site  plan  in 
accordance  with  the  criteria  specified  below.  Site  plans 
accompanying  applications  such  special  permits  shall  be 
referred  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  where  applicable, 
to  the  Planning  Board  within  seven  days  of  filing  for  its 
review  and  written  report,  and  no  special  permit  shall  be 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  without  the  written  approval  of 
the  site  plan  by  the  Planning  Board,  or  unless  45  days  lapse 
from  the  date  of  the  application  without  action  by  the  Planning 
Board.  Where  the  Planning  Board  approves  a site  plan 
"with  conditions",  and  said  site  plan  accompanies  a special 
permit  application  to  the  Board  of  Appeals,  the  conditions 
imposed  by  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  incorporated  into  the 
issuance,  if  any,  of  a special  permit  by  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

3920.  Plans.  Plans  subject  to  this  section  shall  show: 

3921.  Existing  and  proposed  topography  at  2 foot  or  1 

meter  contour  intervals; 

3922.  Water  provision,  including  fire  protection  measures ; 

3923.  Sanitary  sewerage; 
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3924.  Storm  drainage,  including  means  of  ultimate  disposal 
and  calculations  to  support  maintenance  of  the  require- 
ments in  Sections  3000  and  4000  of  the  Planning  Board's 
Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations; 

3925.  Parking,  access,  and  egress  provisions; 

3926.  Planting,  landscaping,  and  screening; 

3927.  All  boundary  line  information  pertaining  to  the  land 
sufficient  to  permit  location  of  same  on  ground; 

3928.  Compliance  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  this 
Zoning  By-Law. 

3930.  Site  Plans  shall  be  submitted  on  24-inch  by  36-inch 
sheets.  Plans  shall  be  prepared  by  a Registered  Professional 
Engineer  and  a Registered  Land  Surveyor.  Dimensions  and 
scales  shall  be  adequate  to  determine  that  all  requirements 
are  met  and  to  make  a complete  analysis  and  evaluation  of  the 
proposal.  All  plans  shall  have  a minimum  scale  of  1"=200'. 

3940.  Site  Plan  approval  shall  be  granted  upon  determination 
by  the  Planning  Board  that  the  following  conditions  have 
been  satisfied.  The  Planning  Board  may  impose  reasonable 
conditions,  even  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  to  ensure 
that  the  following  conditions  have  been  satisfied.  Any  new 
building  construction  or  other  site  alteration  shall  provide 
adequate  access  to  each  structure  for  fire  and  service 
equipment  and  adequate  provision  for  utilities  and  stormwater 
drainage  consistent  with  the  functional  requirements  of  the 
Planning  Board's  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations.  New 
building  construction  or  other  site  alteration  shall  be 
designed  in  the  Site  Plan,  after  considering  the  qualities  of 
the  specific  location,  the  proposed  land  use,  the  design  of 
building  form,  grading,  egress  points,  and  other  aspects  of 
the  development,  so  as  to: 

3941.  Minimize  the  volume  of  cut  and  fill,  the  number 
of  removed  trees  6"  caliper  or  larger,  the  length  of 
removed  stone  walls,  the  area  of  wetalnd  vegetation 
displaced,  the  extent  of  stormwater  flow  increase 

from  the  site,  soil  erosion,  and  threat  of  air  and  water 
pollution; 

3942.  Maximize  pedestrian  and  vehicular  safety  both  on 
the  site  and  egressing  from  it; 

3943.  Minimize  obstruction  of  scenic  views  from  publicly 
accessible  locations; 

3944.  Minimize  visual  intrusion  by  controlling  the 
visibility  of  parking,  storage,  or  other  outdoor 
service  areas  viewed  from  public  ways  or  premises 
residentially  used  or  zoned; 

3945.  Minimize  glare  from  headlights  through 
plantings  or  other  screening; 
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3946.  Minimize  lighting  intrusion  through  use  of  such 
devices  as  cut-off  luminaires  confining  direct  rays  to 
the  site,  with  fixture  mounting  not  higher  than  20  feet; 

3946.  Minimize  unreasonable  departure  from  the 
character  and  scale  of  building  in  the  vicinity,  as 
viewed  from  public  ways. 

3947.  Minimize  contamination  of  groundwater  from 
on-site  waste-water  disposal  systems  or  operations  on 
the  premises  involving  the  use,  storage,  handling,  or 
containment  of  hazardous  substances. 

3950.  Lapse.  Site  plan  approval  shall  lapse  after  one  year 
from  the  grant  thereof  if  a substantial  use  thereof  has  not 
sooner  commenced  except  for  good  cause.  Such  approval  may, 
for  good  cause,  be  extended  in  writing  by  the  Planning  Board 
upon  the  written  request  of  the  applicant. 

3960.  Regulations.  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  and  from  time 
to  time  amend  reasonable  regulations  for  the  administration  of 
these  Site  Plan  guidelines. 

ARTICLE  IV.  SPECIAL  REGULATIONS . 


4100 • Campers  and  Campgrounds. 

4110 . Campers  may  be  occupied  either  in  a campground, 
or  by  non-paying  guests  accessory  to  a residence  for  up 
to  30  days  in  any  calendar  year.  Campers  may  be  stored 
accessory  to  a residence. 

4111  . Campgrounds.  Campgrounds  are  allowed  only  on 
special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and  following 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Health,  and  shall  conform  to 
the  following  minimum  requirements; 

a.  parcel  mimimum  area  to  be  twenty  (20)  acres. 

b.  each  rental  plot  shall  be  at  least  5,000  sq. 
ft.,  and  not  more  than  50  plots  shall  be 
allowed  per  campground. 

c.  campers  shall  not  be  placed  within  80  feet  of  a 
street  or  a lot  line. 

d.  site  plan  approval  from  the  Planning  Board. 

4200 . Earth  Removal . The  removal  from  any  premises  of  more 
than  50  cubic  yards  of  sand,  gravel,  stone,  topsoil,  loam,  or 
similar  materials  within  any  twelve-month  period  shall  be  allowed 
only  on  special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  unless  such 
removal  is  incidental  to  construction  on  the  premises  under  a 
current  building  permit,  or  routine  to  farming  operations  and 
noncommercial.  A special  permit  shall  be  granted  subject  to  the 
following  conditions,  and  subject  to  the  special  permit  criteria 
of  Section  5300,  below.

4210.  Plan.  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a plan 
or  plans  indicating  existing  topography,  base  grades  below 
which  no  excavation  will  take  place,  existing  and  proposed 
cover  vegetation,  and  proposed  topography  upon  completion. 

4220.  Screening  and  Noise.  Excavation  areas  and  processing 
equipment  shall  be  screened  by  buffer  strips  or  other  means, 
and  noise  and  dust  shall  be  controlled  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  Section  3420. 

4230.  Restoration.  Following  removal,  all  excavated  areas 
shall  be  restored  by  grading  to  provide  for  drainage  and  for 
slopes  not  to  exceed  one  foot  vertical  to  two  feet 
horizontal,  and  by  covering  with  four  inches  of  topsoil,  and 
by  planting  with  cover  vegetation,  all  of  which  shall  have 
been  established  prior  to  release  of  the  bond. 

4240.  Bond.  A performance  bond  shall  be  posted  in  an  amount 
sufficient  to  assure  satisfactory  fulfillment  of  all  of  the 
above  requirements. 

Aquifer  Protection  District. 

4310.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  the  Aquifer  Protection 
District  is  to  protect  the  public  health  by  preventing 
contamination  of  the  ground  and  surface  water  resources 
providing  existing  or  potential  public  water  supply,  as  may 
be  contained  within  the  aquifer  recharge  areas  within  the 
town. 

4320.  Establishment  of  Districts.  The  Aquifer  Protection 
Districts  are  herein  established  as  overlay  districts.  The 
Aquifer  Protection  Districts  include  aquifer  recharge 
areas,  as  identified  on  the  map  entitled  "Aquifer 
Protection  District  Overlay,"  Leverett,  Mass.,  January  1987. 
The  map  is  hereby  made  a part  of  this  Zoning  By-Law  and  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

4321.  Where  a portion  of  the  lot  is  located  partially 
within  and  partially  without  an  Aquifer  Protection 
District,  site  design  shall,  to  the  extent  feasible, 
locate  potential  pollution  sources  outside  the  district 
boundaries.  If  any  portion  of  a proposed  residential 
building  lot  lies  within  an  Aquifer  Protection 
District,  the  entire  lot  shall  be  subject  to  the 
dimensional  requirements  and  restrictions  of  the  Aquifer 
Protection  District,  unless  a special  permit  is  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  accordance  with  Section 
4380,  herein. 

4322.  Where  the  boundaries  of  the  Aquifer  Protection 
District  are  in  doubt  or  dispute,  the  burden  of  proof 
shall  be  upon  the  owner  of  the  land  in  question  to  show 
where  the  boundaries  shall  be  properly  located. 
Resolution  of  boundary  disputes  shall  be  through  a 
finding  made  by  the  Planning  Board.  Any  application 
for  a finding  under  this  subsection  4322  shall  be 
accompanied  by  documentation  prepared  by  a person  who 
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meets  the  following  two  requirements: 


1.  Is  experienced  in  delineating  hydrogeologic  zones  in 
Massachusetts,  and 

2.  Has  one  of  the  following  credentials:

The  Planning  Board  may  require  the  applicant,  in  making 
the  determination  of  the  location  and  extent  of  aquifer 
recharge  areas  (where  such  are  in  doubt  or  dispute) , to 
conduct  such  field  tests,  at  the  applicant's  expense, 
including  core  samples  of  the  soil,  as  may  be  reasonably 
necessary. 

4330.  Use  Regulations. 

4341.  Within  an  Aquifer  Protection  District,  the 
requirements  of  the  underlying  districts  continue  to 
apply,  except  that  uses  are  prohibited  where  indicated 
by  "N"  in  the  following  schedule,  and  require  a Special 
Permit  where  indicated  by  "SP",  even  where  the 
underlying  district  requirements  are  more  permissive. 
Uses  permitted  in  the  underlying  districts  are 
otherwise  allowed  in  an  Aquifer  Protection  District.

4340.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  The  Special 
Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA)  shall  be  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  Such  Special  Permit  may  be  granted  if  the  SPGA 
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determines  that  the  intent  of  this  Section  4300,  as  well  as 
the  specific  criteria  of  Section  4360  are  met.  In  making 
such  determination,  the  SPGA  shall  give  consideration  to  the 
simplicity,  reliability,  and  feasibility  of  the  control 
measures  proposed  and  the  degree  of  threat  to  groundwater 
quality  which  would  result  if  the  control  measures  failed. 

Any  Special  Permit  required  under  this  Section  4300  shall  be 
in  addition  to,  and  separate  from,  any  other  Special  Permit 
required  under  any  section  of  this  Zoning  By-Law. 

4350.  Procedure.  Applicants  shall  file  six  (6)  copies  of 
applications  for  Special  Permits  with  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
Whenever  an  application  for  a Special  Permit  is  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Section  4340,  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  transmit  within  10  working  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  completed  application,  copies  of  the 
application  and  other  documentation,  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  and  the 
Building  Inspector  for  their  consideration,  review,  and 
report.  The  copies  necessary  to  fulfill  this 
requirement  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

Failure  of  these  reviewing  parties  to  make 

recommendations  within  35  days  after  having  received 

copies  of  all  such  required  materials  shall  be  deemed  a lack  of 

opposition  thereto.  The  Decision/Findings  of  the  Board  of 

Appeals  shall  contain,  in  writing,  an  explanation  for  any 

departures  from  the  recommendations  of  any  reviewing  party. 

4360.  Special  Permit  Criteria.  Special  Permits  hereunder  shall 
be  granted  only  if  the  SPGA  determines  (without  application 
of  Section  5330) , after  reviewing  the  recommendations  of  the 
reviewing  parties  delineated  in  Section  4350,  that  the  proposed 
use: 


4361.  Is  in  harmony  with  the  purpose  and  intent  of 
this  by-law  and  will  promote  the  purpose  of  the  Aquifer 
Protection  District; 

4362.  Is  appropriate  to  the  existing  topography, 
soils,  and  other  natural  characteristics  of  the  site  to 
be  developed; 

4363.  Is  adequately  provided  with  sewage  and  water 
facilities  or  possesses  suitable  soils  for  on-site 
wastewater  disposal  and  water  systems; 

4364.  Will  not  have  an  adverse  environmental  impact 
on  any  watershed,  watercourse,  or  water  body  in  the 
district,  during  construction  or  thereafter; 

4365.  Will  not  result  in  groundwater  quality  below  the 
more  restrictive  of  federal  or  state  standards  for 
drinking  water,  or,  if  existing  groundwater  quality  is 
already  below  those  standards,  on-site  disposal  or 
operations  will  result  in  no  further  deterioration. 

4370.  Submittals.  In  applying  for  a Special  Permit  hereunder, 
the  SPGA  shall  require  the  information  listed  below,  unless 
waived  or  modified  by  the  SPGA,  with  reasons  therefor. 
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An  application  shall  not  be  deemed  filed  until  all  required 
information  is  filed  with  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

4371.  A description  of  soil  erosion  and  sedimentation 
control  measures;  provisions  to  prevent  soil 
compaction;  provisions  to  prevent  seepage  from  septic 
systems  or  from  interior  floor  surfaces. 

4372.  A complete  list  of  all  chemicals,  pesticides, 
fuels,  or  other  potentially  hazardous  materials  to  be 
used  or  stored  on  the  premises  in  quantities  greater 
than  5 gallons  or  5 lbs.  accompanied  by  a description 
of  the  measures  proposed  to  protect  all  storage 
containers  from  vandalism,  corrosion,  and  leakage,  and 
to  provide  for  control  of  spills. 

4373.  A description  of  all  potentially  hazardous 
wastes  to  be  generated  in  quantities  greater  than 

5 gallons  or  5 lbs.,  accompanied  by  a description  of 
the  measures  proposed  to  protect  all  waste  storage 
facilities  from  vandalism,  corrosion,  and  leakage,  and 
to  provide  for  control  of  spills. 

4374.  For  aboveground  storage  of  hazardous  materials 
or  waste,  certification  by  a Registered  Professional 
Engineer  that  such  storage  facilities  or  containers 
are  (i)  in  compliance  with  all  applicable  federal  or 
state  regulations,  and  (ii)  in  compliance  with  design 
specifications,  as  prepared  by  a Registered  Professional 
Engineer. 

4375.  For  any  proposed  activity  on  a lot  which  will 
render  more  than  20  percent  of  the  total  lot  area 
impervious,  the  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 
drainage  calculations,  prepared  by  a Registered 
Professional  Engineer,  demonstrating  that  any  increase 
in  the  volume  of  runoff  shall  be  recharged  on-site  and 
diverted  towards  areas  with  vegetation  for  surface  in- 
filtration to  the  maximum  extent  feasible.  The  plan 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a narrative  statement 
explaining  the  use  of  any  dry  wells,  which  shall  be 
allowed  only  upon  a showing  that  other  methods  of 
drainage  are  infeasible,  and  that  such  dry  wells  are 
preceded  by  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps  to 
facilitate  removal  of  contaminants. 

4376.  For  any  use  retaining  less  than  60  percent  of 
lot  area  in  its  natural  vegetative  state,  the 
application  shall  be  accompanied  by  evidence, 
prepared  by  a Registered  Professional  Engineer,  to 
demonstrate  that  such  removal  of  vegetative  cover 
shall  not  result  in  decreased  recharge  of  the  ground- 
water  deposit,  or  increased  sedimentation  of  surface 
waters.  The  application  shall  also  indicate  proposed 
restoration  plans,  if  any,  or  erosion  control  methods 
proposed  for  the  premises. 

4377.  For  any  use  with  an  on-site  disposal  system 
for  domestic  wastes  with  a design  capacity  of  greater 
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than  2,500  gpd,  as  required  by  310  CMR  15.00, 
certification  by  a Registered  Professional  Engineer 
that  the  disposal  system  has  been  installed  in 
compliance  with  design  specifications,  accompanied  by  a 
narrative  statement  assessing  the  impact,  if  any,  of 
nitrates,  coliform  bacteria,  and  hazardous  materials 
from  the  disposal  system  on  any  wells  downgradient 
from  the  proposed  disposal  system. 

4378.  Applications  for  removal  of  earth,  loam,  sand, 
and  gravel,  or  any  other  mineral  in  excess  of  ten  cubic 
yards,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a narrative  statement, 
prepared  by  a Registered  Professional  Engineer, 
assessing  the  impact,  if  any,  of  the  proposed  activity 
on  groundwater  quality  downgradient  to  any  well.  No 
excavation  or  removal  shall  be  conducted  within  ten  (10) 
feet  of  the  seasonal  high  water  table  on  the  property 
in  question. 

4379.  Applications  for  animal  feedlots  or  manure  lots 
shall  be  accompanied  by  certification,  prepared  by  the 
Soil  Conservation  Service,  or  the  Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service,  that  the 
proposed  use  is  in  accordance  with  the  Best  Management 
Practices  of  that  agency. 

4380.  Special  Permits  for  Dimensional  Restrictions  for 
Residential  Lots.  Any  residential  building  lot  lying 
partially  within  and  partially  without  the  Aquifer 
Protection  District  may  apply  for  a special  permit  to 
waive  application  of  the  more  stringent  dimensional 
requirements  of  this  Section  4300.  The  SPGA  may  grant 
such  special  permit  (without  application  of  Section  5330) , 
only  upon  a determination  that  the  residential  construction 
will  not  increase  ground  or  surface  water  pollution.  In 
making  such  determination,  the  SPGA  shall  consider  the 
following  factors: 

4381.  The  use  of  the  lot,  the  type  and  nature  of 
proposed  structure (s) , pollution  sources  to  be 
placed  thereon  (including  wastewater  disposal)  ; 

4382.  The  use  of  adjacent  lots,  type  and  nature  of 
pollution  sources  thereon  (including  wastewater 
disposal) ; 

4383.  The  location  of  any  wells  or  other  domestic 
water  supplies  on  the  lot  or  an  adjacent  lot; 

4384.  The  percentage  of  the  lot  within  the 
Aquifer  Protection  District; 

4385.  The  density  of  the  surrounding  area; 

4386.  The  topographical  and  geological  features 
of  the  lot; 

4387.  The  extent  to  which  structures  and  potential 
pollution  sources  will  be  located  on  the  lot  without 
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the  Aquifer  Protection  District. 

4390.  Nonconforming  Uses.  Any  nonconforming  use  may 
continue  in  the  Aquifer  Protection  District,  pursuant  to 
G.L.  c.  40A,  s.  6,  and  may  be  extended,  altered,  or  changed 
provided  that  the  Board  of  Appeals,  as  a part  of  the  finding 
or  special  permit  decision  required,  determines  that  such 
extension,  alteration,  or  change  will  not  increase  the 
danger  of  groundwater  pollution  from  the  premises. 

4400 . Flood  Hazard  District. 

4410.  Purpose.  The  Flood  Hazard  District  is  established 
to  protect  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare, 
to  protect  human  life  and  property  from  the  hazards  of 
periodic  flooding,  to  preserve  natural  flood  control 
characteristics  and  flood  storage  capacity  of  the  flood 
plain,  and  to  preserve  and  maintain  the  ground  water  table 
and  water  recharge  areas  within  the  flood  plain. 

4420.  Establishment  of  Districts.  The  Flood  Hazard 
District  is  herein  established  as  an  overlay  district. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Flood  Hazard  District  are  defined 
as : 


4421.  All  areas  delineated  on  the  Leverett  Flood 
Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM),  dated  June  4,  1980,  as  Zones 
A,  A-l,  A-2 , and  A-3  to  indicate  the  100  year  flood 
plain.  The  boundary  of  the  100  year  flood  plain  is 
further  defined  by  the  Flood  Profiles  contained  in 

the  Flood  Insurance  Study,  dated  November  1979,  herein 
incorporated  into  this  by-law  by  reference;  and 

4422.  All  areas  delineated  on  the  Leverett  Flood 
Boundary  Floodway  Map  (FBFM) , dated  June  4,  1980, 
and  further  defined  by  the  Floodway  Data  Tables 
contained  in  the  Floof  Insurance  Study. 

4423.  Within  Zone  A,  where  the  100  year  flood 
elevation  is  not  provided  on  the  FIRM,  the  applicant 
shall  obtain  any  existing  flood  elevation  data  and 
provide  such  data  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  review. 

If  the  Board  of  Appeals  deems  such  data  to  be  accurate, 
it  may  be  relied  upon  for  purposes  of  this  by-law  and 
the  State  Building  Code. 

4430.  Use  Regulations. 

4341.  Within  a Flood  Hazard  District,  the 
requirements  of  the  underlying  districts  continue  to 
apply,  except  that  uses  are  prohibited  where  indicated 
by  "N"  in  the  following  schedule,  and  require  a Special 
Permit  where  indicated  by  "SP" , even  where  the 
underlying  district  requirements  are  more  permissive. 
Uses  permitted  in  the  underlying  districts  are 
otherwise  allowed  in  a Flood  Hazard  District.

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(a)  Temporary  non-residential  structures 

used  in  connection  with  growing,  harvesting,

4440.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  The  Special 
Permit  Granting  Authority  (SPGA)  shall  be  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  Such  Special  Permit  may  be  granted  if  the  SPGA 
determines  that  the  intent  of  this  Section  4400,  as  well  as 
the  specific  criteria  of  Section  4460  are  met.  In  making 
such  determination,  the  SPGA  shall  give  consideration  to  the 
simplicity,  reliability,  and  feasibility  of  the  control 
measures  proposed  and  the  degree  to  which  allowance  of  the 
use  would  increase  flood  levels  during  the  occurrence  of 
the  100  year  flood.  Any  Special  Permit  required  under 
this  Section  4400  shall  be  in  addition  to,  and  separate 
from,  any  other  Special  Permit  required  under  any  section 
of  this  Zoning  By-Law. 

4450.  Procedure.  Applicants  shall  file  six  (6)  copies  of 
applications  for  Special  Permits  with  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
Whenever  an  application  for  a Special  Permit  is  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Appeals  under  Section  4340,  the  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  transmit  within  10  working  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  completed  application,  copies  of  the 
application  and  other  documentation,  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  and  the 
Building  Inspector  for  their  consideration,  review,  and 
report.  The  copies  necessary  to  fulfill  this 
requirement  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

Failure  of  these  reviewing  parties  to  make 

recommendations  within  35  days  after  having  received 

copies  of  all  such  required  materials  shall  be  deemed  a lack  of 

opposition  thereto.  The  Decision/Findings  of  the  Board  of 

Appeals  shall  contain,  in  writing,  an  explanation  for  any 

departures  from  the  recommendations  of  any  reviewing  party. 

4460.  Special  Permit  Criteria.  Special  Permits  hereunder  shall 
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be  granted  only  if  the  SPGA  determines  (without  application 
of  Section  5330) , after  reviewing  the  recommendations  of  the 
reviewing  parties  delineated  in  Section  4450,  that  the  proposed 
use: 


4461.  Complies  in  all  respects  with  the  requirements 
of  the  underlying  district  in  which  the  land  is 
located; 

4462.  Via  encroachments,  including  fill,  new 
construction,  substantial  extension,  alteration  or 
change  to  existing  structures,  and  other  activities 
will  not  not  result  in  any  increase  in  flood  levels 
during  the  occurrence  of  the  100  year  flood. 

**** 


4600 . Scenic  Roads  Protection . 

4610.  Purpose  and  Applicability.  Pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  40, 
s.  15C , the  Town  of  Leverett  has  designated  all  public  ways 
as  Scenic  Roads.  Designation  as  a Scenic  Road  allows  the 
town  to  preserve  the  qualities  and  character  of  town  ways. 
It  is  the  intent  of  this  by-law  to  further  that  purpose. 

4620.  Requirements.  Any  repair,  maintenance,  construction, 
reconstruction,  or  paving  work  done  with  respect  to  a Scenic 
Road  shall  not  involve  or  include  the  cutting  or  removal  of 
trees  of  more  than  10"  dbh  (diameter/breast  height) , or  the 
tearing  down  or  destruction  of  stone  walls,  or  portions 
thereof,  except  with  the  prior  written  consent  of  the 
Planning  Board.  The  Planning  Board  will  hold  a hearing 
pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  40,  s.  15C  on  such  application. 

4630.  Decision.  The  Planning  Board  shall  consider  the 
following  criteria  in  reviewing  applications  under  this 
Section  4600: 

4631.  Public  safety; 

4632.  Enhancement  of  scenic  views  along  the  roadway; 

4633.  Preservation  of  historic  and  other  existing 
features ; 

4634.  Preservation  of  the  natural  environment. 

4640.  Regulations.  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt 
reasonable  regulations  for  the  administration  of  this 
by-law.

ARTICLE  V.  ADMINISTRATION. 


5100.  Administration. 


5110.  Permits.  This  By-Law  shall  be  administered  by  the 
Building  Inspector.  Buildings,  structures  or  signs  may  not 
be  erected,  substantially  altered,  moved,  or  changed  in  use 
and  land  may  not  be  substantially  altered  or  changed  in 
principal  use  without  certification  by  the  Building 
Inspector  that  such  action  is  in  compliance  with  then- 
applicable  zoning,  and  that  all  necessary  permits  have  been 
received  under  federal,  state,  or  local  law.  Issuance  of  a 
Building  Permit  or  Certificate  of  Use  and  Occupancy,  where 
required  under  the  Commonwealth's  State  Building  Code,  may 
serve  as  such  certification. 

5120.  Enforcement.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  institute 
and  take  any  and  all  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to 
enforce  full  compliance  with  any  and  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law  and  of  permits  and  variances 
issued  thereunder,  including  notification  of  non-compliance 
and  request  for  legal  action  through  the  Selectmen  to  Town 
Counsel . 

5130.  Penalties.  The  penalty  for  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  By-Law,  of  any  of  the  conditions  under 
which  a permit  is  issued,  or  of  any  decision  rendered  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  be  One  Hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  each  violation  continues 

shall  constitute  a separate  offense. 

5200 . Board  of  Appeals . 

5210.  Establishment.  There  is  hereby  established  a Board 
of  Appeals  which  shall  consist  of  five  members  and  three 
associate  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  and  act  in  all 
matters  under  this  By-Law  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A. 

5220.  Powers.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  granted  to  it  by  Chapters  40A,  40B,  and  41  of 
the  General  Laws  and  by  this  By-Law.  The  Board's  powers  are 
as  follows: 

5221.  To  hear  and  decide  applications  for  special 
permits.  Unless  otherwise  specified  herein,  the 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  serve  as  the  special  permit 
granting  authority,  to  act  in  all  matters  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  5300, 
unless  otherwise  specified. 

5222.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  or  petitions  for 
variances  from  the  terms  of  this  By-Law,  with  respect 
to  particular  land  or  structures.  Such  variance  shall 
be  granted,  pursuant  to  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.  10,  as 

may  be  amended,  only  in  cases  where  the  Board  of  Appeals 
finds  all  of  the  following: 

a)  A literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
By-Law  would  involve  a substantial  hardship, 
financial  or  otherwise,  to  the  petitioner  or 
applicant . 
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b)  The  hardship  is  owing  to  circumstances  relating  to 
the  soil  conditions,  shape,  or  topography  of  such 
land  or  structures,  and  especially  affecting  such 
land  or  structures  but  not  affecting  generally  the 
zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

c)  Desirable  relief  may  be  granted  without  either: 

(1)  substantial  detriment  to  the  public  good;  or 

(2)  nullifying  or  substantially  derogating  from  the 

intent  or  purpose  of  this  By-Law.  , 

d)  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not  grant  use  variances 
in  any  residential  district  of  the  Town. 

5223.  To  Hear  and  Decide  Other  Appeals.  Other  appeals 
will  also  be  heard  and  decided  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
when  taken  by: 

a)  any  person  aggrieved  by  reason  of  his  inability  to 
obtain  a permit  or  enforcement  action  from  any  ad- 
ministrative officer  under  the  provisions  of 
M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A;  or  by 

b)  the  Regional  Planning  Agency;  or  by 

c)  any  person  including  any  officer  or  Board  of  the 
Town  of  Leverett,  or  of  any  abutting  town,  if 
aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision  of  the  Building 
Inspector  or  other  administrative  official,  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  or 
this  By-Law. 

5224.  To  Issue  Comprehensive  Permits.  Comprehensive 
Permits  for  construction  may  be  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  for  construction  of  low  or  moderate  income 
housing  by  a public  agency  or  limited  dividend  or  non- 
profit corporation,  upon  the  Board's  determination  that 
such  construction  would  be  consistent  with  local  needs, 
whether  or  not  consistent  with  local  zoning,  building, 
health,  or  subdivision  reguirements , as  authorized 
under  M.G.L.A.  ch.  4 OB. 

5225.  To  Issue  Withheld  Building  Permits.  Building 
Permits  withheld  by  the  Building  Inspector  acting  under 
M.G.L.A.  ch.  41,  s.  81Y,  as  a means  of  enforcing  the 
subdivision  control  law,  may  be  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals  where  the  Board  finds  practical  difficulty  or 
unnecessary  hardship,  and  if  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  do  not  reguire  that  the  building  be  related  to  a 
way  shown  on  the  subdivision  plan  in  question. 

5226.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  under  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code,  as 
provided  under  Section  126  of  that  Code. 

5230.  Public  Hearings.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  hold 
public  hearings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
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General  Laws,  with  regard  to  all  appeals  and  petitions 
brought  before  it. 

5300 . Special  Permits . 

5310.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  Unless 
specifically  designated  otherwise,  the  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  act  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority. 

5320.  Public  Hearings.  Special  permits  shall  only  be  issued 
following  public  hearings  held  within  sixty-five  (65)  days 
after  filing  an  application  with  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority,  a copy  of  which  shall  forthwith  be  given  to  the 
Town  Clerk  by  the  applicant. 

5330.  Criteria.  Special  permits  shall  be  granted  by  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  unless  otherwise 
specified  herein,  only  upon  its  written  determination  that 
the  proposed  use  will  not  have  adverse  effects  on  either  the 
town  or  the  neighborhood,  in  view  of  the  particular 
characteristics  of  the  site,  and  of  the  proposal  in  relation 
to  that  site.  The  determination  shall  include  consideration 
of  each  of  the  following: 

5331.  Social,  economic,  or  community  needs  which 
are  served  by  the  proposal ; 

5332.  Traffic  flow  and  safety; 

5333.  Adequacy  of  utilities  and  other  public  services; 

5334.  Neighborhood  character  and  social  structures; 

5335.  Impacts  on  the  natural  environment; 

5336.  Potential  fiscal  impact. 

5340.  Conditions.  Special  permits  may  be  granted  with  such 
reasonable  conditions,  safeguards,  or  limitations  on  time  or 
use  as  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  deem 
necessary  to  serve  the  purposes  of  this  By-Law. 

5350.  Expiration.  Special  permits  shall  lapse  24  months 
following  special  permit  approval  (plus  such  time  required 
to  pursue  or  await  the  determination  of  an  appeal  referred 
to  in  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.  17,  from  the  grant  thereof)  if  a 
substantial  use  thereof  or  construction  has  not  begun, 
except  for  good  cause. 

5400 . Amendments . This  By-Law  may  from  time  to  time  be 
changed  by  amendment,  addition,  or  repeal  by  the  Town  Meeting  in 
the  manner  provided  in  M.G.L.A.  ch.  40A,  s.5,  and  any  amendments 
thereto. 

5500 . Applicability. 

5510.  Other  Laws.  Where  the  application  of  this  By-Law 
imposes  greater  restrictions  that  those  imposed  by  any  other 
regulations,  permits,  restrictions,  easements,  covenants,  or 
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agreements,  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  control. 

5520.  Conformance.  Construction  or  operations  under  a 
Building  or  Special  Permit  shall  conform  to  any  subsequent 
amendment  of  this  By-Law  unless  the  use  or  construction  is 
commenced  within  a period  of  six  months  after  the  issuance 
of  the  permit,  and  in  cases  involving  construction,  unless 
such  construction  is  continued  through  to  completion  as 
continuously  and  expeditiously  as  is  reasonable. 

5600 . Separability.  The  invalidity  of  any  section  or 
provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section 
or  provision  herein. 

ARTICLE  VI.  DEFINITIONS. 

In  this  By-Law,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meaning,  unless  other  meaning  is  required  by  the  context  or  is 
specifically  prescribed. 

Accessory  Apartment  shall  mean  a self-contained  dwelling  unit 
consisting  of  one  or  more  rooms  with  separate  kitchen 
facilities,  at  least  one  bathroom,  and  not  more  than  two  (2) 
bedrooms,  incorporated  within  a single-family  dwelling. 

Accessory  Building,  Structure , or  Use  shall  mean  a building 
or  structure  not  attached  to  any  principal  building  or 
structure,  or  a use  customarily  incidental  to  and  located  on 
the  same  lot  with  the  principal  building,  structure,  or  use. 

Aquifer  shall  mean  a geologic  formation  composed  of 

sand  and  gravel  that  contains  significant  amounts  of 
potentially  recoverable  groundwater. 

Aquifer  Recharge  Area  shall  mean  an  area  on  the 

surface  of  the  ground  where  infiltration  from 
precipitation  or  groundwater  flow  directly  recharges 
aquifers.  The  boundary  of  the  aquifer  recharge  area 
shall  be  the  contact  point  of  the  stratified  drift  deposit 
and  surrounding  till  or  bedrock  materials. 

Bed  and  breakfast  shall  mean  non-family  accomodations  for  short 
periods  (not  to  exceed  2 weeks)  with  breakfast  provided 
and  included  in  the  fee  and  with  the  owner  residing  on  the 
premises . 

Building  shall  mean  a structure  adapted  to  permanent  or 

continuous  occupancy  for  assembly,  business,  professional, 
education,  industrial,  institutional,  residential,  or 
storage  purposes,  and  the  term  "building"  shall  be 
construed  as  if  followed  by  the  words  "or  portion  thereof". 

Building  Height  shall  mean  the  vertical  distance  from  the 

mean  finish  grade  of  the  ground  adjoining  the  building  at 
the  street  side  to  the  highest  point  of  the  ridge. 

Building  Line  shall  mean  a line  indicating  the  approximate 

centerline  of  the  proposed  principal  building,  as  it  shall 
be  actually  laid  out,  extended  in  a straight  line  to  the 
length  of  at  least  the  required  frontage  in  the  district. 

Building,  Principal  shall  mean  the  building  in  which  is 

conducted  the  principal  use  of  the  lot  on  which  said 
building  is  located. 
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Campground  shall  mean  premises  used  for  travel  trailers, 

campers,  tenting,  or  for  any  temporary  overnight  facilities 
of  any  kind  where  a fee  is  charged. 

Commercial  Outdoor  Recreation  Area  shall  mean  a drive-in 

theater"]  golf  course/driving  range,  bathing  beach,  sports 
club,  horseback  riding  stables,  boathouse,  game  preserve, 
marina,  or  other  commercial  recreation  carried  on  in 
whole  or  in  part  outdoors  except  those  activities  more 
specifically  designated  elsewhere  in  this  by-law. 

Dwelling  shall  mean  any  building  containing  one  or  more 
dwelling  units. 

Dwelling  Single-Family  shall  mean  a dwelling  containing 
not  more  than  one  (1)  dwelling  unit,  except  where  an 
accessory  apartment  has  been  authorized. 

Dwelling,  Two-Family  shall  mean  a single  building 
containing  two  (2)  dwelling  units,  neither  of  which  is  an 
accessory  apartment. 

Dwelling,  Multi-Family  shall  mean  a single  building 
containing  three  (3)  or  more  dwelling  units. 

Dwelling  Unit  shall  mean  a building  or  part  of  a building 
occupied  or  suitable  for  occupancy  as  a residence  and 
arranged  for  the  use  of  one  or  more  individuals  living  as 
a single  housekeeping  unit  with  its  own  cooking, 
living,  sanitary  and  sleeping  facilities. 

Farm  Stand  shall  mean  a structure  of  semi-permanent  or 

temporary  type  located  in  a district  in  which  agricultural 
uses  are  allowed,  from  which  raw  products  are  offered  for 
sale  to  the  public. 

Frontage  shall  mean  the  boundary  of  a lot  coinciding  with  the 
street  line,  being  an  unbroken  distance  along  a way 
currently  maintained  by  the  town,  county,  or  state,  or 
along  ways  shown  on  the  Definitive  Plans  of  approved 
subdivisions,  through  which  actual  access  to  the  potential 
building  site  shall  be  required  (except  where  a "common 
driveway"  has  been  allowed  per  Section  3520,  herein) , 
and  the  street  has  been  determined  by  the  Planning  Board 
to  provide  adequate  access  for  fire,  police,  and  emergency 
vehicles.  Lot  frontage  shall  be  measured  continuously 
along  one  street  line  between  side  lot  lines,  or,  in  the 
case  of  corner  lots,  between  one  side  lot  line  and  the 
mid-point  of  the  corner  radius.  Lots  with  interrupted  or 
discontinuous  frontage  must  demonstrate  that  the  required 
length  along  the  street  may  be  obtained  from  one  (1) 
continuous  frontage  section,  without  any  totalling  of 
discontinuous  frontage  sections. 

Grade  shall  mean  the  rate  of  change  in  elevation  on  the 

surface  of  the  land,  as  measured  in  feet  of  vertical 
change  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  horizontal,  or  percent. 
(One  foot  vertical  change  per  one  hundred  feet  horizontal 
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is  equal  to  a one  percent  (1%)  grade.) 


Groundwater  shall  mean  all  waters  found  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  ground. 

Hazardous  Waste  shall  mean  any  waste  material  hazardous  to 

human  health  or  the  environment  as  designated  by  the  United 
States  EPA  under  40  CFR  Part  261  and  the  regulations  of 
the  Massachusetts  Dept,  of  Environmental  Protection 
pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  2 1C,  both  as  may  be  amended. 

Hotel  or  Motel  shall  mean  a building  or  group  of  buildings 
providing  accommodations  on  a transient  basis  for 
compensation,  not  meeting  the  definition  of  "Non- 
family Accommodations".  Accommodations  having  individual 
kitchen  facilities  (sink,  range,  and  refrigerator)  shall 
be  considered  dwelling  units. 

Impervious  Surface  shall  mean  the  impermeable  or  non-porous 

surface  of  roads,  buildings,  or  other  structures  on  or  above 
the  ground  that  do  not  allow  precipitation  to  be  absorbed 
into  the  underlying  soil. 

Junkyard  shall  mean  the  use  of  any  area  of  any  lot,  whether 

inside  or  outside  a structure,  for  the  storage,  salvage, 
keeping  or  abandonment  of  junk,  scrap,  or  discarded 
materials,  or  the  dismantling,  demolition,  or  abandonment 
of  automobiles  or  other  vehicles  or  machinery  or  parts 
thereof. 

Kennel  shall  mean  one  pack  or  collection  of  dogs  on  a single 

premises,  whether  maintained  for  breeding,  boarding,  sale, 
training,  hunting,  or  other  purposes,  and  including  any  shop 
where  dogs  are  on  sale,  and  also  including  every  pack  or 
collection  of  more  than  three  (3)  dogs,  three  months  old  or 
older,  owned  or  kept  by  a person  on  a single  premises 
regardless  of  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  maintained  or 
kept. 

Leachable  Waste  shall  mean  waste  materials,  including  but 

not  limited  to  solid  waste,  septic  and  other  sludge,  and 
pesticide,  herbicide,  and  fertilizer  residues  and  wastes, 
capable  of  releasing  water-borne  or  soluble  contaminants 
into  the  environment  by  leaching. 

Loading  Facility  shall  mean  an  off-street  space,  berth,  or 

dock  on  the  same  lot  as  the  building  it  serves,  for  the 
temporary  parking  of  vehicles  while  loading  and  unloading 
merchandise  and  material,  and  which  has  access  to  a street, 
alley  or  other  appropriate  means  of  ingress  and  egress. 

Lot  shall  mean  a single  area  of  land  in  one  ownership  defined 
by  metes  and  bounds  or  boundary  lines  in  a recorded  deed 
or  on  a recorded  plan. 

Lot , Corner  shall  mean  a lot  at  the  junction  of  and  fronting 
on  two  (2)  or  more  intersecting  streets. 

Lot  Line  shall  mean  a line  which  separates  one  or  more  lots 
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or  a lot  and  a street. 


Lot  Line,  Front  shall  mean  the  lines  separating  a lot 
from  the  right-of-way  of  a street. 

Lot , Rear  any  lot  meeting  the  requirements  of  Section  2330. 

Mobile  Home  shall  mean  a structure  transportable  in  one  or 
more  sections,  which  is  built  on  a permanent  chassis 
and  designed  to  be  used  as  a dwelling,  with  or  without 
a permanent  foundation  when  connected  to  the  required 
utilities,  but  not  including  recreational  vehicles  or 
travel  trailers.

including  billboards  and  any  other  internally  or 
decoratively  illuminated  building  surface  other  than 
unobstructed  window  glass.

health  if  it  were  discharged  onto  the  land,  or  into  the  air 
or  waters  of  the  town.  Toxic  or  hazardous  materials  include 
but  are  not  limited  to:  organic  chemicals,  petroleum 
products,  heavy  metals,  radioactive  or  infectious  wastes, 
acids  and  alkalies,  and  include  such  products  as  pesticides, 
herbicides,  solvents  and  thinners. 

Watershed  shall  mean  the  area  of  land  surrounding  a water 

body  that  naturally  or  artificially  drains  into  the  water 
body  or  aquifer. 

Yard  shall  mean  an  open  space  on  a lot  unoccupied  and 

unobstructed  by  any  building  or  structure,  except  the 
following:  fences,  walls,  poles,  posts,  paving,  and 
other  customary  yard  accessories,  ornaments,  and 
furniture;  or,  in  front  yards  only,  eaves,  steps, 
and  non-covered  porches.

3.  Notice  of  a Public  Hearing  on  the  proposed  Amendments 
was  duly  published  in  the  Amherst  Bulletin  on  March  13, 
1991  and  again  on  March  20,  1991.  A copy  of  the  Notice 
is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  "A". 


4.  In  addition,  copies  of  the  Notice  for  the  Public 

Hearing  were  mailed,  postage  pre-paid  to  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs,  The  Franklin  County  Regional 
Planning  Board,  the  Town  of  Sunderland  Planning  Board, 
the  Town  of  Montague  Planning  Board,  the  Town  of 
Wendell  Planning  Board,  the  Town  of  Shutesbury  Planning 
Board  and  the  Town  of  Amherst  Planning  Board.

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Chapter  30 
PERSONNEL 


30-1  Establishment  of  Personnel  Board;  statutory  authority 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in  MGL  C.  41  Sections.  108A 
and  108C,  there  shall  be  established  a Personnel  Board  which  shall 
administer  the  provisions  of  this  Personnel  Bylaw  of  the  Town  of 
Leverett,  determine  any  questions  arising  thereunder  and  advise 
the  Town  in  any  matters  pertaining  thereto. 

30-2  Title;  statutory  authority 

This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the  "Personnel  Bylaw  for  the  Town 
of  Leverett"  and  is  adopted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  MGL  C. 

41  Section  108C. 

30-3  Applicability 

This  bylaw  shall  be  applicable  to  all  persons  in  the  service  of 
the  Town  except  officials  elected  by  popular  vote,  Town  Counsel, 
persons  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee 
and  those  who  render  certain  intermittent  and  casual  services. 

30-4  Definitions 

As  used  in  this  bylaw,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have 
the  following  meanings  unless  a different  construction  is  clearly 
required  by  the  context  or  by  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth: 

Administrative  Authority  - The  elected  or  appointed  board  or  individual 
having  jurisdiction  over  a function  or  activity. 

Board  - The  Personnel  Board,  as  defined  in  Section  30-5  of  this  chapter. 

Casual  Service  - Personnel  service  rendered  by  an  employee  in  a 

position  calling  for  part-time  employment,  which  service  does  not 
constitute  continuous  employment.  This  service  is  rendered 
occasionally  and  without  regularity  according  to  the  demands 
therefor. 

Compensation  Plan  - The  totality  of  all  Wage  and  Salary  Schedules  as 
shown  in  "The  Town  of  Leverett  Employee  Handbook". 

Compensatory  Time  - Hours  worked  which  are  in  excess  of  the  normal  hours 
required  for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  position. 

Continuous  Employment  - Employment  uninterrupted  except  for 
vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  or  other  authorized  leave 
of  absence. 


DepartflieBl  = Any  department,  4 , eemmittee,  e©mmigsi©n 

or  other  agency  of  the  town  subject  to  this  bylaw. 

Department  Head  - The  individual  or  group  of  individuals 
within  a department,  board,  committee  or  commission 
with  the  auhtority  to  hire  or  recommend  individuals  to 
the  selectmen  for  hiring. 

Employee  - A person  who  receives  compensation  from  the  Town  for 

services  rendered,  other  than  those  employees  excluded  in  30-3. 

Full  Time  Employee  - An  employee  retained  in  full  time,  continuous 
employment  as  defined  below. 

Full  Time  Employment-  Employment  for  not  less  than  thirty 

(30)  hours  per  week  fifty-two  (52)  weeks  per  annum,  minus  legal 
holidays  and  authorized  vacation  leave,  sick  leave,  and  other 
authorized  leave  of  absence. 

Increment  - The  dollar  difference  between  step  rates. 

Intermittent  Service  - Personal  service  rendered  by  an  employee  in  a 

position  calling  for  part-time  employment,  which  service,  although 
constituting  continuous  employment  is  not  rendered  during 
prescribed  working  hours,  daily,  weekly  or  annually,  but  is 
rendered  according  to  the  demands  for  such  service. 

Maximum  Rate  - The  highest  rate  in  a range  which  an  employee  normally  is 
entitled  to  attain. 

Minimum  Rate  - The  lowest  rate  in  a range  which  is  normally  the  hiring 
rate  of  a new  employee. 

Part-Time  Employee  - An  employee  retained  in  part-time  employment. 

Part-Time  Employment  -Employment  for  less  than  full-time  employment,  as 
defined. 

Permanent  Employee  - Any  employee  retained  on  a continuing  basis  in  a 
permanent  position  as  defined. 

Permanent  Position  -Any  position  in  the  town  service  which  has  required 
or  which  is  likely  to  require  the  services  of  an  incumbent  without 
interruption  for  a period  of  more  than  six  (6)  calendar  months, 
either  on  a full-time  or  part-time  basis. 

Personal  Rate  -A  rate  above  the  maximum  rate  applicable  only  to  a 
designated  employee. 

Position  - An  office  or  post  of  employment  in  the  Town  service  for 
with  duties  and  responsibilities  calling  for  the  full-time  or 
part-time  employment  in  the  performance  and  exercise  thereof. 

Probationary  Employee  - An  employee  filling  a permanent  position  who  has 
been  employed  less  than  six  (6)  months. 


Pfeaelien  = A ehanp  f eem  a position  §i  a lewer  pay  and  @§Rip§fi§aii§fl  t§ 

a position  vith  greater  responsibilities  in  a higher  compensation 

level. 

Range  - The  dollar  difference  between  minimum  and  maximum  rates  of  pay. 

Rate  - A sum  of  money,  designated  as  compensation  for  hourly,  daily, 
weekly,  monthly,  annually  or  other  basis. 

Regular  Part-time  Employment  -Employment  in  a permanent 

position  of  an  employee  who  works  less  than  full  time. 

Temporary  Employee  - An  employee  in  a temporary  or  seasonal  position  as 
defined. 

Temporary  position  or  Seasonal  Position  - Any  position  in  the  Town 

service  which  requires  or  which  is  likely  to  require  the  service 
of  one  (1)  incumbent  for  a period  not  to  exceed  six  (6)  calendar 
months;  a seasonal  position  requiring  less  than  the  workweek  of 
its  occupation  group  shall  be  considered  part-time. 

Town  - The  Town  of  Leveret t 


30-5  Personnel  Board 

A.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  contained  in  MGL  Chapter  41  Section  108C, 

there  shall  be  established  a three  (3)  person  Personnel  Board 
which  shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this  personnel  bylaw, 
determine  any  questions  arising  thereunder  and  advise  the  Town  in 
any  matters  pertaining  thereto.  The  authority  of  this  bylaw 
charges  the  Personnel  Board  with  the  following  responsibilities: 

1.  Describing  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  all  positions  to 
which  this  bylaw  is  applicable. 

2.  Authorizing  a compensation  plan  for  those  positions. 

3.  Providing  for  the  administration  of  said  compensation  plan. 

4.  Establishing  working  conditions  and  fringe  benefits  for 
employees  occupying  the  positions  described  in  30-3. 

5.  Providing  for  the  compilation  and  revision  of  an  employee 
handbook  which  describes  the  conditions  of  employment  with  the 
Town  including  job  descriptions,  compensation  plans,  fringe 
benefits,  and  vacations. 

B.  The  membership  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows:  One  (1)  member  of 

the  Board  of  Seleetmtn,to  b©  drawn  frem  and  ehesen  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen;  one  (1)  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  be  drawn 
from  and  chosen  by  the  Finance  Committee;  and  one  (1)  member  at 
large  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  An  appointee  shall  be  a 
registered  voter  of  the  Town  and  shall  not  be  an  employee  of  the 
Town  or  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee.  The  term  of 
office  shall  be  for  three  (3)  years,  except  for  the  first  term, 
which  shall  be:  Selectmen,  one  (1)  for  one  (1)  year;  Finance 
Committee,  one  (1)  for  two  years  and  member  at  large  one,  (1)  for 
three  years.  The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  be  an  ex  officio 


member. 


C.  Vacancies,  other  than  by  expiration  of  terms,  shall  be  filled  in  the 

same  manner  and  by  the  same  authority  for  the  balance  of  the 
unexpired  term.  In  the  event  that  such  a vacancy  is  not  filled 
within  sixty  (60)  days  of  written  notice,  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  balance  of 
the  unexpired  term. 

D.  A member  may  be  appointed  to  succeed  himself /herself , but  the 

entire  tenure  shall  not  exceed  three  (3)  consecutive  terms  of 
office  [nine  (9)  years] . 

E.  The  Board  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  specified 

in  MGL  C. 41  Section  108C. 

F.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  Board  has  been  appointed  and 

annually,  it  shall  convene  and,  by  majority  vote,  elect  among  the 
Board  membership: 

(1)  A Chairman 

(2)  A Secretary 

G.  The  chairman  shall: 

(1)  Call  the  Board  together  and  preside  at  its  meetings. 

(2)  Represent  the  Personnel  Board  at  selectboard  meetings,  town 
meetings,  budget  hearings. 

(3)  Prepare  for  publication  any  proposed  bylaw  amendments  and 
administer  the  process  proscribed  for  such  amendments. 

(4)  Act  as  the  administrator  of  this  chapter  and 
initiate  such  activity  as  prescribed  by  the  chapter. 

H.  The  Secretary  shall: 

(1)  Publicly  post  Board  meetings  as  required  by  law 

(2)  Keep  Board  minutes  and  receive  and  deliver  its  communications 

(3)  Immediately,  and  not  later  than  ten  (10)  days  after 
occurrence,  notify  in  writing  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  appointing 
authority  of  a vacancy  on  the  Board 

(4)  Be  responsible  for  all  its  files  and  records 

(5)  Prepare  its  annual  report 

(6)  Submit  to  the  Town  Clerk  one  (1)  copy  of  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting. 


I.  Any  two  (2)  mcmbtrs  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  transaction  of 
business. 

J.  The  Board  shall  oversee  the  administration  of  personnel  policies 

and  shall  establish  such  procedures  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the 
proper  administration  thereof.  It  may  employ  assistance  and  incur 
expenses  as  it  deems  necessary,  subject  to  the  appropriation  of 
funds  therefor. 

K.  The  Board  shall  maintain  the  Personnel  Handbook  provided  for  in 

30— 5A ( 5 ) of  this  chapter. 

L.  As  part  of  its  responsibilities,  the  Board  shall: 


(1)  The  board  from  time  te  time,  on  it§  own  motion  shall 
investigate  the  duties  and  rates  of  salaries  or  wages  of  any  or 
all  positions  of  this  chapter.  Such  reviews  shall  be  made  at  such 
intervals  as  the  Board  deems  necessary  and,  to  the  extent  which 
the  Board  considers  practicable.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  on  an 
annual  basis  request  that  such  an  investigation  be  made.  In  no 
case  shall  the  board  be  required  to  undertake  such  a review  more 
than  once  per  year. 

(2)  The  Board  shall  assist  the  Selectmen  and  departments  by 
preparing  and  reviewing  current  information  as  to  municipal  salary 
and  wage  rates,  fringe  benefits  and  working  conditions,  acting  in 
this  capacity  as  the  technical  staff  to  the  Town. 

(3)  The  Board  shall  maintain  written  job  descriptions  each 
consisting  of  a statement  describing  the  essential  nature  of  the 
work  and  the  characteristics  that  distinguish  each  position.  A 
job  description  is  intended  to  generally  describe  the 
responsibilities  pertaining  to  a particular  position  and  is  not 
meant  to  interfere  with  the  ability  of  the  immediate  supervisor  to 
assign  duties. 

M.  Upon  recommendation  of  a department,  the  Board  may  authorize  an 

entrance  rate  higher  than  the  minimum  rate  for  a position,  and/or 
such  variance  in  the  compensation  plan  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  proper  functioning  of  the  town.  No  variance  shall  become 
effective  unless  or  until  the  necessary  funds  have  been  legally 
provided. 

N.  The  Board  shall  administer  and  enforce  this  chapter.  From  time  to 

time,  by  its  own  vote,  it  may  issue,  amend  or  revoke  its  policies, 
regulations  and  procedures.  The  Personnel  Board  may  also  recommend 
amendments  to  this  chapter  and  submit  such  amendments  to  the  Town 
Meeting  according  to  the  provisions  of  30-7  of  this  chapter. 


30-6  Employment  Practices 

A.  Hiring  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  policy,  if  a vacancy  occurs 

or  a new  position  is  established,  the  Department  Head  shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  advertise  the 
opening.  All  open  positions,  part-time  and  full-time,  for 
employment  in  the  Town,  shall  not  be  filled  until  they  have  been 
posted  for  at  least  seven  days  on  the  public  bulletin  board  at  the 
Town  Hall,  except  those  positions  filled  on  an  emergency  basis. 
Applications  shall  be  received  and  interviews  conducted  as  agreed 
to  by  the  Selectmen  and  department  head. 

B.  All  hiring  ahall  be  done  in  aeeerdane©  with  Leverett'a  Equal 

Opportunity  Policy  ( Leverett  Code  Chapter  187  Article  III) 

C.  Prior  to  being  hired,  a prospective  employee  will  be  given  a job 

description  and  copy  of  benefit  package  pertaining  to  his/her 
prospective  position.  The  prospective  employee  will  also  be  told 
what  type  of  employee  he/she  is:  e.g.  part-time, full-time, etc. 

D.  Physical  exam  All  newly-hired,  permanent  personnel  may  be  required  to 

submit  a preplacement  statement  of  physical  condition  completed  by 


their  physician.  For  certain  positions  the  Town  may  require  a 
complete  physical  examination. 

E.  Probation  The  first  six  (6)  months  of  an  employee's  continuous 

service  shall  constitute  his/her  probationary  period.  During  this 
period,  said  employee  may  be  terminated  with  one  week's  written 
notice  by  the  Department  Head,  subject  to  review  by  the  Personnel 
Board. 

F . Di sci pi in a ry  a ction 

(1)  Verbal  Reprimand:  In  the  event  that  an 

employee  is  not  meeting  job  expectations,  the  supervisor 
shall  orally  review  the  job  expectations  with  the  employee 
and  indicate  those  areas  in  which  the  employee  is  failing  to 
fulfill  his/her  responsibilities.  The  supervisor  shall  keep 
a written  summary  of  the  discussion. 

(2)  Written  Reprimand:  If  job  performance  of  the  employee 

has  not  improved  within  a time  period  specified  by  the 
supervisor,  then  the  supervisor  will  issue  a written  warning 
to  the  employee  indicating  that  failure  to  remedy 

the  listed  shortf allings  will  result  in  dismissal. 


(3)  Disciplinary  Probation:  If  verbal  and  written  reprimands 
fail  to  correct  unsatisfactory  job  performance,  an  employee 
may  serve  a maximum  three  (3)  months  disciplinary  probation, 
as  determined  by  their  supervisor.  Disciplinary  probation 
will  be  imposed  only  where  such  action  is  not  in  conflict 
with  requirements  of  existing  labor  agreements.  When  the 
employee's  disciplinary  probation  expires  the  Department 
Head  will  examine  whether  the  employee's  performance  and 
behavior  was  satisfactory  and  thus  will  be  retained  in 
his/her  position;  or,  the  employee's  performance  behavior 
remained  unsatisfactory  and  that  the  Department  Head 
recommends  termination  of  the  employee. 


(4)  Suspension : An  employee  may  be  suspended  by  a Department 
Head  without  pay  for  a period  of  time  not  to  exceed  forty- 
five  (45)  days.  The  employee  shall  be  notified  in  writing  of 
the  reason  for  suspension,  of  the  length  of  the  suspension 
period  and  at  least  twenty-four  (24)  hours  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  suspension  period. 

Ot  Terainit ion  Upen  expiration  of  the  §ix  (6)  month  probationary 

period,  an  employee  for  the  town  shall  be  terminated  only  for  just 
cause  . The  department  head  shall  give  the  employee  written  notice 
two(2)  weeks  prior  to  the  termination  date.  This  notice  will 
include  reasons  for  termination.  The  employee  has  the  right  to  a 
review  by  the  Personnel  Board  and  may  request  that  the  Personnel 
Board  overturn  the  termination  action.  If  the  Personnel  Board 
upholds  the  Department  Head’s  termination  action,  the  employee  has 

a right  to  a hearing  before  the  Personnel  Board  and  has  the  right 
to  be  represented  by  counsel. 

H.  Grievance  Procedure:  If  any  employee  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the 

operation  of  any  provision  of  the  plan,  he/she  shall  first  discuss 


the  matter  with  hie  §r  her  Department  Heal,  in  a mutual  efiert  t§ 
clear  up  any  prehlem  er  misunderstanding,  if,  after  conference,  a 
satisfactory  understanding  and  solution  of  the  problem  has  not 
been  reached,  then  either  the  department  head  or  the  employee  may 
take  the  matter  to  the  Board.  The  Board  shall  hear  the  parties  and 
make  a final  decision  within  thirty  (30)  days.  This  procedure 
shall  not  take  the  place  of  any  grievance  procedure  under 
agreement . 


30-7  Amendment  Procedure 

The  Town  of  Leverett  Personnel  Policy  Bylaw  may  be  amended  or 
repealed  by  majority  vote  of  Town  Meeting  following  a public 
hearing  called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  proposed  changes, 
held  at  least  30  days  before  the  Town  Meeting  vote. 

30-8  Severability 

In  the  event  that  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  deemed 
invalid,  unreasonable,  illegal  or  unconstitutional  by  a court  of 
law,  such  provision  shall  be  stricken  or  modified  so  as  to  render 
it  valid,  reasonable,  legal  or  constitutional.  The  invalidity  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be  construed  to  invalidate  any 
other  provision  of  this  chapter.

RE:  Predicted  Tax  Impact  of  Override  and  School  Proposals 

The  Leverett  Finance  Committee  has  been  asked  by  various  Town  groups 
and  officials  to  estimate  the  impact  that  the  proposed  budget  override  and 
the  purchase  of  modular  clasrooms  would  have  on  the  town's  tax  rate. 

This  report  estimates  the  impact  based  on  the  town's  current  valuation  of 
$108,760,893.  This  rate  should  change  somewhat  in  FY94  when  property 
will  be  reevaluated  and  any  additional  growth,  not  currently  included,  will 
be  added.  Moreover,  all  borrowing  figures  are  based  on  an  eight  percent 
annual  interest  rate  over  the  five  year  term  of  the  loan. 

OVERRIDE:  The  impact  of  an  override  of  $122,231  on  the  tax  rate  would 

be  an  increase  of  $1.13  per  thousand  dollars  of  valuation  of  your  property 
(or  $113  per  $100,000  valuation).  Together  with  the  $.70  increase  due  to 
the  2 1/2  percent  increase  in  the  levy  limit  (including  new  growth 
estimates  and  debt  exclusion),  this  would  bring  the  tax  rate  to  $14.47  per 
$1000  valuation  for  FY92,  compared  with  $12.65  now. 

BORROWING  TO  PURCHASE  MODULAR  CLASSROOMS:  If  we  borrow  $192,500 

for  the  purchase  of  two  modular  classrooms  at  an  eight  percent  interest 
rate,  there  will  be  no  impact  on  the  FY92  tax  rate  because  the  first 
payment  for  borrowed  money  is  due  the  year  after  it  is  borrowed.  Since 
the  $192,500  will  be  borrowed  in  FY92,  it  will  not  impact  the  tax  rate 
until  1993.  In  addition,  in  agreement  with  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee,  the  Finance  Committee  is  recommending  that  only  interest  be 
paid  for  the  first  two  years  of  the  note  and  then  we  begin  paying 
interest  and  premium  payments  in  FY95.  The  reason  for  this  is  that,  in 
1995,  the  town  will  have  paid  off  three  of  its  currently  outstanding  loans. 
Therefore,  the  tax  increase  between  1994  and  1995  will  be  very  slight  -- 
even  if  the  town  valuation  remains  static.  (See  the  Capital  Planning 
Committee  Annual  Report  as  reported  in  the  April  1991  Newletter.) 

With  the  above  information  in  mind,  the  cost  of  borrowing  $192,500  over  a 
five  year  period  would  be  as  follows:

In  its  various  meetings,  the  Leverett  Finance  Committee  has  voted  on  all 
the  articles  which  appear  on  the  Town  Warrant  that  deal  with  financial  matters 
of  the  town.  Below  are  the  recommendations  of  these  deliberations  and  votes. 

Article  Eleven:  The  Omnibus  Budget  - Recommend 

This  is  the  town  budget.  Even  though  it  does  include  the  necessltv  for  an 
override,  this  budget  is  Intended  to  attempt  to  maintain  at  least  the  same  amount 
of  services  which  the  citizens  of  the  Town  have  come  to  expect.  To  vote  down  thi 
budget  would  reouire  malor  reductions  in  town  services. 

Article  Twelve:  Purchasing  a two-classroom  portable  building  for  the  Leverett 

Elementary  School  - Recommend 

This  article  requires  the  borrowing  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  the  space 
needed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  elementarv  school.  It  is  by  far  the  cheapest 
proposal  thus  far  and  the  impact  on  our  tax  rate  would  be  verv  minimal. 

Article  Thirteen:  Purchasing  a two-classroom  portable  building  for  the  Leverett 

Elementary  School  (raise  and  appropriate)  - Not  Recommended 
This  article  requires  that  the  Town  impose  a one  vear  tax  on  the  citizens 
for  the  purchase  of  a two-room  portable  classroom.  The  advantage  of  this  is 
that  it  would  allow  us  to  purchase  the  classrooms  outright;  however,  this  is 
outweighed  by  the  fact  that  there  would  be  a one-vear  tax  increase  of  approximate 
lv  $177/  $100,000  valuation  on  property.  Such  an  increase  in  our  tax  rate,  even 
for  one  year  seems  to  be  an  extreme  hardship  that  need  not  be  imposed  on  our 
citizens. 

Article  Fourteen:  Borrowing  for  the  capital  costs  associated  with  the  leasing 

of  two  portable  classrooms  for  the  Leverett  Elementarv  School 
- Recommend 

This  is  an  alternative  to  the  purchase  of  these  buildings.  While  it  does 
provide  for  the  soace  and  it  allows  the  Town  to  borrow  a lesser  amount  than  than 
requested  in  Article  12,  this  would  be  a leasing  agreement  and  the  Town  would  not 
own  the  building.  The  continued  cost  of  leasing  the  portable  classroom  would  be 
included  in  Article  15. 

Article  Fifteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  funds  for  the  cost  of  one  year's  rental 

of  a two-classroom  portable  building  for  the  Leverett  Elemen- 
tary School  - Recommend 

This  article  provides  for  the  funds  to  pay  for  the  rental.  It  is  necessarv 
to  raise  and  appropriate  funds  for  the  rental  because  we  cannot  borrow  for  a non- 
capital cost  such  as  vearlv  leasing.  If  this  article  is  accepted,  the  cost  for 
leasing  the  building  would  be  included  in  the  School  Committee's  budget  and  not 
be  considered  as  a separate  article  in  following  vears. 


Article  Sixteen:  Raise  and  aonropriate  funds  necessarv  pav  for  the  capital 

costs  for  the  leasing  of  two-classroon  portable  classrooms  for 
the  Leverett  Elementary  School  -Not  Recommended 
Like  Article  13,  this  Article  reouests  a one-vear  tax  increase  to  pav  for 
the  costs  of  preparation  and  installation  of  a portable  building  which  would  be 
leased.  Our  argument  for  not  recommending  this  article  are  the  same  as  for  Art- 
icle 13,  it  would  impose  an  unacceptable  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  even  if  it  is 
for  only  one  vear. 

Article  Seventeen:  Borrowing  to  remove  and  replace  the  fuel  tank  at  the  I.everett 

Elementary  School  - Recommend 

It  appears  that  the  removal  of  the  fuel  tank  will  be  reauired  hv  the  Common- 
wealth Department  of  Environmental  Protection.  If  we  borrow  this  monev  now,  we 
will  be  able  to  replace  the  fuel  tank  at  the  school,  tap  into  the  same  fuel  tank 
for  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  therefore  save  money  for  that  oroiect  in 
the  long  run. 

Article  Eighteen:  Raise  and  appropriate  funds  to  paint  the  Town  Librarv  - 

Mot  Recommended 

While  the  Town  Library  certainly  needs  the  attention,  if  we  are  serious  about 
attempting  to  keep  costs  to  the  tax-paver  down,  perhaps  we  should  put  off  the 
painting  of  the  Library  until  there  are  fewer  reouests  for  the  Town’s  limited 
resources . 

Article  Nineteen:  To  pav  for  landfill  cover  from  Free  Cash  - Recommended 

This  allocation  of  funds  is  necessary  to  show  the  DEP  that  the'Town  is 
preparing  to  meet  its  reouirements  for  closing  the  Town  dump.  This  amount  of 
monev  will  he  set  aside  in  a separate  account  specifically  marked  for  this 
purpose.  The  dump  will  remain  open,  this  is  simnlv  a matter  of  accumulating 
funds  for  the  eventual  closing  of  the  dump. 

Article  Twenty:  To  transfer  $50,000  from  Free  Cash  to  the  Reserve  Account  - 

Recommend 

The  reserve  Account  is  needed  in  order  for  the  Town  to  transfer  funds  to 
the  various  departments  when  there  are  unexpected  expenses,  or  when  a certain 
budget  account  becomes  depleated  because  of  unpredictable  circumstances.  This 
is  the  Finance  Committee’s  "Transfer  Fund". 

Article  Twentv-one:  To  transfer  $6,000  from  Free  Cash  to  repair  the  Coke  Kiln 
Road  - Not  Recommended 

Once  again,  in  these  times  of  financial  hardship  the  Finance  Committee 
feels  that  such  an  expenditure  from  Free  Cash  should  he  delayed  for  some  time. 

This  bridge  has  been  closed  for  two  years  now.  Most  Townspeople  who  live  in 
North  Leverett  have  adiusted  their  driving  habits  to  accommodate  the  closed 
bridge.  Even  the  school  bus  routes  have  been  adiusted  and  this  is  not  a 
problem  any  more. 

Article  Twenty-seven:  To  provide  funds  to  update  the  Code  of  Leverett  as 

published  in  1°8R  - No  Position  Taken 


Article  Twentv-eight : To  entitle  Felectboard  to  enter  into  contracts  for 

goods  and  services  for  all  areas  of  town  government  - 
Recommend 

This  article  streamlines  the  process  of  running  town  government.  Bv 
allowing  the  Selectboard  to  enter  into  all  contracts  for  the  town,  it  will 
no  longer  be  necessary  for  individual  departments  and  committees  to  he  involved 
in  the  decision  to  contract  for  services. 

Article  Twentv-nine:  To  take  $15,000  from  Free  Cash  to  balance  the  budget  - 

Recommend 

This  amount  will  he  added  to  our  revenue  accounts  and  therefore  reduce  the 
amount  of  the  override.  By  using  Free  Cash  in  this  manner,  the  tax  rate  will 
not  be  effected  for  this  year  and  the  amount  of  the  reouested  override  is  lower 
than  it  otherwise  would  he.

LEVERETT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE:  SPACE  NEEDS  AT  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  School  Committee  feels  more  than  ever  the  pressing  need  for  more  space  at  the 
school.  With  the  tightening  economy,  we  feel  that  the  most  feasible  option  at  this  time  is  a two 
-classroom  modular  (or  portable)  unit.  This  year,  enrollment  has  Increased  to  171  students, 
grades  K-6.  Next  year  we  will  have  1 83  ( based  on  known  numbers  at  4/1/91 ).  We  have 
accommodated  our  need  for  8 classrooms  in  our  7-classroom  building  this  year  by  renting  space 
in  Sunderland.  Without  portable  classrooms  next  year  we  will  either  have  to  rent  2 classrooms 
out-of-town  or,  if  we  house  all  K-6  in  the  elementary  school,  we  will  have  to  consider  making 
3 classrooms  out  of  2 in  the  1 976  wing.  We  will  also  have  to  use  either  the  school  library  or 
the  small  basement  resource  area  as  a classroom.  With  added  portable  classrooms  the  school 
committee  would  not  expect  to  be  looking  at  more  permanent  additions  to  the  school  for  the  next 

five  years. 

The  least  expensive  location  for  a modular  unit  Is  on  the  hardtop  next  to  the  gym.  The 
unit  would  comprise  two  classrooms,  two  required  accessible  bathrooms,  a ramp-walkway 
connector  to  the  school  entrance,  and  basic  equipment  needed  for  school  use.  Our  goals  would  be 
to  obtain  the  most  usable  space  for  the  least  cost  and  to  provide  the  Town  with  options  for  how  to 
obtain  that  space. 

The  estimated  capital  costs  are: 

•Designer  services  (a  statutory  requirement;  In  school  operating  budget)  $7 ,000 
•Provision  of  a new  well/water  supply  (mandatory)  $70,000 
•Transport,  and  install. of  unit,  incl.  site  prep.  & utilities  (rental  option)  $30,000 
•Outright  purchase  cost  of  unit,  incl.  all  costs  in  above  line  ( no  rental)  $ 1 23,500 

The  estimated  recurring  non-capital  costs  are: 

•Annual  rental  (only  if  we  do  not  purchase)  yr  1 $40,000;  yrs.  2-5  reducing  to  $ 1 8,000 
•Annual  fuel  costs,  heating  & cooling,  lighting  ( in  school  operating  budget)  $4,500 

The  Town  Warrant  Articles  represent  different  ways  of  obtaining  the  modular  unit.  They 
are  listed  in  order  of  preference,  with  strong  support  for  the  first  option  from  School  Ctte., 
Capital  Planning  Ctte. , Finance  Ctte.  and  Selectboard.  As  soon  as  one  article  or  combination  of 
articles  passes,  we  will  pass  over  the  remaining  ones.  We  felt  it  important  for  voters  to 
understand  and  decide  among  the  options  that  exist.

1 VENTILATION  REHABILITATION  Original  Budget  $36,000  Revised  Budget  $85,500 

The  original  budget  was  for  a partial  rehabilitation  involving  repairs  to  the  defunct  supply  and 
exhaust  systems.  The  decision  to  change  to  a full  rehabilitation  followed  the  consultant’s  report:  replacement  would 
be  more  cost  effective  and  parts  for  old  units  hard  to  obtain.  More  important,  the  partial  scheme  would  have  left  the 
school  at  risk  of  still  unreliable  air  quality,  for  which  it  would  no  longer  be  grandfathered.  Codes  also  required  the 
basement  areas  to  be  added  to  the  project.  Work  is  now  in  an  advanced  stage  nearing  completion. 

2 SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SPACE  Original  Budget  $22,000  Revised  Budget  $13,000 

The  space  was  created  by  remodeling  much  of  the  basement  area  and  adding  some  facilities  in  the 
cafeteria  to  enable  it  to  be  used  for  art  teaching.  Costs  were  reduced  in  several  ways,  including  help  from  volunteers 
and  the  work  of  a small  subcommittee  set  up  by  the  school  committee  to  advise  the  administration,  along  with 
creative  design  ideas  from  several  individuals  in  the  community. 

3 ELECTRICAL  SAFETY  Original  Budget  $15,000  Revised  Budget  $15,000 

Issues  being  dealt  with  include  the  replacement  and  amalgamation  of  separate  outdated  service 
panels,  provision  of  modem  contact  breakers,  extensive  wiring  work, addressing  lighting  inadequacies  and  some  fire- 
safety  related  work. 

4 RADON  MITIGATION  Original  Budget  $10,000  Revised  Budget  $1,000 

Potential  costs  were  reduced  because  the  more  expensive  construction  measures  proved  not  to  be 
necessary.  A ventilation  (fan  extractor)  method,  independent  of  the  regular  building  ventilation  system,  has  been 
successfully  installed. 

5 FUEL  TANK  REPLACEMENT  Original  Budget  $40,000  Revised  Budget  $8,450 

The  school  committee  decided  that  additional  funds  of  $35,000  would  be  needed  (Warrant  Article  at 
1991  Annual  Town  Meeting)  as  a result  of  the  increase  in  the  Ventilation  Rehabilitation  costs  (see  1,  above). 
During  the  year  new  regulations  have  been  passed  into  law  which  promise  1 00%  reimbursement  over  a ten-year 
period  of  the  entire  costs  of  the  project. 

The  new  $35,000  will  be  added  to  the  $4,000  spent  on  design  and  the  $4,450  remaining  from 
FY  91,  making  a total  budget  of  $43,350  to  cover  estimated  costs,  if  the  bidding  climate  stays  favorable. 

The  tank  will  be  tested  regularly  for  leaks  until  it  is  replaced.  Its  new  location  must  be  on  the 
surface  (aquifer  zone)  and  its  size  and  location  can  be  planned  to  help  with  other  nearby  Town  building  needs,  if 
desired. 

6 EGRESS,  5TH  GR  ROOM  Original  Budget  $2,500  Revised  Budget  $2,500 

The  work  was  not  attempted  earlier  because  of  fall  ’90  addition  planning.  It  will  next  be  possible 
after  the  current  school  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  volunteer  team  can  be  helpful  on  this  project. 


A grant  has  been  applied  for  to  support  67%  reimbursement  of  the  costs  of  the  Ventilation  rehabilitation 
A grant  will  be  applied  for  under  the  new  Fuel  Tank  replacement  grant  regulations.

REPORT  TO  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ZONING  ARTICLE  I 

March,  27,  1991 

Article  I would  amend  the  Leverett  Zoning  By-Laws  by 
introducing  a new  numbering  system  and  a new  framework  to  the 
regulations.  Our  current  by-laws  have  been  amended  several 
times  in  recent  years.  The  result  has  been  somewhat  confusing. 
By  adopting  Article  I,  the  Town  Meeting  would  establish  a more 
modern  and  understandable  format  for  the  by-laws. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  bulk  of  Article  I is  simply 
a renumbering  or  a rewording  of  Leverett's  existing  zoning.  In 
some  instances  (for  example.  Section  2250  regarding  nonconform- 
ing uses),  the  by-laws  have  simply  been  modernized  to  refer  to 
the  state  law  governing  the  topic.  Some  sections  (for  example, 
Section  2330  regarding  rear  lots)  have  been  lifted  intact  and 
merely  renumbered.  In  other  instances  (for  example,  the  Aquifer 
Protection  District  of  Section  4300)  the  rules  have  been 
rewritten,  without  changing  the  substance  of  the  by-law,  to  make 
a more  understandable  package.  However,  several  new  provisions 
are  included  in  Article  I.  These  new  regulations  include  Sect- 
ion 3420  regarding  disturbances.  Section  2242  regarding  the 
keeping  of  animals  except  in  agricultural  activity,  and  Section 
3430  regarding  landscaping  of  commercial  premises. 

The  Planning  Board  has  assembled  Article  I to  serve  as  the 
backbone  of  the  new  Zoning  By-laws.  It  is  primarily  a "house- 
keeping" by-law,  without  major  changes  or  controversies.  For

REPORT  TO  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ZONING  ARTICLE  II 

March  27,  1991 

Article  II  of  the  proposed  Leverett  Zoning  By-Laws  establ- 
ishes a "use  schedule"  for  the  first  time.  The  existing  by-laws 
list  available  uses,  district  by  district,  within  the  body  of 
the  text.  This  format  has  proven  to  be  awkward  and  confusing. 
The  proposed  use  schedule  of  Article  II  would  provide  a simple 
chart  of  available  uses  in  the  various  zoning  districts  of  the 
town . 

Of  course,  the  use  schedule  also  makes  clear  choices  as  to 
the  location  of  particular  uses  in  particular  districts.  For 
the  most  part,  the  entries  in  the  use  schedule  reflect  existing 
Leverett  zoning  regulations.  In  a few  instances,  new  entries 
have  been  added  to  the  use  schedule  (see  "sawmill,"  for 
example).  The  Planning  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  entries 
in  Section  2230  represent  an  appropriate  course  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Town's  future.

REPORT  TO  THE  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING  ON  ZONING  ARTICLE  III 


March  27,  1991 


Article  III  of  the  proposed  by-laws  establishes  a dimens- 
ional schedule  to  be  included  at  Section  2340.  The  dimensional 
schedule  is,  for  the  most  part,  a statement  of  the  existing 
Leverett  regulations.  The  schedule  has  been  expanded  to  include 
reference  to  the  Aquifer  Protection  District's  larger  lot  size, 
height  limitations,  and  minimum  open  space.  The  schedule  also 
increases  the  minimum  frontage  and  lot  size  for  two  family 
structures . 

For  the  above  reasons,  the  Planning  Board  unanimously  recom- 
mends the  enactment  of  Article  III.

March  27,  1991 

Article  IV  establishes  a new  "accessory  apartment"  by-law. 

An  accessory  apartment  is  defined  as  a small  (less  than  800 
square  ft.)  dwelling  unit  within  an  existing  single-family 
home.  It  would  not  convert  such  a residence  to  a two-family  or 
duplex  structure.  The  purpose  of  the  accessory  apartment  by-law 
is  to  generate  additional  dwelling  units  in  Leverett,  with  a 
minimum  of  red  tape  and  expense,  for  low  or  moderate  income 
residents.  The  availability  of  accessory  apartments  should  give 
single  people,  single  parents  with  small  children,  and  in 
particular,  the  elderly,  a greater  opportunity  to  stay  in 
Leverett . 

The  accessory  apartment  or  the  principal  residence  must  be 
occupied  by  the  owner  of  the  premises.  It  must  conform  to  the 
Board  of  Health's  regulations  for  on-site  wastewater  disposal 
and  the  state  building  code.  Changes  to  the  appearance  of  the 
single-family  structure  must  be  minimized  by  screening  and 
stairways  and  limiting  the  expansion  of  any  building. 

Finally,  the  accessory  apartment  is  available  only  on  a 
special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals.  If  a permit  is 
granted,  it  shall  expire  after  two  years,  but  it  may  be  renewed 
upon  a simple  showing  to  the  Board  that  conditions  have  not 
changed  since  the  original  application.

Article  V renumbers  existing  Section  VI. B regarding  drive- 
ways and  substantially  keeps  its  language  intact.  The  only 
significant  change  to  the  existing  by-law  is  in  a clarification 
of  the  special  permit  decision  criteria  for: 


Driveways  within  ten  feet  of  a lot  side  line 
(Section  3511); 

driveways  more  than  five  hundred  (500)  feet  in  length 
(Section  3512);  and 

driveways  with  a grade  in  excess  of  8%  at  the 
intersection  with  a public  way  (Section  3513) 


The  existing  by-law  places  the  construction  of  such  drive- 
ways on  special  permit;  however,  the  by-law  is  allegedly  unclear 
as  to  whether  all  of  the  criteria  for  special  permits  should  be 
applied.  These  include  environmental  and  fiscal  analyses.  In 
order  to  eliminate  any  possible  confusion,  proposed  Article  V 
would  limit  the  special  permit  review  to  an  assessment  of  "safe 
and  reasonable  access  for  all  vehicles." 

For  the  above  reasons,  the  Planning  Board  recommends  the 
enactment  of  Article  V.

Article  VI  of  the  proposed  Zoning  By-laws  replaces  the 
existing  Stream  and  Lake  Protection  District  of  Section  IV. D and 
V.D.  The  format  of  the  new  by-law  is  consistent  with  the  other 
resource  overlays,  including  flood  plain  and  aquifer  protection. 

Furthermore,  the  new  by-law  expands  the  protection  of 
"major"  streams  and  Leverett's  ponds  to  a setback  of  100  feet 
from  the  bank  or  shore.  "Minor"  streams  are  still  protected,  as 
they  are  now,  for  a distance  of  50  feet  from  their  banks.

March  27,  1991 

Article  VII  of  the  proposed  by-laws  establishes  a new 
"flexible  development"  procedure  for  residential  subdivisions. 
The  purpose  of  the  by-law  is  to  provide  developers  a third 
alternative  in  the  creation  of  new  lots.  In  addition  to  ortho- 
dox subdivisions  and  the  development  of  front  lots  through  the 
"Approval  Not  Required"  process,  landowners  could  elect  the 
option  of  flexible  development  through  Section  4800.  It  is 
important  to  note  that  Section  4800  adds  to  the  alternatives  for 
a developer,  and  in  no  way  restricts  or  limits  any  rights  cur- 
rently available  under  law. 

The  purpose  of  flexible  development  is  to  preserve  the  open 
space  within  a development  space  in  a sensitive  and  usable 
manner.  Instead  of  imposing  rigorous  lot  size,  setback,  and 
other  dimensional  requirements,  Section  4800  relaxes  strict 
rules  to  promote  better  site  design.  The  goal  of  flexible 
development  is  to  site  the  homes  on  smaller  lots,  thus  leaving 
more  of  the  parcel  for  open  space.  A minimum  of  30%  of  the 
entire  parcel  must  be  left  as  contiguous  open  space  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  by-law.  It  is  also  an  objective  of  flexible  devel- 
opment to  preserve  those  attributes  of  the  site  most  unique  or 
attractive:  agriculture,  archeology,  forested  areas,  and  the 
like. 

The  applicant  for  flexible  development  is  only  authorized  to 
place  on  the  parcel  dwelling  units  equal  to  the  number  of  single 
family  homes  that  could  be  constructed  on  the  site  under  all 
applicable  rules  and  regulations.  However,  the  Planning  Board 
may  authorize  an  increase  of  up  to  15%  of  the  number  of  dwelling 
units  where  the  applicant  proposes  to  restrict  units  for 
families  of  low  or  moderate  income. 

Any  flexible  development  requires  a special  permit  from  the 
Planning  Board.  Before  a permit  is  issued,  the  Board  must  review 
soil  conditions,  road  layout,  parking,  drainage,  wetlands,  and 
building  plans  to  ensure  that  design  is  appropriate.

March  27,  1991 


Article  VIII  establishes  site  plan  review  for  any  new 
construction  in  a residence  district  at  an  elevation  greater 
than  50  feet  vertical  above  any  public  way  on  which  the  land 
abuts,  or,  in  the  case  of  a lot  located  within  a subdivision, 
greater  than  50  feet  vertical  above  any  public  way  on  which  any 
portion  of  the  subdivided  parcel  abuts. 

Leverett's  hillsides  have  recently  sprouted  a number  of  new 
homes.  Where  these  homes  are  placed  in  clear-cut  areas  on  the 
hillside,  or  along  the  ridgeline,  they  serve  to  interrupt  views 
available  from  publicly  accessible  locations,  including  our 
roads.  In  order  to  minimize  this  trend,  while  recognizing  the 
right  of  landowners  to  develop  their  property.  Section  4700 
attempts  to  set  forth  reasonable  design  objectives  for  new 
structures  in  upper  elevations. 


The  limits  of  site  plan  review  apply  to  Section  4700.  The 
review  process  cannot  be  used  to  deny  an  application  for  con- 
struction (unless  it  is  incomplete);  site  plan  review  may  be 
used  to  suggest  reasonable  conditions  on  development.  The  Board 
may  not  require  the  planting  of  trees  unless  the  landowner 
removed  trees  in  site  preparation.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
NOVEMBER  8,  1990 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Ed  Gere  at  7:30pm 
in  the  Leverett  Elementary  School  gymnasium.  There  was  a 
motion  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant.  Motion 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

Article  One  (Don  Gibavic)  : I move  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize 

the  transfer  of  the  administration,  maintenance,  operation,  and 
control  of  land  situated  in  Rattlesnake  Gutter,  to  the  Leverett 
Conservation  Commission  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  M.G.L. 
c.40,  sec.8C.  This  is  the  same  land  which  is  described  in  the  deed 
of  Peter  M.  Benben  and  Joseph  Koski,  Jr.  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Leverett,  recorded  in  the  Franklin  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
on  April  27,  1990  at  Book  2433,  page  78. 

The  motion  was  seconded,  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee 
and  passed  unanimously.

The  two-thirds  needed  for  the  motion  to  carry  was  295,  the 
motion  lost. 
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Tim  Sheard  made  the  following  motion:  I move  that  $800,000  if 

raised  and  appropriated  for  constructing,  originally  equipping 
and  furnishing  an  addition  to  and  remodeling  and 
reconstructing  the  Elementary  School;  and  that  an  additional 
$1,600,000  is  appropriated  for  constructing,  originally 
equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to  and  remodeling  and 
reconstructing  the  Elementary  School;  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  additional  $1,600,000  provided  that  the  State 
Board  of  Education  approves  a construction  grant  not  less  than 
67%  of  the  eligible  construction  cost  under  said  Chapter  645, 
G.L.  of  the  acts  of  1948  as  amended. 

The  moderator  felt  the  motion  in  question  should  not  be  voted 
due  to  the  reduced  size  of  the  meeting  and  expressed  doubt  as 
to  whether  or  not  money  can  be  appropriated  after  the  tax  rate 
has  been  set.

Dear  Ed: 

You  have  requested  an  opinion  concerning  the  legality  of  the 
motion  before  the  town  meeting  to  Raise  and  Appropriate  $800,000 
for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Leverett  Elementary 
School.  In  order  to  legally  appropriate  any  money  for  use  during 
FY  1991,  a motion  passed  by  the  town  meeting  would  have  to 
specifically  earmark  available  funds,  such  as  free  cash.  Unless 
the  pending  motion  is  amended  to  designate  specific  funds  from 
which  the  money  can  be  transferred,  it  will  result  in  an  illegal 
town  meeting  action.  This  is  the  case,  because  the  tax  rate  for 
FY  1991  has  already  been  set.  M.G.L.  c.  59  § 23  specifies  the 
procedures  for  tax  assessment  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and 
states  that  "No... tax  rate  for  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  changed 
after  it  has  been  approved  by  the  commissioner  and  returned  to 
the  assessors."  Since  an  appropriation  which  requires  the 
raising  of  additional  funds  would  result  in  a change  in  the  tax 
rate,  it  would  violate  this  statutory  prohibition. 

To  the  extent  that  the  motion  remains  a motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  there  is  a question  whether  it  can  be  considered  a 
legal  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  funds  for  FY  1992.  In 
other  words,  does  a municipality  have  the  authority  to 
appropriate  funds  prior  to  the  annual  town  meeting  which  will 
vote  upon  a budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year?  M.G.L.  c.  41  § 
59  and  § 60  detail  the  budgeting  process  for  towns,  and  provide 
that  an  annual  budget  be  prepared  prior  to  the  annual  town 
meeting.  Although  I could  find  no  express  prohibition  against 
voting  on  part  of  the  budget  prior  to  the  annual  town  meeting, 
such  action  would  appear  to  frustrate  the  statutory  scheme  cited 
above.  While  there  is  no  statute  explicitly  prohibiting  such 
action,  neither  is  there  any  authorization  to  commit  funds  for 
capital  expenditures  in  this  manner.  Moreover,  such  piecemeal 
appropriations  could  be  found  to  be  against  public  policy, 
because  they  would  in  all  likelihood  hamper  the  ability  of  the 
Selectboard  and  the  Finance  Committee  to  carry  out  their 
statutory  duties  relative  to  the  budgeting  process,  thereby 
interfering  with  the  smooth  operation  of  government. 


Even  if  the  town  has  authority  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
FY  1992  at  this  time,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  no  authority 
for  the  expenditure  of  such  funds  prior  to  the  commencement  of  FY 
1992.  Although  the  school  committee  (if  explicitly  designated  by 
town  meeting  as  the  spending  authority  for  the  project)  could 
arguably  contract  for  services  and  order  materials  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  they  could  not  expend  any  funds 
until  after  July  1,  1991.  M.G.L.  c.  71  § 49A  states  that  "any 

time  after  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year 
are  made  by  a city  or  town... a school  committee  may  order 
materials,  supplies  and  eguipment  and  may  contract  for  services 
for  the  public  schools  which  are  chargeable  against  such 
appropriations,  provided  that  no  payment  therefor  shall  be  made 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  said  ensuing  fiscal  year." 

Finally,  in  order  to  enter  into  a contract  for  the 
construction  of  an  addition  to  the  school,  the  provisions  of 
M.G.L.  c.  44  § 3 1C  reguire  that  the  town  auditor  or  accountant 
certify  that  an  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  such  contract  is 
available  and  that  an  officer  or  agent  of  the  town  has  been 
authorized  to  execute  said  contract.  Given  the  uncertainty  of  an 
appropriation  in  advance  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  is  some 
guest ion  about  whether  such  certification  would  be  forthcoming. 

In  conclusion,  I believe  that  the  town  cannot  properly  vote 
on  a motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  funds  to  be  expended  during 
FY  1991.  The  motion  must  be  amended  to  specify  the  precise 
funding  sources,  all  of  which  must  be  from  available  funds. 
Because  of  the  unanswered  questions  about  whether  the  town  has 
authority  to  appropriate  funds  for  FY  1992  in  advance  of  the 
annual  town  meeting,  I believe  that  such  action  would  be  unwise, 
particularly  since  money  appropriated  could  not  be  expended  until 
FY  1992  in  any  event.  For  these  reasons,  it  would  be  preferable 
for  such  a vote  to  occur  at  the  annual  town  meeting  when  the 
remainder  of  the  budget  for  FY  1992  is  under  consideration.

The  moderator  has  informed 
us  that  no  action  will  be  taken  under  the  motion  on  the 
floor  at  the  time  of  the  recess.  On  Tuesday  night  the 
selectboard  plans  to  present  a new  motion  for  a school 
addition . 

The  decision  to  make  this  motion  is  the  result  of  a meeting 
held  on  Thursday  November  15  between  the  selectboard,  the 
finance  committee,  the  school  committee,  the  capital 
planning  committee  and  many  private  citizens,  at  which  time 
it  was  decided  to  ask  for  a maximum  of  $750,000  for  no  more 
than  four  classrooms,  connecting  corridors,  bathrooms  and 
the  required  new  well.  When  taking  into  account  the  cost  of 
leased  or  purchased  portable  classrooms  or  a smaller 
addition,  this  proposal  seemed  still  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  town  as  the  first  phase  of  a two  phase 
project .

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On  November  8,  1990,  Leverett  town  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  a 
two-phase  school  addition  was  proposed.  Phase  1 would  borrow  $800,000  to  build 
and  furnish  additional  space  (four  or  five  rooms).  Phase  2 would  be  completed  when 
state  funding  arrived.  The  vote  was  cast:  total  443;  269  for  the  proposal  and  174 
against.  As  soon  as  the  results  were  read,  Tim  Sheard,  Finance  Committee  member, 
proposed  building  the  $800,000  through  appropriations  this  year.  That  would  mean 
an  additional  tax  increase  of  an  estimated  "...$1,000  to  the  average  tax  bill,  according 
to  several  town  officials".  (Gazette,  1 1/9/90).  While  there  were  approximately  60 
people  remaining,  much  heated  discussion  took  place  for  the  next  hour.  Several 
motions  were  made  to  adjourn  and  recess,  with  recessing  as  the  final  outcome.  This 
means  that  on  November  20th  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  school,  town  meeting  will 
still  be  going  on.  With  town  meeting  still  open,  many  proposals  may  be  brought  to 
the  floor  with  discussion  then.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  another  plan 
with  Phase  1 being  around  the  vicinity  of  $800,000  is  expected.  It  is  extremely 
important  for  you  to  attend  this  meeting.  Your  vote  counts  no  matter  whether  you  are 
for  or  against  the  project.  It  is  vital  that  you  remain  at  town  meeting  until  it  is 
adjourned. 

At  a selectboard  meeting  on  November  15th,  many  citizens  representing 
different  opinions  were  once  again  together.  Opponents  gave  strong  input  to  the  four 
boards  on  varying  points  of  view  regarding  the  need  for  space.  The  school  committee 
heard  that  some  people  feel  there  isn't  a space  problem  if  you  consider  25  - 30 
children  per  class  in  the  upper  grades  as  public  education.  Many  suggested  that  the 
School  Committee  make  a commitment  to  providing  a half-day  kindergarten  program 
vs  a full-day  program  (which  is  not  required  by  the  state).  A four-room,  no  frills 
building  proposal  without  furnishings  was  suggested  as  a compromise  by  some  only 
If  these  concessions  were  undertaken.  It  was  suggested  that  we  build  the  four  rooms 
as  inexpensively  as  possible,  but  not  to  exceed  $800,000. 

The  board  was  presented  with  many  ways  to  conduct  the  vote  on  Tuesday  night 
which  will  make  is  quicker  and  much  easier  to  vote.  Please  do  not  be  discouraged  so 
that  you  either  don't  go  or  you  leave  early.  This  is  vour  town  and  vour 
opinion  counts.

I have  suggested  to  the  four  boards  that  we  restrict  the  addition  to  four  rooms,  taking 
the  lowest  bid  not  to  exceed  $800,000.  I've  also  suggested  that  the  full-day 
kindergarten  be  cut  to  two  half-day  classes  due  to  the  large  number  of  students  and 
our  economic  times  in  the  state  and  our  town.  The  teacher  currently  in  the  second 
classroom  could  then  be  used  where  there  is  an  abundance  of  students.  I only 
suggest  this  as  an  alternative  IF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMIT1EE  PUBLICLY 
COMMITS  TO  HALF-DAY  KINDERGARTEN  AND  THE  "BARE  BONES"  FOUR 
ROOM  ADDITION.  I feel  this  is  a good  compromise  and,  personally,  this  would  get 
my  vote.  If  the  school  committee  does  not  do  this,  then  I will  vote  no  on  a four  room 
addition  and  possibly  consider  a two-room  addition,  which  they  feel  is  what  they  need 
for  the  next  school  year.  At  the  meeting,  Tim  Sheard,  offered  a suggestion  of  renting 
out  the  two  classrooms  that  really  are  not  needed  this  year.

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Thursday,  November  8th  at  7:30  pm  at  the  School,  Leverett  voters  will  be  asked  again  to  approve 
a $2.4  million  school  building/renovation  project.  This  latest  proposal  would  require  that  the 
Town  pay  $800,000  and  start  construction  before  the  state  commits  any  funds  for  the  project. 

All  previous  proposals  have  been  contingent  on  not  going  forward  until  the  state  has  the  money 
to  pay  their  share.  Many  of  us  feel  that,  given  so  much  financial  uncertainty,  now  is  not  the 
time  to  lock  ourselves  into  a project  that  depends  on  the  hope  of  future  state  financing.  It  is 
acknowledged  that  more  school  space  is  desirable.  However,  Leverett  unlike  many  other  com- 
munities, is  not  in  a crisis  situation.  This  latest  proposal  goes  far  beyond  what  seems  reasonable 
or  affordable.  Let's  review  some  of  the  issues. 


1.  What  if  the  February  10, 1990  vote  on  the  $1.9  million  school  addition  had  passed? 

First,  we  would  have  had  to  pay  upwards  of  $130,000  in  additional  architectural  fees  and  there  is  absolutely 
no  reason  to  believe  that  any  construction  would  have  taken  place.  When  we  voted  down  the  $1.9  million 
project  many  voted  against  it  because  they  feared  that  the  state  would  not  be  able  to  fund  their  share.  As  it 
turns  out,  this  is  what  happened  to  Shutesbury.  Their  school  building  project  is  presently  on  hold  because  it 
was  ranked  42nd  of  the  64  submitted  and  according  to  Superintendent  Lubinsky  the  state,  "didn't  have  enough 
funds  to  reach  Shutesbury."  (Recorder  Oct.  1 1 , 1990)  Leverett  was  expected  to  be  ranked  even  lower  than 
Shutesbury.  According  to  a recent  article,  the  state  money  for  the  Shutesbury  project  may  not  "arrive  for 
several  years."  (Bulletin  Oct.  17,  1990) 


2.  Are  we  so  crowded  that  we  have  to  send  kindergarten  children  to  Sunderland? 

There  are  presently  27  children  in  kindergarten  and  the  state  (requires?)  that  the  class  size  not  exceed  25 . Some 
communities  feel  they  meet  state  requirements  by  adding  a second  teacher  or  aide  to  the  classroom  when  it 
has  reached  the  25  limit,  others  feel  they  need  a second  classroom.  Did  you  know  that  a full  day  kindergarten 
program  is  not  required?  The  Leverett  school  committee  originally  voted  to  go  to  a half  day  program  this 
summer  to  keep  class  size  small.  This  is  what  Shutesbury  has  done.  Later  the  committee  decided  to  offer  a 
full  day  program  and  set  up  a separate  1 3 pupil  class  in  Sunderland.  Even  with  all  27children  in  the  existing 
Leverett  kindergarten,  we  would  have  more  that  the  35  square  feet  per  child  of  space  recommended  by  the 
state. 


3.  How  can  we  afford  a $2.4  million  project  now,  if  last  February  we  voted  down  $1.9  million? 

Included  in  the  $1 .9  million  was  $125,500  in  school  improvements  that  was  funded  at  the  last  annual 
Town  meeting.  Therefore,  we  have  actually  gone  from  a $1,900,000  project  to  a $2,525,500  project.  Even 
the  $2.4  million  is  just  an  educated  guess  because,  as  mentioned  before,  we  have  no  idea  as  to  when  the  state 
might  ever  get  around  to  funding  their  share  and  by  then,  the  costs  might  be  much  higher.  Excluding  the 
$125,500,  the  estimated  tax  increase  is  $96  per  $100,000  of  property  valuation.  This  $96  per  $100,000  only 
includes  the  construction  of  the  school.  It  does  not  include  furnishing,  staffing  and  operating  costs.  These 
additional  costs  will  result  in  further  tax  increases.  You  know  your  own  economic  situation  so  affordability 
is  really  a personal  judgement.  Some  members  of  this  community  are  being  squeezed  and  a tax  relief 
committee  has  been  formed  to  look  into  this  matter.  We  are  continuing  to  face  a deep  recession.  State  aid 
to  cities  and  towns  has  been  cut,  the  real  estate  market  is  dismal  and  unemployment  is  on  the  rise.  No  matter 
how  you  voted  last  time,  now  is  not  the  time  for  the  Town  to  take  on  further  long  term  debt. 
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I live  in  a three  generational  home.  My  73  year  old  mother  contributes  her  retirement  money,  I work 
two  jobs  and  my  two  children  work  after  school  to  help  and  we're  just  at  the  waterline.  I'm  worried 
about  our  current  state  of  economics  and  not  embarrassed  or  ashamed  to  say  I can't  afford  alot  now. 
I've  attended  school  committee  meetings  for  about  two  years  and  listend  to  their  desires  for  space. 
I believe  that  the  committee  can  help  economize  by  having  only  a half-day  kindergarten  program  thus 
freeing  up  a teacher  to  assist  with  the  larger  classrooms.  As  indicated,  we  can  live  with  a crunch 
knowing  that  there  are  concrete  plans  for  the  following  year.  At  this  time,  I would  ask  that  "we  just 
get  by",  possibly  through  more  staffing  or  rearrangment  of  space.  This  will  allow  us  time  to  see  what 
the  new  government  will  do  and  what  the  financial  impact  will  be.  I think  we  need  some  additional 
space  but  how  can  we  possibly  make  a wise  decision  in  so  little  time?  I can't  jump  into  a $2.4  million 
proposal  at  this  time.  I'm  afraid  I'll  drown.  Let's  say  NO  now  and  then  work  on  plans  to  build  an 
additon  the  right  way.

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ABOUT  LEVERETT'S  VOTE  ON  A SCHOOL  BUILDING  PROJECT 


WHA  T WILL  THE  TOWN  VOTE  ON? 

The  following: 

Move  that  $800,000  is  appropriated  for  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to 
and  remodeling  and  reconstructing  the  Elementary  School;  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  the 
Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectboard  is  authorized  to  borrow  $800,000  under  61.  c .44  para 
7 or  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended;  and  that  an  additional  $ 1,600,000  is  appropriated 
for  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to  and  remodeling  and  reconstructing 
the  Elementary  School;  that  to  meet  this  additional  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectboard  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  additional  $ 1,600,000  provided  that  the  State  Board  of 
Education  approves  a construction  grant  not  less  than  672  of  the  eligible  construction  cost  under  said 
Chapter  645.

School  Addition 


I.  What  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  is  (briefly) 

a.  Established  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  1990 

b.  Reviews  and  recommends  on  capital  requests  (those  purchases  costing 
more  than  $5000  and  having  a useful  life  of  more  than  5 years 

c.  Looks  at  all  capital  needs  and  prioritizes  them 

d.  Recommends  scheduling  of  projects  to  even  out  the  tax  impacts 

II.  Brief  history  of  this  request 

a.  School  Dept  faced  an  increase  of  students  this  year  which  was  much 
larger  than  expected  and  expects  a further  increase  next  year.  More  space 
was  needed  this  year  and  still  more  will  be  needed  next  fall.  (Last  year  153, 
this  year  173,  next  year  188) 

b.  the  School  Dept,  brought  the  problem  before  the  Selectboard.  A 
meeting  was  scheduled  of  the  S.D.,  Cap.  Planning,  Selectboard,  and  Finance. 
Joe  Flahive  of  the  Mass.  Dept,  of  Ed  attended  this  and  later  meetings.  I was 
asked  to  chair  that  meeting. 

c.  Considerations  and  requirements 

1.  Based  on  the  number  of  classes  which  are  likely  to  exceed  30 
children  and  certain  other  factors,  at  least  2 new  rooms  will  be  needed  next 
year,  and  possibly  3 the  year  after.  Preschool  could  be  moved  into  a 4th  room. 
To  provide  this  space  we: 

a.  could  rent  space  (as  we  are  now  doing) 

b.  could  rent  modular  units 

c.  could  buy  modular  units 

d.  could  build  space 

2.  Requirements  of  any  new  construction  (modulars  or  conventional) 

a.  will  probably  be  required  to  have  toilet  facilities 

b.  will  trigger  a requirement  to  relocate  the  well.  (Must  be  farther 
from  the  road  and  from  the  building. 
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c.  must  be  handicapped  accessible 

d.  must  meet  state  building  code  for  public  buildings 

e.  only  a building  committee  having  an  appropriation  from  town 
meeting  or  the  school  committee  can  build  a school.  No  other  committee  is 
permitted  to  enter  into  contracts  for  building  construction. 

1.  plans  can  not  be  available  because  an  architect  would  have 
to  be  hired  to  draw  them  and  .this  cannot  be  done  without  an  appropriation. 

2.  most  of  the  preliminary  planning  to  determine  what  must  be 
done  has  already  been  done.  We  can  work  from  the  information  which  we 
already  developed  for  the  previous  proposals. 

3.  we  do  not  own  the  previous  plans  and  in  any  case  they  were 
not  designed  to  permit  a phased  approach  to  construction. 

f.  an  architect  must  be  hired  for  either  modulars  or  for  conventional 
construction 

g.  an  architect  not  only  draws  the  plans  but  also  supervises  the 
. construction.  The  architect  usually  also  must  hire  consultants  to  provide 

detailed  reports  on  various  requirements  of  state  code. 

3.  Because  of  the  state  code  requirements  for  construction, 
handicapped  accessibility  and  the  need  for  toilet  facilities,  modulars  would 
almost  have  to  be  custom  made. 

a.  rental  modulars  meeting  these  requirements  would  be  unlikely  to 
be  available  at  a reasonable  cost. 

b.  purchased  modular  units  would  be  almost  as  expensive  as  new 
construction,  once  the  site  work  to  place  them  anywhere  but  in  the  parking  lot 
is  figured  in  (an  informal  quotation  of  $400,000  had  been  received,  not 
including  site  work  or  architects  fee). 

4.  modular  units  cannot  be  part  of  a reimbursable  project  because  of 
their  limited  life  (10  to  20  years). 

5.  the  need  for  space  is  not  temporary.  The  need  will  continue  for  at 
least  5 more  years  (based  on  yearly  births)  and  probably  longer  (31  children 
born  this  year  so  far). 

d.  Decisions 

1.  Rented  space  is  not  a desirable  option  since  it  spends  town  money 
without  developing  any  permanent  solution 
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2.  modulars  are  not  a good  solution  since  they  have  a limited  life,  are 
likely  to  have  little  salvage  value,  and  they  cannot  qualify  for  state  assistance 

3.  Joe  Flahive  pointed  out  that  he  had  been  involved  with  two  projects 
within  the  last  year  or  two  in  which  this  amount  of  space  (4  or  5 rooms)  was 
built  for  under  $800,000.  His  opinion  was  that  the  space  could  be  built  for 
$800,000,  including  moving  the  well,  toilet  facilities  with  their  own  small  septic 
tank  and  field  and  including  the  architect’s  fee,  but  not  including  furnishings. 
The  construction  could  be  completed  by  about  Sep.  1 if  it  was  started 
promptly  in  the  early  spring.  This  price  estimate  was  later  verified  by  Joe  with 
a contractor  with  whom  he  had  worked  on  one  of  the  projects. 

4.  $800,000  is  the  entire  town’s  share  of  a $2.4  million  project.  A 
complete  project  could  be  designed  in  such  a way  that  the  space  could  be 
built  now  but  would  be  a part  of  that  project.  The  entire  project  could  be 
submitted  to  the  state  for  reimbursement.  If  the  project  was  approved  by  the 
state  the  remainder  of  it  would  then  be  built,  but  at  no  additional  cost  to  the 
town. 


5.  The  design  should  be  done  in  a way  that  requires  a minimum  of 
alteration  to  the  existing  school  both  to  minimize  cost  and  to  permit  the  school 
to  operate  while  the  construction  is  being  done. 

6.  It  should  be  possible  to  design  the  4 room  section  so  that  the  electric 

heating  in  the  1976  addition  could  be  replaced  with  heat  from  the  new 
section.  . • 

7.  The  $800,000  will  be  paid  entirely  by  the  town.  Thus,  state  approval 
is  not  required  before  we  proceed.  The  second  phase  of  the  project  would  be 
built  only  if  the  state  approves  it. 

8.  The  second  phase  of  the  plan  submitted  to  the  state  would  include 

a.  construction  and  renovation  required  to  make  the  entire  school 
completely  handicapped  accessible 

b.  renovations  and  repairs  to  the  existing  school  (including 
replacing  rotted  window  sills,  moving  the  fuel  tank,  electrical  safety  work  and 
fire  safety  work) 

c.  possibly  some  additional  space,  including  some  additional  toilet 
facilities  which  are  likely  to  be  required  by  the  need  for  handicapped 
accessibility  (can’t  have  as  many  fixtures  in  a given  space  when  room  for 
wheel  chairs  is  required) 

d.  All  of  this  would  not  cost  the  town  anything  additional.  This 
would  all  come  from  the  state’s  share.  The  town’s  share  would  be  the 
$800,000  we  spent  for  the  4 rooms. 
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Ill  Conclusions 


a.  The  need  for  space  in  the  school  will  continue  for  at  least  5 years  based 
on  actual  count  and  probably  beyond. 

b.  Constructed  space  can  be  built  for  only  a slightly  greater  cost  than 
equivalent  space  in  modular  units. 

c.  constructed  space  can  be  designed  to  be  built  in  two  phases 

1.  for  not  more  than  $800,000  the  space  required  immediately  can  be 
built,  along  with  relocating  the  well  (which  we  will  be  required  to  do). 

2.  the  second  phase  would  address  the  handicapped  accessibility, 
renovations,  and  general  circulation  problems,  all  of  which  we  must  solve  in 
any  plan  which  would  qualify  for  state  reimbursement. 

3.  the  $800,000  spent  for  the  first  phase  would  be  the  town’s  entire 
share  of  both  phases.  The  second  phase  would  cost  not  more  than  $1.6 
million  and  would  be  paid  entirely  by  the  state  or  it  would  not  be  built. 

d.  The  cost  of  constructing  the  first  phase  is  likely  to  increase  with  each 
.year  of  delay,  (present  bids  are  very  little  over  cost.  Construction  materials 
are  continuing  to  increase  in  cost). 

IV.  Tax  impact  of.  borrowing  $800,000  for  20  years  at  8% 

a.  Impact  stated  as  increase  in  tax  per  $100,000  of  valuation  because  of 
ease  of  scaling 

b.  We  will  use  bond  anticipation  financing  during  construction.  Thus,  next 
year  the  tax  impact  will  be  due  to  the  interest  on  this  borrowing  only  and  will 
be  less  than  $59  per  $100,000  valuation  (could  borrow  entire  amount  and  earn 
interest  prior  to  making  progress  payments.  Could  borrow  only  as  much  as  is 
needed  for  progress  payments.  Either  way  less  than  full  year  borrowing) 

c.  The  year  after  and  later  it  will  depend  on  how  the  loan  is  financed.  Can 
be  as  low  as  $75  (with  greater  interest  cost  over  the  life  of  the  loan)  or  as 
much  as  $96  in  the  first  year,  decreasing  each  year  thereafter. 

d.  The  total  debt  service  will  be  about  10%  of  our  budget,  which  is  the 
upper  limit  recommended  by  this  committee,  (present  debt  service  is  about 
3%  and  will  rise  to  about  5%  next  year  due  to  the  $125,500  borrowed  for  the 
school  repairs). 
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V.  Recommendation 


The  Capital  Planning  Committee  voted  4 to  1 to  recommend  this 
project.  George  Drake,  Dave  Evans,  Doris  Gere  and  Steve  Nagy  voted  in  favor. 
Cliff  Blinn  voted  in  opposition. 

The  Capital  Planning  Committee  recommends  that  the  town  of  Leverett 
borrow  $800,000  to  build  a four  room  addition  to  the  elementary  school  and  that 
this  addition  should  be  planned  as  the  first  phase  of  a total  $2,400,000  project, 
the  remainder  of  which  will  only  be  built  if  a grant  of  state  reimbursement  of  67% 
of  the  $2,400,000  is  obtained.  We  make  this  recommendation  in  spite  of  the 
current  fiscal  conditions  because  we  feel  that  such  an  addition  is  needed,  that 
other  solutions  which  have  been  discussed  either  do  not  provide  for  a phased 
approach  to  construction  or  involve  spending  tax  money  either  for  rented  space 
or  for  construction  which  cannot  become  part  of  a project  which  could  qualify  for 
reimbursement,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  project  will  likely  increase  with  each  year 
of  delay.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  design  of  the  addition  be  such 
that  it  requires  a minimum  of  reconstruction  of  the  existing  building,  except  that  if 
at  all  possible  the  electrical  heating  of  the  1976  section  should  be  replaced  with 
heating  from  the  addition.  The  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  the 
proposed  addition  not  be  electrically  heated. 

If  the  Town  votes  to  proceed  with  the  proposed  addition  to  the  school  the 
Committee  recommends  that  all  other  capital  projects  be  deferred  until  fy94 
except  for  absolute  emergencies.  We  rate  this  as  the  priority  project  of  those  that 
are  pending. 
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SOME  MOTIONS  WHICH  MAY  BE  PUT  BEFORE  THE  TOWN 


1.  Move  that  $750,000  is  appropriated  for  constructing  originally  equipping  and 

furnishing  an  addition  to  and  remodeling  and  reconstructing  the  Elementary 
School;  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of

Dear  Members  of  the  Leverett  Community, 

We  are  writing  to  inform  you  about  a new  proposal  for  creating  additional 
space  at  the  Leverett  Elementary  School. 

We  have  had  a large  increase  of  school  age  children  this  year.  Our 
number  of  children,  K-6,  has  increased  from  153  to  173.  And  we  expect  more 
the  following  year.  Based  only  on  students  we  know  of,  we  can  expect  188 
students  K-6  next  year.  In  addition,  we  expect  to  continue  to  have 
approximately  30  early  childhood  students  attending  school  half  time. 

This  year,  the  School  Committee  had  to  place  one  of  the  full  day 
kindergartens  at  the  Sunderland  Elementary  School  (in  addition  to  continuing 
to  house  our  pre-school  at  the  Friends  Meeting  House).  With  the  enrollment 
growth  for  next  year,  we  can  expect  to  place  additional  classes  - kinder- 
garten or  other  grades  - outside  of  the  school. 

On  September  12  and  September  17,  our  committees  met  and  developed  a 
consensus  that  the  Town  be  requested  to  appropriate  and  authorize  expenditure 
of  $800,000,  which  would  be  part  of  a larger  appropriation  package  of 
$2,400,000,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a two  phase  addition  and  renovation 
project.  This  consensus  was  a result  of  a recommendation  by  Joe  Flahive  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  who  indicated  that  an  $800,000 
project  would  be  sufficient  to  add  four  classrooms;  but  that  such  a project 
alone  would  probably  not  be  eligible  for  reimbursement.  A second  phase  for 
$1,600,000,  on  which  we  would  proceed  only  upon  receipt  of  a 67%  state  aid 
grant  award,  would  be  likely  to  ensure  state  aid  for  the  entire  project. 

Based  on  Joe  Flahive's  advice,  we  are  confident  that,  if  we  proceed 
quickly,  the  necesary  addition  space  can  be  constructed  with  the  $800,000 
appropriation.  He  envisioned  the  creation  of  four  classrooms,  a design  with 
a pitched  roof,  and  a design  which  would  permit  the  additional  improvements 
for  circulation,  handicapped  accessibility,  and  less  essential  space  improve- 
ments to  come  later.  In  order  to  achieve  the  quick  pace  necessary  to  get  an 
addition  built  by  September,  1991,  the  Selectmen  have  asked  the  School 
Committee  to  take  preliminary  steps  to  seek  interested  architects  (with  no 
one  to  be  hired  unless  the  Town  votes  approval  of  an  appropriation). 

The  Selectboard  has  scheduled  a Town  Meeting  for  Thursday  evening, 

November  8,  1990  at  7:30  p.m.  to  vote  on  this  proposal.  The  Selectboard  is 
currently  considering  whether  or  not  it  is  wise  to  offer  an  alternative  to 
the  consensus,  phased  proposal  (a  modular  construction  alternative  has  been 
discussed,  although  it  is  much  more  expensive  than  we  expected  and  would 
never  be  reimburseable  by  the  state).  The  four  committees  will  schedule  at 
least  one  public  hearing  about  this  proposal  and  will  send  out  at  least  one 
additional  mailing. 

We  hope  that  consideration  of  this  proposal  can  be  part  of  a thoughtful 
and  productive  discussion  within  the  community.  Please  feel  free  to  contact 
any  member  of  the  Selectboard,  Capital  Planning  Committee,  Finance  Committee, 
or  School  Committee;  or  members  of  the  school  staff  - Leonard  Lubinsky, 
Superintendent;  Marting  Leggott,  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent;  or  Bobbie 
Jordan,  the  school  Principal.  They  will  be  able  to  answer  some  - but  not 
all  - questions.

These  numbers  have  led  the  school  committee  to  create,  for  the  current  school  year,  two  kindergarten 
classes  and  to  create  a combined  5/6  grade  in  addition  to  the  fifth  grade.  Because  the  Elementary 
School  has  only  seven  classrooms,  one  kindergarten  is  housed  at  the  Sunderland  Elementary  School. 
Next  year,  the  school  committee  will  need  at  least  nine  classrooms  (a  second  sixth  grade  because  there 


are  now  thirty-five  fifth  graders  as  well  as  the  second  kindergarten  that  we  now  have).  The  numbers 
in  next  years  fourth  grade  or  the  numbers  in  next  year's  kindergarten  and  first  grade  could  lead  the 
committee  to  find  that  it  needs  a tenth  classroom. 

WHAT  WILL  THE  FIRST  PHASE  BUILD? 

It  will  provide  four  classrooms.  Because  we  do  not  have  an  architect,  we  can  only  describe  a 
preliminary  idea.  Our  idea,  developed  with  the  help  of  Joe  Flahive  from  the  Department  of  Education,  Is 
to  add  a corridor  from  the  back  of  the  school  library,  along  the  side  of  the  1976  addition,  and  to  add 
classrooms  at  the  back  of  the  1976  addition  and  on  the  south  side  of  the  corridor.  This  would  give  us 
eleven  classrooms  instead  of  seven  plus  mandatory  additional  toilet  facilities  and  a mandatory  new 
well. 

WHY  NOT  BUILD  ONL  Y TWO  CLASSROOMS  NOW? 

Although  two  classrooms  might  be  sufficent  for  next  year,  increased  enrollment  for  the  near  future 
makes  it  likely  that  four  classrooms  would  be  necessary  soon.  Any  size  addition  will  require  a 
substantial  amount  of  corridor  space  as  well  as  toilets  and  a new  well.  Construction  of  two  classrooms 
instead  of  four  will  not  save  the  Town  much  money. 

WHA  T WILL  THE  SECOND  PHASE  BUILD? 

Renovation  to  make  the  school  entirely  handicapped  accessible,  a solution  to  the  school's  circulation  and 
communication  problems  (primarily  through  a corridor  between  the  Phase  I addition  and  the  upstairs 
portion  of  the  original  building),  additional  spaces  we  may  need  for  the  school  including  additional 
classrooms  and  space  for  art  and  music  instruction  (spaces  to  be  built  off  of  the  Phase  II  corridor), 
renovation  to  address  problems  with  the  building  such  as  rotted  window  casings,  and  site  work  both  for 
the  purpose  of  ensuring  handicapped  access  from  the  outside  of  the  building  and  to  provide  greater 
safety  for  children  getting  on  and  off  school  buses. 

HOW  WILL  ALL  Of  THIS  BE  DESIGNED  ? 

The  school  committee  will  be  hiring  a new  architect  who  will  do  a complete  design  of  Phase  I of  the 
project  and  only  as  much  of  Phase  II  of  the  project  as  will  be  required  by  the  Department  of  Education. 
We  will  not  be  able  to  use  any  of  the  original  architects  work  for  the  $4.6  million  proposal  (which  the 
Town  paid  for)  because  an  entirely  different  project  was  designed.  Nor  will  we  be  able  to  use  any  of 
the  work  done  by  the  original  project  for  last  year's  proposals  (which  the  Town  did  not  pay  for  because 
payment  was  contingent  upon  our  proceeding  with  the  project)  because  last  year's  proposals  are  not 
conducive  to  a phased  approach.  The  funds  proposed  for  Phase  I include  funds  for  all  architectural  work 
necessary  for  Phase  I as  well  as  what  we  believe  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Department  of  Education  for 
Phase  II. 
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WHAT  WILL  HAPPEN  IF  THERE  IS  NEVER  ANY  STA  TEA/D? 

Phase  I will  have  been  built  at  the  cost  to  the  Town  that  the  entire  project  would  have  cost  had  the 
state  paid  its  67/2.  The  Town  vote  and  the  bidding  process  would  ensure  that  Phase  II  would  be 
undertaken  only  if  and  when  the  Town  receives  a state  grant. 
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DOES  IT  COST  THE  TOWN  EXTRA  MONEY  TO  OPERATE  A SCHOOL  WITH  AN  ADDITION?

Additional  Costs  Regardless  of  Whether  or  Not  There  is  an  Addition 

The  school  committee  will  have  additional  operating  costs  next  year  regardless  of  whether  or  not  an 
addition  is  built.  Instead  of  renting  one  classroom  outside  of  the  school  for  grades  K-6,  the  school 
committee  may  have  to  rent  two  or  three  classrooms.  The  number  of  Instructional  staff  (a  mix  of 
teachers  and  teacher  aides)  will  be  required  whether  the  additional  classrooms  are  at  the  school  or 
elsewhere.  That  additional  staffing  cost  could  be  between  $50,000  and  $60,000  — an  amount  the 
school  committee  will  be  more  certain  of  by  spring  when  it  completes  is  Dudget  process.  Similarly, 
whether  there  is  additional  rental  space  or  a new  addition,  the  school  committee  will  need  to  spend  up 
to  $5,000  for  additional  furniture 


Additional  Costs  Associated  with  a School  Addition  or  the  Lack  5f  One 

A building  addition  would  bring  some  clear  additional  costs  --  fuel  costs,  additional  cleaning  staff,  and 
building  and  maintenance  costs.  The  school  committee  believes  those  costs  would  be  approximately 
$ 1 1 ,000.  On  the  other  hand,  construction  of  an  addition  which  led  to  eliminating  the  electrical  heating 
system  for  the  1976  addition  could  save  $6,000.  And,  if  there  were  no  addition,  the  school  committee 
could  be  obliged  for  classroom  rental  costs  of  between  $5,000  and  $15,000  for  additional  classroom 
space  if  space  can  be  found. 

AND  WHAT  WILL  IT  COST  TO  BUILD  THE  SCHOOL  ? 
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The  Capital  Planning  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  have  calculated  the  tax  impact  of  the 
$600,000  construction  project.  The  calculations  assume  a 20  year  loan  at  88  interest.  We  describe 
the  tax  impact  for  the  early  years  for  two  borrowing  alternatives  as  the  tax  increase  on  $ 100,000  of 
valuation  as  compared  to  this  year’s  tax.  All  of  the  numbers  below  are  approximate  and  all  are  based 
on  this  year  s total  town  valuation.  They  include  only  the  effect  of  the  $800,000  borrowing. 

This  year  is  FY  91 . Short  term  borrowing  will  be  used  while  the  addition  is  under  construction.  The 
tax  impact  for  FY  92  will  be  due  to  the  interest  on  that  borrowing  and  will  be  less  than  $59. 

For  the  following  years,  if  conventional  bonding  (equal  principal  payments  each  year)  is  used,  the  tax 
impact  will  be:  . ; ,„.j

If  home  mortgage  style  financing  (equal  payment  each  year)  Is  used,  the  tax  impact  of  FY  93  and  later 
will  be  $75  each  year.  This  type  of  financing  would  cost  the  Town  $ 157,635  more  in  interest  over  the 
20  years.  And  conventional  bonding  costs  less  per  year  in  taxes  after  the  eighth  year. 

The  FY  93  tax  impact  will  be  at  most  $96,  but  it  could  be  as  low  as  $75  depending  on  the  financing 
option  chosen. 

WHAT  ABOUT  PRESCHOOL  ? 

Currently,  our  preschool  is  housed  at  the  Friend's  Meeting  House.  Our  current  program  is  organized  in 
a way  which,  primarily,  meets  the  requirements  of  state  and  federal  special  education  laws  to  provide 
an  education  for  three  and  four  year  olds  with  special  needs  in  an  environment  with  children  who  do  not 
have  special  needs.  We  will  continue  to  have  that  obligation  whether  or  not  we  build  an  addition  and 
whether  or  not  we  continue  to  have  a grant  from  the  Commonwealth  in  support  of  that  program. 

The  preschool  will  probably  be  housed  at  the  Elementary  School  if  a four  room  addition  is  voted.  That 
certainly  would  be  the  case  if  a nine  classroom  (grades  K-6)  grade  structure  was  developed  by  the 
school  committee.  If  the  school  committee  were  to  plan  for  ten  or  eleven  classrooms  for  grades  K-6, 

It  would  also  have  to  consider  keeping  the  preschool  at  the  Friends  Meeting  House  until  It  was  possible 
for  the  Town  to  proceed  with  Phase  II. 

TWO  PERSONAL  STATEMENTS  , .

When  the  proposal  for  additional  space  at  the  school  was  presented  earlier  this  summer,  my  reaction 

was  "no  way  will  we  go  again  for  more  space  at  the  school  this  year.”  As  we  worked  through  the 
proposal,  my  Immediate  concern  was  for  the  creation  of  some  special  education  area  and  for  work  on 
those  Immediate  problems  that  needed  to  be  addressed.  The  need  for  additional  classroom  space  was 
not  an  Immediate  priority  in  my  mind.  I saw  it  as  a future  priority.  At  that  time,  I felt  that  we  would 
be  able  to  handle  the  number  of  students  entering  the  school  In  the  next  couple  of  years  without  too 
much  disruption. 

But  as  the  events  of  the  summer  unfolded  and  more  students  enrolled  in  the  school  (so  many  in  one 
class).  I began  to  realize  there  were  problems.  After  attending  school  committee  meetings  and 
observing  what  was  happening,  I became  convinced  that  our  need  for  additional  space  was  immediate. 
What  we  thought  would  happen  in  a few  years  was  happening  now  and  would  probably  continue  to 


happen.  I then  realized  that  my  only  responsible  action  as  a jrnember  of  the  Leverett  community  and  an 
elected  board  member  would  be  to  seek  ways  to  create  additional  space.  This  plan  meets  that 
responsibility. 

I truly  understand  that  this  may  be  one  of  the  worst  possible  times  to  come  to  the  Town  for  more 
money.  And  I respect  the  judgement  of  those  individuals  who  feel  they  cannot  afford  another  dollar. 

But  I do  ask  that  those  of  you  who  can,  give  this  proposal  your  serious  consideration.  Financially,  it  is 
probably  the  best  proposal  we  ll  ever  be  able  to  present.  Without  additional  space  the  Leverett 
Elementary  School  as  we  know  it  will  be  drastically  changed.  There  have  been  proposals  to  use  the 
cafeteria  as  classroom  space.  We  did  that  one  year  and  one  of  my  daughters  was  in  that  class.  It  was  a 
disaster  year.  Another  proposal  might  be  to  use  the  gym  for  classrooms.  This  will  still  cost  money  for 
renovation.  And  It  will  lose  the  only  space  the  Town  has  for  gatherings,  town  meetings,  for  the 
physical  education  program.  Another  idea  may  be  to  use  the  present  library  space  as  a classroom.  But 
this  now  contains  the  corridor  to  the  two  classrooms  In  the  1976  addition.  Portable  classrooms  are 
another  solution  which  has  been  proposed.  But  these  are  not  cost  effective. 

The  end  result  is  that  we  really  need  that  additional  space  and  we  ask  your  help  to  create  it.

Being  in  closer  contact  with  the  school  now  that  I am  a school  committee  member,  I realize  that  the 
space  need  at  the  school  is  a very  real  problem.  I also  realize  that  in  this  uncertain  and  economically 
trying  time,  it  may  be  difficult  to  come  to  a decision  for  the  future  of  our  school.  While  I agreed  with 
most  people  that  the  initial  school  building  plans  were  too  large  for  this  town,  I believe  that  this  new 
plan  is  workable  and  necessary,  and  that  it  would  provide  us  with  a solution  to  our  space  crunch.
